HIS solemn warning is inscribed upon the brick and 

stone-trimmed entrance of the beautiful Italian garden 
at Dawson Hall, the Beverly Cove home of Mrs. Robert 
D. Evans of Boston. 

Built upon the site of the house formerly occupied by 
ex-Pres. Taft and 
family before its 
removal to Marble- 
head shores, this 
garden is conceded 
by all garden lov- 
ers to rank first in 
beauty and expend- 
iture of artistic 
effort upon the 
Shore. It was built 
five years ago by 
Francis R. Allen 
of Boston. 


At the main en- 
trance to. the gar- 
den are white mar- 
ble statues, two on 
either side, set in 
a hedge of box. In- 
side are two clus- 
ters of ‘green gar- 
dens,” on either 
side the broad 
brick walk. Pass- 
ing through these 
beds of various 


pines to the steps guarded by the white lions the site of 
the lower garden level is spread out before the view in 
one of the richest scenes imaginable. This quardrangle 
is about 40 feet wide and half again as long. In it are 
the four large groups of flowers of many varieties. On 
the inner side of this sunken portion is an addition of a 
semi-circular portion filled with roses, and with a marble 


peristyle covered with roses which also run out over the 
wall enclosing the 
garden. At this 
part of the wall is 
the handsone wall- 
fountain, best seen 
from the outside of 
the garden. 
Looking across 
the rose garden, 
and past the lotus 
fountain centering 
the entire garden, 
a green space is 
seen, occupied by 
a sun-dial and a 
large bronze statue, 
the “Falconer.”

The end of the 
garden, or back, is 
perhaps the most 
picturesque, for 
here is the large, 
white stone tea 
house, with its tile 
floor, marble table 
and settees and 
white garden fur- 
niture. Down in 
front of the tea 
house are the lily 
fountains, large 
and ornamentally 
formed. Between 
the fountains and 
the lotus fountain 
in the center are 
two long beds of 
lilies through 
which little gold- 
fish play. 

Shaded arbors lead from the tea house, one to the 
water front and one to the inner part of the place, and 
from these arbors charming vistas may be seen as through 
a window in the wall, which is open at the end of the 
arbors. From the arbors brick walks extend all around 
the garden wall, with steps here and there leading down 
to the lower garden. Bay trees are numerous along the 
walks, also some orange trees with ripe fruit are seen in 
large tubs along the wall. Back of the tea house is the 
pretty little Narcissus fountain standing in a niche in the

Have Died for France—an association founded to 
safeguard and to honor the memory of those who fall in 
battle—decided at a recent meeting to extend to you its 
profound sympathy. The society regards with equal 
reverence and admiration all those who are fighting on 
the soil of France for the cause of civilization and justice 
and who are displaying a heroism never surpassed in his- 
tory. 


Our thoughts turn with profound gratitude toward 
those children of the Great American republic who have 
brought their manhood to aid that cause and who have 
given or offered their lives to it. Your son, sir, ever 
since he sought the field of peril and of honor in company 
with our soldiers has, by his exploits, been an example 
to his companions in arms. He has been in the first rank 
of the heroes whose memory we shall cherish, and when 
death claimed him and crowned his brave sacrifice with 
honor the whole of France paid homage to the noble son 
you have lost. Our Union desires to tell you that we 
share in your sorrow and in your pride. 


We desire also that this expression of admiration 
and sympathy shall serve as a testimony of our gratitude

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Miniature Naval Plattsburg at Manchester 


Novel Training Classes 
for North Shore Children 


SOME. bright and sunshiny n-orning that part of the 

North Shore adjacent to Manchester will awaken to 
the “put-put-put” of a dozen or more gasoline motors of 
the torpedo boat destroyer fleet now being built’ in Man- 
chester. Or perhaps it will be the whirring of aeroplane 
propellers that will attract attention to a kind of “pre- 
paredness” which doesn’t result in bloodshed. That 
either of the above mentioned possibilities may be ex- 
perienced within the coming weeks is evidenced by pro- 
gress being made by the new training school for North 
Shore boys conducted by Alex Sjorlund at his Union st. 
shop in Manchester. 

The training classes established for the first time this 
summer are the result of an idea of Mr. Sjorlund’s which 


had its inception in the Plattsburg naval cruises for 
civilians. Mr. Sjorlund, who is a skilled mechanic and a 


member of the Manchester Launch club, conceived the 
idea of applying the principal of the naval Plattsburg to 
the boys of the North Shore who might be assembled in a 
class which would combine healthful recreation with valu- 
able instruction in mechanics and naval matters. Out of 
the idea grew the first summer classes for boys, now in- 
cluding 18 youngsters who are engaged in boat building, 
aeroplane construction, etc., with the ultimate purpose of 
competing with their finished products. 

There is nothing of the military in the training given 
the youths, but the principles involved are fundamental. 
The boys are taught to handle tools, use their own initia- 
tive in construction and ultimately the principles of hand- 
ling sail and power-craft. Each boy visits the shop twice 
a week for periods of two hours at a time. During the 
period while he is engaged in work with three or four 
other boys of his age he is under the discipline of an 
apprentice at a trade. Each boy chooses the type of craft 
he will construct. One boy is engaged at present in build- 
ing a torpedo boat destroyer and is constructing every bit 
of the trim model even to the metal work himself. An- 
other ambitious youth has attempted and is successfully 
completing the building of a Gloucester model fishing 
schooner. Other boys are at work on models of 21- footer 
yachts patterned after the crack Buzzard Bay racing 
eraft, the Makaboro JJ, which was built in Manchester

and has successfully competed in the special races at 
Marion, 

The first lesson includes a trip to Gravel Pond where 
the six-foot model power boat built by Mr. Sjorlund is 
used to demonstrate the principles of steering, motor con- 
trol, etc. The little boat used for the demonstration is 
complete to the last detail and includes electric lights in 
its equipment. The boys work in groups, although each 
has his allotted task. There is a good deal of friendly 
rivalry among them during the building and they are not 
at all backward in their criticism of one another’s work. 

The quarters where the boys work are ample for the 
number employed at a given period. Sanitary individual 
drinking cups are provided and the quarters are light and 
well ventilated. As the course proceeds frequent out-of- 
door trips will be made to the pond where races will be 
held between the yachts and also the power boats. 

Next year Mr. Sjorlund will have enlarged quarters 
and will increase the number of his pupils by a dozen. 
Many of the boys are interested in wireless telegraphy, 
but nothing will be attempted in that direction this sea- 
son. Next year instruction in building and installing 
wireless equipment will be a part of the course. 

Mr. Sjorlund is taking orders at this time for the 
manufacture of sail and power boats for Christmas gifts 
to boys.

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Again the Mosquito Agitates 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 
AN we forget the day? No never, when in our garden 
bordering the woods of a neighbor we heard a sound 
of many voices, loud, strident, prolonged, as if a murder- 
ous game were in progress and a stench—pardon the 
word—imost consuming flooded the air. Turning to the 
gardener we asked the cause of this babel. 

“Killing skeeters in the wood, Marm that’s all.” 

“And the hogsheads yonder, what are they?” 

“Crude oil, Marm, for the skeeters.” 

Crude oil indeed! So crude we fled the garden. 
And now we are cordially invited to immerse ourselves 
again in the pandemonium—‘‘a remedy far worse than 
the disease’—and submit our woods and rills to crude 
oil machinations—those wood paths we trod with so much 
pleasure, regaining life and strength from health giving 
odors of bracken, pine and bayberry—all these delights 
given over to crude oil because the mosquito pricks! 

No, let us rather cover ourselves with crude oil and be- 
come immune to the mosquito, for such a process would 
free us from its attacks and leave us the pleasure of nature. 
If the mosquito be so very dangerous to life as some would 
have us belive, how comes it that men and women have 
lived and do live on the North Shore 84 and 100 years 
and children enjoy good health since the majority of them 
succeed these ancient forbears? The extermination of 
the mosquito in tropical climates, ‘breeding grounds of 
poison and disease, is wise, but the North Shore is not 
the tropics, although at times we are so impressed. 

Persons conversant with this extermination process 


tell us the oil gun must be constant use to insure the 
permanent absence of the mosquito. To destroy in our 
woods the undergrowth and pools we too must install 
the oil gun; otherwise the mosquito will prove a greater 
pest as woods this season testify where the process used 
last summer has not been renewed this. 

But what of the beautiful marshes frequented by our 
game birds in autumn? Are these valuable birds to be 
sacrificed to crude oil and allowed to seek elsewhere more 
hospitable feeding grounds where crude oil is tabooed? 
Surely there must be some persons on the North Shore — 
who prefer the crude oil method of our wild birds and 
animals in the extinction of unprofitable insects and the 
like, than a system against which nature rebels, for it 
destroys and yet does not permanently remove the evil 
without a continued use of the drastic measure. We 
“lead” our wild birds; they leave us and cease to do their 
work. We produce our $30,000 and cry for the minis- 
trations of crude oil to repair our ignorance and heal our 
woes. Science is ever on the alert and it may be the day 
is not far distant when we shall be warned to handle less 
freely crude oil, the dust of which sets free germs of 
disease that medical research now strives to vanquish. 
However, there certainly is no reason why persons de- 
voted to the crude oil cure should not use it on their 
domains to any extent desired, but it does not seem quite 
courteous to coerce others to adopt a measure that does 
not appeal to them as vital or necessary, or that they feel 
they can not respond to at the present time.

The Mosquito Campaign Misunderstood 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 

In your last week’s issue, under the headline, “An- 
other Side of the Mosquito Crusade,” you had a com- 
munication signed, “A Dweller on the North Shore.” 

It must have been written by someone who has not 
been a consistent reader of the BrREEzE, or he would have 
known that the plan to exterminate mosquitos does not 
contemplate the use of oil; and that the methods pro- 
posed were submitted to and received the approval of 
tne Massachusetts Audubon Society for the protection 
of birds. : 

Last summer oil was used on some of the marshes, 
and in a limited area in the swamps, as a temporary meas- 
ure of relief, because the funds necessary to do the 
more permanent work of getting rid of the breeding 
places by ditching the marshes and draining the stagnant 
pools could not be raised. 

The present plan does not even mean draining all 
larger pools, or brooks where mosquitos do not breed, 
because of flowing water, or where fish can live and eat 
the mosquito larvae or wiggler. 

It does not mean draining or filling the small stagnant 
pools on the rocks or in the woods, where mosquitos breed. 

It provides for scientificially cutting ditches in the 
salt marshes and keeping them open to permit the tide- 
waters to flow in and out, and let the killifish have free 
access to mosquito eggs and larvae. By this method 
mosquito breeding will be stopped, and the marshes them- 
selves improved and beautified. 

Your correspondent need have no fear that the plans 
afoot for the extermination of mosquitos will destroy 
bird life or injure the forests. 

He complains of the spraying of the trees with lead 
poison, not realizing that but for the spraying the cater- 


pillars would have destroyed trees and vegetation, and 
that the spraying has not killed the birds. 

However, as this letter will assure him that oiling 
is not the plan, and that all drinking places for birds 
will not be done away with, the North Shore Association 
for the Extermination of Mosquitos invites his coopera- 
tion and assistance. | 

The public spirit your correspondent shows in his 
desire to preserve the birds and fragrant forests, leads 
us to hope that a consideration of our plans will impel 
him to join our association and become a subscriber to 
the fund that is being raised to free the North Shore 
from the pests which prevent the enjoyment of outdoor 
life and are a menace to health. 3 = 

You may assure your correspondent that the meas- 
ures adopted for the extermination of mosquitos are, with 
the exception of oiling, similar to those successfully tried 
out in Panama, Cuba, on Staten Island, in parts of New 
Jersey, and on Long Island and in Connecticut. Methods 
which have met with the approval of the U. S. Agri- 
cultural Department, and which have been made com- 
pulsory by the Boards of Health in many districts. 

If there is any information which your correspondent, 
or any of your readers, may wish concerning our mos- 
quito crusade we invite correspondence either direct with 
us or through your columns. 

We will be glad to place at his disposal the scien- 
tific reports sent us by the U. S. Government, or by the 
Mosquito Commissions established by law in New Jersey 
and elsewhere. "

Tribute to Old-time Family 


KATHERINE GAUSS 


FASTERN Massachusetts is noted among other things 

for its memorials to families, who, as worthy citizens, 
were the backbone of the early life of the towns. In the 
town of Danvers, near the junction of the two leading 
highways, the Page House, is preserved, as the ho:ne of 
the Danvers Historical society, and stands as a tribute to 
the descendants of Jeremiah Page, who first and last, 
served the interests of the town and country. 

The house has a historical value because of the fact 
that General Gage, when in this vicinity, had an office in 
the sitting room of the house, and it was from the eastern 


“window that he could look through his spy glass down 


to Salem Harbor, and keep watch for any vessels that 
might sail in. 

When the trying days of the tea tax came, this house 
became the scene of an event which is now famous in 
prose and poetry. Jeremiah Page, staunch patriot that he 
was, forbade the use of tea under his roof, as did many 
in the colonies. His wife, who had a lot of tea on hand, 
thought the command unreasonable and so she determined 
in some way to evade it. 

When her husband had gone one day and she knew 
he would not return before dusk, she proceeded to plan 
fo» a tea upon the roof, and then her friends were in- 
vited up for a quiet social hour. Lucy Larcom records 
this event in her poem of “The Gambrel Roof,” and she 
puts these words into the mouth of the hostess: 

“A goodly prospect as I said, 

You here may see before you spread 
Upon a house is not within it; 

But now we must not waste a minute, 
Neighbors, sit down to tea!” 

Long before the hoof-beats of her husband’s horse 
were heard returning down the winding road, Mrs. Page, 
had bidden the last guest “Good-day” and made her house 
once more quiet, so that no inkling of the party should 
fall upon her lord’s all to quick mind. 

Years later the house again became the centre of at- 
traction, owing to the fact that gentle Miss Anne Page, 
the pioneer kindergarten teacher, lived here and taught, 
what was probably the first kindergarten in America.

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It is of this school that the writer would like to speak. 
Quoting the words of a very old lady, a former resident 
of Danvers, who was one of the pupils in this famous 
school : | 

“Any morning at 8.30 the Page yard would be full 
of boys and girls, jumping, shouting and playing ga‘nes, 
waiting for the school bell to ring. Miss Page’s appear- 
ance at the house door was. generally the signal for ‘the 
leaving off of play, and a rush was made to get upstairs 
and into the school room. 

“When the class-room was absolutely quiet, dear 
Miss Page would read a chapter from the Bible, and then 
explanation of the passage followed. After all knelt 
down and together said the Lord’s prayer. Then a period 
of singing followed. Every child was encouraged to sing. 
Those with no ear for music and hence extremely shy, 
finding that no one laughed or made fun, sooner or later 
actually learned to sing most, if not all, of the kinder- 
garten songs. 

“As the pupils advanced in their study, they were 
seated in an adjoining room, rising to the dignity of 
desks, books and regular lessons, Miss Page going back 
and forth between the rooms. During study periods the 
older children were left quite to themselves, and owing to 
the honor system among the pupils, it was so quiet that 
the cooing of the doves in the cote overhead could be 
distinctly heard, and now and again they would alight on 
the window sill.” 

This Danvers woman was the pioneer in matters of 
education and in 1884 when educational circles in New 
York were discussing the adyantages of kindergarden 
training for children, great defference was paid to the 
opinion of Miss Page. She was way ahead of the times 
in many other matters concerning the young and their 
education, and her ideas were carried out in the school 
room. 

Her system of teaching botany was an illustration 
of her realization of the mind of the child. Plants were 
brought in and as the pupils pulled them to pieces, Miss 
Page taught the facts in a way never to be forgotten, and

ditions in Ireland. Some 200 people from all parts of 
the North Shore attended the reception which Mrs. Johu 
Hays Hamyond gave to Lord and Lady Aberdeen, who 
are spending a few weeks at Marblehead, and the occa- 
cion was one of the most brilliant of the many that have 
been given by Mrs. Hammond at her summer home. At 
the close of the reception, which was held in the large 
ha'l, Lady Aberdeen spoke to those present from the 
rozthern porch of the house on conditions in Ireland 
where for many years Lord Aberdeen was the repre- 
sentative of the British Government and following her 
remarks Lord Aberdeen spoke very briefly, both of them 
being very charmingly introduced by Mrs. Hammond. 

Lady Aberdeen’s talk was most informal. She told 
of the appoint rent of her husband by Gladstone in 1884 
as Viceroy of Ireland, of her going to the island a 
stranger, and of her intimate touch with the people. Not- 
withstanding that two-thirds of the country has been pur- 
chased from landlords and given over to the people as 
farm holdings, much remedial legislation was needed. 

Some 50,000 cottages had been built for the people 
by the Congested District Bureau, but although all through 
the countryside there were evidence of marked progress 
the people were not satisfied. Their aspirations and their 
ideals of nationality were not realized. She believed a 
large part of the trouble to be due to the fact that the 
i nglish are, as a whole, incapable of understanding the 
Irish temperament. She praised Redmond and Dillon 
and 150,000 brave Irish boys who were fighting in the 
trenches. Many of the cottage industries, such as lace- 
making, had been hit hard by the war, and she asked the 
ladies present to inquire for Irish goods of their store- 
keepers and thus help these people. : 

Lord Aberdeen complimented Mrs. Hammond on 
her interest and advancement of the humanitarian work 
among the Irish people. 

Later in the afternoon tea was served in the large 
dining roon.

IVWAROLD T. PULSIFER, writing in the Outivok as 
staff correspondent from the Plattsburg Training 
camp, says of the levelling of the ranks of civil life: 

“To put a man in uniform is to supply him with the 
common denominator above which there stands out in 
black and white the numerator of his own ability. In 
civil life we all have denominators dased on the hazards 
of fortune. Even in a democracy we cannot help judging 
men and women to a certain extent by the purely acci- 
dental denominators of the circumstances which surround 
them.’ Once in uniform, practically all that is artifical in 
our relations with each other disappears. Either a man 
is a good soldier or a bad soldier, a good comrade or a 
bad comrade. Against that olive-drab uniform which 
melts so swiftly into a protective background the personal 
qualities of courage, perseverance, and power stand out 
like trees lifted against the open sky.” 

In speaking of the loyalty and respect of the men 
for their officers he adds, ‘“‘We learned from confidential 
inquiry that every company in camp was commanded by 
the best captain in the United States army. This sounds 
a bit incredible, but you can verify the statement by ‘in- 
quiry from any man who attended Plattsburg in- the 
muddy month of June.”

_ interesting children of the neighboring Public School in - 


good reading. At first very few girls came, but soon the 
average attendance was about fifty. As the months went 
_ by the librarian observed that the same girls were coming 
week after week. The meetings were as open and free 
as any story hour ever was, but the story teller insisted 
that those who attended should not waste her time by 
simply listening and doing nothing to help themselves; 
the injunction of Mr. Carnegie was to be followed, name- 
ly: “The Public Library free to all the people gives noth- 
ing for nothing; the reader must himself climb the ladder 
and in climbing gain knowledge how to live this life well.” 

This attitude brought the result that only ambitious, 
self-respecting, self-reliant girls “belonged” to the story 
hour as members of this class use their minds it was soon 
decreed that talks should not be on widely divergent topics 

or about books entirely unrelated to one another, but 
that courses should be outlined year by year. Such 
‘courses were outlined and are still being followed from 
myths and folk lore for the fourth grade groups to topics 
_ of general and current interest for the S. E. G. meetings. 
After the S. E. G. group had been meeting several 
years it became a club and other groups were formed for 
children of grammar and high school. There were 
fourth and fifth grade children in one group, sixth and 
seventh in another, eighth in another and so on, eight 
groups in all. 

Nine years ago the S. E. G. camp at West Gloucester 
came into existence where now little prospective S$. E. G.’s 
of six and a half and “big, old” married S. E. G.’s with 
the “nicest babies in the world” carry on a little democracy 
for two happy. months.

Why S. E. G.? 


Eight years ago this summer the second year of the 
camp, a vacation industry was talked of and pottery work 
was commenced in the cellar of a little house near Boston 
by three women, interested in a co-operative industry, and 
four or five S. E. G.’s. At the end of a few months the 
experiment had grown so interesting that the lower floors 
of a house on Hull street in the North End were lent to 
be used for pottery purposes and there S. E. G.’s and 
their pottery director worked at this delightful industry 
which turned out to be an all the year round affair till 
a year ago when they moved to Nottingham Hill. 

“Two criticisms I frequently hear,” I said to one of 
the pottery people, ‘‘are as follows: ‘but there are so few 
people employed by the pottery and the prices of the ware 
are so exorbitant.’” “You will agree,” replied the pot- 
tery person, “that one of the reasons for the present 
state of things in Europe was the desire on the part of 
the larger belligerent nations for commercial supremacy. 
The men who do the actual work of producing the com- 
modities we must have, would never have chosen to fight 
yet they are the ones who are fighting. If people worked 
in small units, community and humanity of feeling would 
be developed to the end that each man would have to live 
by simple work and not by intricate paper calculations 
and daring deals and if all men were to live by actual! 
labor when that labor ceased, as in case of war, as a 
svall club member would say ‘there would’nt be no eats 
for nobody’ and the war would have to stop.” 

“As for our prices we do not think them exorbitant. 
Please don’t think me rude, but so many people save five 
cents to ten dollars on what they buy and give to ‘charity’ 
while they grudge the fair price we charge in order that 
our people may live while they work and in order that 
they may do the kind of work it is a joy to do, that is, the 
kind that has individuality. Wouldn’t you rather have a 
breakfast set or a vase or a lamp that has given joy to its 
maker than one made under conditions which kill individ- 
uality and create envy, greed and finally strife?” 

“Don’t talk in that fierce way to me please, I really 
agree with you,” I said trembling, “and you know my 
table as well as my room is entirely furnished with Paul 
Revere Pottery though I am myself a working woman.” 
“Forgive me,” said the pottery person with delightful 
hit ility, “I know we are trying to do an old, old thing in 
an old, old way, but we’d rather fail utterly than not dare 
to try to prove that work and life and love can be part- 
ners. But we cannot fail,” she added, as we walked down 
the path under the oaks, “for in any event we shall have 
proved something and proofs rather than theories give 
knowledge necessary for progress.”

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A North Shore Prince

WHEN the. Japanese ocean liner Tenyo Maru of the 

Hong Kong and San Francisco Line, one of the 
largest and finest Pacific sea-going craft, reached her 
dock at the Golden Gate several days ago, among her 
large number of passengers was a real prince. From 
far-off Siam, the antipodes of America, a royal personage 
had completed a long sea journey of gooo miles, though a 
stretch of 3000 additional miles still lay ahead of him, 
before he should reach his final destination at East Glou- 
cester on the North Shore. 

The Young Prince of Siam accompanied by Phya 
Chanindra, a government official of Siam, had an un- 
eventful passage. Upon landing in this country, the 
young prince and his escort were not met with the usual 
pomp attending the arrival of an Eastern prince in his 
own country, with the blaze of color and the elephant 
cavalcad*. It was all a new world to these tourists and 
with a few exceptions, they passed unnoticed upon Amer- 
ican sol. 

Last Sunday evening, the Prince of Siam, 24 years 
of age, rather short in stature, bright-faced, keen-eyed 
and smiling, reached Bass Rocks, the summer capitol of 
the Siemese Legation. With the prince and his com- 
panion, was the Siamese Minister Phya Prabha Kara- 
vongse. who had gone to Boston to meet the prince. 

Mahidol, the Prince of Songkla, is a brother ot 
Somde’ch Phra Paramendr Maha Vajiravudh Mongkut 
Klao, King of Siam. When the prince arrived at the 
summer capital after a journey of 12000 miles, a distance 
half wey around the globe, he appeared anything but a 
weary traveler. Instead he was in splendid form, a fin2 
example of his sturdy and enduring race. 

Neturally North Shore society folk will wonder if 
royalty will be entertained and generally it is asked, 
“What can be the young prince’s mission to this country ?” 
“Has it anything to do with the war?” etc., etc. Well as 
a matter of fact the prince comes here incognito. He is 
here pzivately and not on official business. In the present

European situation he is neutral. At the outbreak of 
the war, he was an officer in the German navy and being 
neutral, he withdrew. He is on the North Shore for 
absolute quiet and rest. Simplicity and quietness char- 
acterized his entire trip to the summer capital. In San 
Francisco, the prince was met by the Siamese Consul at 
Chicago, Milward Adams. They dined together, then 
in Chicago, the prince dined with his consul at the latter’s 
club. The trip east by way of the Union Pacific railroad, 
touching at Omaha, Chicago, Buffalo and Boston, was 
keenly enjoyed. 

The Prince of Siam comes to this country for the 
purpose of studying American education and conditions. 
He is a student. He was educated in England, Denmark 
and Germany, and is nearly as fluent in the English, 
French, Danish and German languages as in his native 
tongue. After a rest on the North Shore, at some uni- 
versity in this country, possibly Harvard, the prince will 
take a course in American hygiene, medicine and sanita- 
tion, 

The headquarters of the Legation at Bass Rocks, 
where the prince will spend the most of the time is 
charmingly situated and from the broad veranda with its 
growing vines and brilliant flowers, can be seen the 
broad stretch of golf links and the ocean beyond. Every 
member of the legation is fond of golf and the Bass 
Rocks Golf clubhouse is but a short distance from the 
cottage. The Harding house contains the Ambassador, 
his wife and daughter, and attachees, while the first sec- 
retary, Edward H. Loftus, and family occupy a cottage 
nearer the beach. The Siamese Legation has been lo- 
cated at East Gloucester for fourteen seasons. Like so 
many noted people who came to this section of the North 
Shore for quiet and healthful recreation, the Prince of 
Siam, already delighted with the place will receive what 
he has sought after his long journey by sea and land, 
from the Orient.

from her. wise understanding the pupils learned truths 
which are at the foundation of life itself. Numerous 
excursions were made into the woods in search of florai 
specimens and the children kept the little school conser- 
vatory filled with flowers of the woods and fields. 

And so it was with every other subject this teacher 
introduced into her school. For those who were un- 
usually bright, work was made more difficult and ad- 
vanced subjects kept them busy, while the child, naturally 
slow, or who suffered a disadvantage from some physical 
deformity, was given an added incentive to work, by the 
patience of his teacher. 

A few years ago, a memorial to Miss Page was 


placed in Wellesley in the form of a kindergarten of the 


most up-to-date kind, called the Anne Page Kinder- 
garten. Let.it be said, however, with all its modern 
equipment and its advanced ideas of education, it still 
cannot compare with the little school, presided over by 
the dainty Miss Page of the early 8o’s. 

Upon the death of Miss Page, the house was sold 
to the Danvers Historical society, and here, together with 
the family treasures, repose valuables which have been 
collected from the countryside for miles. Mementos of 
the Civil and Spanish wars are much in evidence for the 
people of that section were among the first to volunteer 
when the call to arms was heard. Rare bits of Colonial 
furniture, needlework and clothing are preserved in the 
museum and some very valuable and rare china is placed 
about the house. 

Danvers was one of the homes of John G. Whittier 
and as a reminder of this, one of the wooden desks used 
by the poet is preserved in the house. Another famous 
Danvers man, General Dodge, has contributed a very 
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complete military collection, which is the only one of its 
kind hereabouts.

Diplomacy sometimes asserts itself as the art of 
prolonging an argument until it wears itself out. 


AmerICA AWOKE ONE MorninG a few weeks back 
and thrilled as it read in its morning paper the news of 
the unparalleled feat of the German submarine, Deutsch- 
land, in crossing the broad Atlantic, while the powerful 
British fleet looked helplessly on. Americans, so pro- 
Ally a moment before, felt a tremor of admiration for 
the hardy German sea captain who had accomplished a 
feat of navigation which seemed to take second place 
only to that of the sturdy Columbus. But, after the 
import of the achievement had sunk home and reflection 
had sobered enthusiasm, a sense of humiliation came over 
those generous Americans who had applauded the skill 
of the Teuton navigator. Why should the honor of bring- 
ing about the highest development of the uses of the 
submarine belong to other than an American? Why 
should another nation glory in the greatest naval achieve- 
ment of modern times? Certainly not because America 
has produced no inventive genius; the submarine is the 
invention of an American, Simon Lake,—so much keener 
the humiliation. 

It is on occasions like the above mentioned that we 
are thrilled with pride at the thought that the inventive 
ability of Americans made possible some of the greatest 
scientific achievements, but at the same time we are 
ashamed at the truth that it has been left to other nations 
to bring to perfection the wonderful brain products of 
an American genius. America gave the world the sub- 
marine, the aeroplane, and scores of other marvels. of 
modern times, but America as a government has been 
shamefully ungrateful to her sons who have added glory 
to her name by their accomplishements. When Lake 
invented the submarine he offered his patents first to the 
American government, but how his offer was. spurned 
is too well known to need repetition. When he turned 
to the British government with his invention he was 
met with open arms. Germany likewise seized upon his 
inventions and brought them to a degree of perfection 
that has astounded the world. 


Only a space of a few months has elapsed since the 
word went forth that a young man living on the North 
Shore had produced a device, after years of experiment, 
which threatened to outrival the submarine as a means 
of offensive and defensive warfare. John Hays Ham- 
mond, Jr., son of the famous mining engineer, exhibited 
his invention of a wireless-controlled torpedo before a 
commission of American army and navy officers, and they 
received the achievement with awe. It was pronounced 
the most wonderful defensive weapon ever offered a 
nation in the history of the world. The young inventor 
was offered tremendous sums of money by foreign pow- 
ers to make known to them the secret of his invention, 
but with rare patriotism he spurned all offers and offered 
to America the first chance to develop and use the won- 
derful apparatus. The invention was possible only be- 
cause of the unlimited means at the disposal of Mr. 
Hammond, and he is said to have spent nearly a million 
dollars to bring it to the point of practicability. A move- 
ment was started to have Congress take over the invention 
and reimburse the young inventor, and for a time it 
appeared that it would break the bonds of its conserva- 


tism—to its everlasting glory. But the same spirit which 
made itself felt in the days when Lake offered his sub- 
marine to America is at work to defeat any effort to 
secure for the United States this formidable instrument 
of protection. Perhaps it would be unjust to ascribe this 
spirit in Congress to anything more than a mistaken sense 
of economy, but there is an element in Congress far from 
patriotic. It is to be hoped that Mr. Hammond’s. in- 
vention will meet with a better reception than did Mr. 
lake’s. 

It is to be regretted that there are not more men 
in Congress of the sturdy American type which Con- 
gressman Gardner represents and that administration 
is not found in the hands of Americans of the stamp 
of Charles E. Hughes. But hoping and doing we may 
vet realize! 


Mayor Henry L. Hiccinson has expressed an 
opinion concerning the present railroad situation, and 
his judgment may be relied upon because of his native 
good sense and long experience in railroad and other 
business enterprises. He says: “Pray put it distinctly 
before your readers that in the end the public pays for 
what it gets, and that if the railroads are to give excel- 
lent service, the public must furnish the money—that is, 
it must buy railroad shares or bonds; and that if the 
workmen are to receive higher wages, the public will 
inevitably pay these wages. The example of the Boston 
& Maine railroad, which has earned and paid dividends 
for years, gives us food for thought. The unlucky Bos- 
ton & Maine stockholders, chiefly people of small means, 
must now pay an assessment of forty dollars per share 
on their shares: that is, the public pays for the increased 
wages, which cut down the net receipts. It is all right 
to increase the wages, but, at the same time, people must 
be tempted by a fair return to’ invest their savings in 
railroad property. The careful investor, rich or poor, 
controls the purse and uses his savings as he pleases. 
Chiefly he is seeking security. The railroads are fettered, 
but not protected by the government; yet they are essen- 
tial to everybody, including the government. The work- 
men and the public may require from the railroads: what- 
ever they choose, but in the end they will not get more 
than the public pays for and the workmen are a part of 
the public.” This is the judgment of a man of experi- 
ence and it will be well to consider the advice he has 
given. Unfortunately, protesting classes are not likely 
to look beyond their own selfish interests.

Tue Boston & MAINE RAILROAD has assented to 
a receivership and the railroad will be operated in this 
way. While temporarily it will appear as a disadvantage 
and an open acknowledgement of the management of the 
impossibility of operating the road under the existing 
conditions, in the end it will be advantageous to all con- 
cerned, It will clear the slate of many embarrassments 
and through the courts afford the railroad an opportunity 
to begin anew. The railroad is a valuable asset to New 
England and its holds valuable franchise rights and has 
a ~ ay opporttinity. Temporarily the stockholders will 
feel the embarrassment of the situation, but in the end 
it will be for the good of all. It does seem regrettable 
that the railroads should ‘be subjected to such unjust 
cbstructions in the prosecution of their business as to 
make such receivership of a great railroad enterprise 
necessary. 


Tue TELEPHONE CompaANy has made a new agree- 
ment with the operators employed whereby the begin- 
ners are to receive five dollars. An _ increase of 
a dollar follows as soon as they are placed at work. A 
fair and honorable scale of increases has been arranged 
for whereby the operators will receive a maximum wage 
of fourteen dollars per week, and the supervisors will 
receive fourteen dollars, with a regular scale of increases 
until a maximum of seventeen dollars a week is reached. 
‘The telephone company has always been honorable in its 
treatment of the help and every effort has been made to 
maintain the working quarters of the exchanges upon a 
high level: of convenience for the comfort of those at 
work. The young women who work so faithfully for 
the public and for the company deserve an honorable 
wage and comfortable working stations. These the com- 
pany seems inclined to afford.

Rice in the Diet 

ICE has a nutritive value not to be 

overlooked by the careful house- 
keeper and offers a variety of ways 
of cooking and serving. Either as a 
vegetable or as a dessert, it is whole- 
some and delicious—as well as eco- 
nomical. The following recipes in- 
clude many methods of serving rice 
in either capacity : 

Baked Rice Pudding is a simple 
dessert, very tempting. Soak 34 cup- 
ful rice 1 hour or longer. To the 
soaked rice add I cup sugar, 3 pints 
milk, 1 tablespoon butter, and a little 
spice or lemon rind for seasoning. 
Bake 84 hour, and serve hot with a 
sweet pudding sauce or cream. 

Another recipe for Baked Rice 
Pudding is a little richer. Use 1 
quart of milk, 3 eggs, % cup rice, 34 
cup sugar, % cup butter, 1 cup 
raisins, seeded. 


Soak the rice in I 
pint of the milk for an hour, then 
place over the fire and allow to come 
to the boiling point slowly. Boil 5 
minutes, cool, and add the other in- 
gredients, grate nutmeg over the mix- 
ture and bake 34 hour. Serve with 
brandy sauce, or with hard sauce. 

Rice Milk for the Invalid has the 
quality of nutriment and of attrac- 
tiveness to the jaded palate. Pick 
over carefully and wash thoroughly 
a small amount or rice. Boil in water 
until it swells and softens; then add 
milk until thin enough. Sweeten to 
taste and season with nutmeg. The 
addition of a beaten egg is an im- 
provement. 

Boiled Rice, Southern Style— 
Wash a cupful of rice in three waters 
and put in stew pan with 2 teaspoons 
salt and 2% cups boiling water. Place 
where it will boil rapidly for 15 min- 
utes. Set pan back where rice will 
cook slowly for an hour or more. 
This method will produce a dish of 
rice that is rich and dry. 

Plain Boiled Rice—Wash 1 cup

rice in 3. waters. Cover with clean 
water and soak 1 or 2 hours. Have 
3 quarts water boiling in large stew- 
pan, put the rice in and cook 15 to 25 
minutes. Salt after the first ten min- 
utes of boiling.

-On Thursday 
notices were posted in the Manchester 
station of the B. & M. warning pros- 
pective passengers of the uncertainty 
of travel after 7 o’clock next Mon- 
day morning, when the walk-out is 
expecte | to occur, unless Congress in- 
tervenes or the railroads grant the de- 
mands of the brotherhoods. After 5 
o’clock last evening no freight, ex- 
cept food stuffs, could be received 
for shipnent at the local freight office, 
a part of the general embargo order 
by the 8. & M. The roads, the broth- 
erhood: and the government have par- 
tially guaranteed that trains carrying 
food wll be moved in event the strike 
is not verted, so that it is not ex- 
pected that there will be any great 
scarcity of food. Some of the large 
cities ere expected to suffer from a 
milk shortaze, although it has been 
promised that milk trains will be 
moved. The danger of a coal famine 
is without foundation, as points along 
the coast can be supplied by boats. 
There is no danger of the cutting off 
of electricity on this account, as there 
is an ample supply of coal on hand 
to meet anything but a strike of six 
months’ duration, and it is not ex- 
pected that the threatened strike will 
last. more than a week in event of 
its taking place. It is expected that 
the price of some foodstuffs will in- 
crease on account of hoarding due to 
fear of a strike. The’ market price 
of potatoes jumped 50 cents a bag 
yesterday and they now retail at 55 
cents a peck, with further increases 
looked for. Many Manchester people 
began. yesterday to lay in a supply of 
smoked meats, canned goods, etc., in 
anticipation of a tieup. -One family 
put in an order for $250 worth of 
goods at Bullock’s grocery Wednes- 
day.

Horst SHOW IN SPRINGFIELD. 


A horse show announcement of un- 
usual interest comes from Spring- 
field. It will be the first such event 
in the new Coliseum, which was 
especially designed for shows of this 
sort.

Attractive New Building for Manchester 


Home for North Shore 
Horticultural Society

RCHITECTS:--BOosTON- 
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HE Norra SuHore Horricuiturat Socrery, Incorpor- 
ated, is to have an attractive new building in Manches- 
ter in the near future. Definite steps are now being taken 
toward this end. The land was purchased more than a 
year ago, on Summer st., across from the railroad station, 
and about midway between the depot and the electric 
light station. 

Plans have been prepared by the well-known Boston 
firm, Kilham & Hopkins for a building as shown here- 
with to be'of slap-dash finish. 

While the building is intended primarily as a home 
for the North Shore Horticultural society, and to provide 
a place for exhibitions, the building as planned will fill 
a long-felt want in Manchester in that it will provide a 
good sized hall for public occasions—larger than. the 
Manchester Town hall—for use in summer as well as 
winter for musicales and.such gatherings. Another hall 
as large as the main hall will be provided in the basement 
particularly suited for banquets, or committee meetings. 
Off this basement hall will be the heating plant, store- 
room, kitchen, coat room, and, in the far end of the room 
‘ essing rooms and closets, directly below the stage, 
which will be on the first floor. The dimensions of these 
two halls will be 38x60 feet. 

The building will have a frontage of 68 feet on Sum- 


men at the left, and a coat room at the right. 


mer st., and will run back 90 feet. As shown in the pic- 
ture there will be a wing of substantial proportions on 
either side of the main portion of the building. These 
wings will be devoted to rooms for ladies and for gentle- 
The upper 
portion will serve as a logia, or gallery for the main: hall. 

The entrance to the building will be by three doors, 
reached by six steps. After entering a vestibule of good 
size, entrance into the main hall is by three doors, and 
stairs go both down to the lower hall, or to the gallery 
up-stairs. 

That the time is now ripe for a building of this sort 
in Manchester, outside the requirements of the Horticul- 
tural society, is evidenced by the general expression of 
interest from all sides. One lady, a member of the sum- 


mer colony, heads the subscription list with $2000, An- 
other resident has subscribed $1000. 


Several have sub- 
scribed $500. Frank P. Knight seems to sum up the 
situation very well in a letter in which he makes a con- 
tribution of $500 on behalf of Samuel Anne Sons Co., 
in which he says: 
“Gentlemen: Reve ite 

“Permit me to express to you my appreciation of the 
way in which the members of your committee have 
worked in order to bring to a head the question of a 
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building which will be suitable to the needs of the society. 
I believe that the plans for the proposed building are 
adrirable and that they should be adopted as a working 
basis, subject, however, to minor alterations, if the com- 
mittee having the building in charge should so decide. 
1 also believe that if all the members of the society take 
hold with a will the necessary funds can be quickly raised. 

“The building will fill a long-felt want, not alone of 
the Society, but of the Town in general, because it will 
provide a semi-public hall for gatherings of various sorts 
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for pleasure and, what is perhaps more important, for 
instruction. Therefore let us all put our shoulder to the 
wheel and do what we each can by way of contribution 
of funds and of our time and labor to bring about the 
desired results. Our firm of Samuel Knight Sons Com- 
pany will be very glad to contribute the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500). ‘FRANK P. KNICcHT. 

The building is practically an assured thing. Sub- 
scriptions will be called for from the townspeople later 
on and it is expected work will be started this fall. 


Hand-printed Wall Paper 


From Salem House Sold 
to New York Museum 


J. FRANK REYNOLDS 


VISITORS to the Metropolitan Mu- 

seum of Art in New York will 
have an opportunity to see a wonder- 
ful hand-printed wall paper from the 
famous Cook-Oliver house in Salem, 
Massachusetts, just sold to the mu- 
seum. It was carefully stripped from 
the ‘walls of ‘“Salem’s American 
castle,” insured for $150 and shipped 
to New York to remain on exhibition. 

Visitors to historic Salem, hun- 
dreds of whom in a season journey to 
the many old mansions, have always 
admired the quaint, flower-designed 
wall paper in the hall of the Cook- 
Oliver house. It was made in Alsace, 
France, and has been on the wall in 
the hallway of the Salem mansion 
since the house was erected in 1802. 
It was brought home to Salem by 
Captain Samuel Coook, one of Sal- 
em’s old shipmasters, whose vessel 
plied the ocean when the historic city 
was the leader in the cities which sent 
fleets to foreign ports. 

The paper in its detail was of 
pink-hued wild roses, with a soft-toned background of 
gieen. It was hand-printed in Alsace on blocks 15 by 18 in. 


SECLUDED and restful, like a little room in which to 

withdraw when tired of the great expanse of sea- 
view or of the handsome grounds with their sweeping 
lawns and graceful trees, is the garden on the Beverly 
Cove home of Mr. and Mrs. Dudley L. Pickman. A vine- 
covered brick wall encloses it, through which on one side 
a little gate opens onto the lawn facing the sea. Marble 
steps lead down into the garden from the house or 
terrace around it. Gravel walks run through the little 
place and lead to a lower terrace, which is entered by a 
vine-covered, arched entrance over the steps. This is 
a little conservatory, seemingly, of potted plants, includ- 
ing fuchsias, palms and box trees. Fuchsias seem to 
predominate throughout the garden and elsewhere. The 
garden proper is best seen from the balcony-like arrange- 
ment at one side, where a little tea house is made on a 
high terrace overlooking the garden. The cosy tea room 
is sheltered by an expansive maple tree, and all around 
it are pots of blooming fuchsias and rose vines, the latter 
thickly covering the wall of the terrace and spreading over 
the ledge, under which is the fountain and lily pool, an

In removing the paper. Several days 
were consumed in removing the paper. 
The same hanger who took the paper 
from the Cook-Oliver mansion will 
undoubtedly place the paper when it 
is put into the new Colonial suite in 
the Metropolitan museum within a 
short time. The officials of the mu- 
seum could have obtained reproduc- 
tions of the French paper, but pre- 
ferred to go to the trouble of remov- 
ing the original in the old Salem 
house and shipping it to New York. 

The illustration shows the paper 
being removed inch by inch. In its 
present condition it is much like mod- 
ern paper, in that when it was put on 
the 15 by 18-inch strips were pasted 
into long strips as the paper of today. 
The picture also shows the beautifully 
carved hall doorway, with Colonial 
staircase and the carved detail of the 
spotless white ceiling. 

The Cook-Oliver mansion is the 
work of Samuel McIntire, the fore- 
most architect and wood carver. The staircases, doors 
and posts in the house were all hand tooled by him. 


unusually pretty feature in this garden. Four bay trees 
stand in the center of the garden and give it a touch 
of formality. The usual phlox and old-fashioned flowers 
are found here. _ But the prevalence of the fuchsia, and 
the snug little terraced tea room and conservatory feature 
of the garden lend it a peculiar and distinctive charm.

Hospital Point, 
Beverly Cove. It 
was built forty-six 
years ago and has 
been kept faithful- 
ly by Mr. and Mrs. 
A. Joseph Herrick 
for the past forty- 
two years. Every 
afternoon from 
two to four o’clock 
visitors are wel- 
come. A house, 
modern in all its 
appointments, and 
surrounded by a 
green lawn and lit- 
tle garden, stands 
close to the light- 
house. This has been a comfortable home for the keeper 
and his family all these years. 

The view from the place is exquisite and takes in a 
broad sweep of North Shore territory. Salem harbor, 
Marblehead Neck, Salem Willows and the Salem and 
Beverly shores are points of interest noted. The two lights 
on Baker’s island, Children’s island, Eagle island, Goose- 
berry island, Coney island with its Salem Y. M. C. A. 
camp, and Mystery island are clearly seen. Fort Picker- 
ing, and several important buildings on the Salem and 
Marblehead shores are discernible. Among the homes are 
the Burgess and Crowninshield cottages and the immense 
su. mer home, “Gray-Box.” of Mrs. S. B. Raymond. 

A driveway, Bay View avenue, runs down from 
Neptune street, past the lighthouse, and ends at the public 
landing on the point. 


Some interesting summer homes lie close to this light- 
house, many of which present a charming picture with 
their green velvety lawns sloping down to the water. 
The nearest one is the A. A. Lawrence estate, occupied 
by the John Barry Ryans of New York. Looking up 
the Beverly way may be seen the attractive homes of 
Mrs. R. D. Evans, Mrs. N. W. Rice, ‘Col and Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Sohier, and Mr. and Mrs. Henry B. Sawyer. 
Down the Pride’s Crossing way are seen the homes of 
Alexander Steinert, Gerald L. Hoyt, 5. P. Mandell, Dud- 
ley L. Pickman, Henry F. Sears, Bryce J. Allan, W. 
Harry Brown, Rev. J. P. Franks, the Guy Norman home 
(occupied by Mrs. Marshall Field of Washington), the 
William A. Slater home (occupied by Martin Erdmann), 
and Miss F. P. Mason’s cottage and the Silsbee house on — 
the point of land. All of these homes and the interesting 
growth of the North Shore as a summer resort region, 
and the great beauty of the place are dear to the heart 

‘2 keeper, who delights in telling his visitors incidents 
of the place. Every boat that passes (and there ars 
many) is noted by him. He knows just which white- 
winged racer is in, and what its probable destiny will be, 
and how it will perhaps turn out in the races.

Quietly fishing in the waters of the cove may be 
seen almost any good day, an old man, John C. Wood- 
berry by name, one of the few survivors of the Kearsarge 
of Civil War renown. 


‘‘Rest House’’ at Wenham 


AZY, happy days have been enjoyed this summer over 

at “Rest House,’ in Wenham, where girls employed 

in the great dry goods firm of Jordan Marsh Company 

of Boston have found a place in which health and strength 
may be regained. 

The house was opened July 19, and it is planned to 
keep it open the year-round for girls who become ill and 
worn out. A two-weeks’ vacation is given to them at the 
place, where rest and good, wholesome food are upper- 
most. The expenses are borne by Mrs. Eben D. Jordan. 
It was established shortly before the death of Mr. Jordan, 
which occurred Aug. t at Manchester. The place belongs 
to Mrs. Douglas Monroe Robinson (Dorothy Jordan) of 
‘ew York, who has maintained it as a farm hone for 
about eight years previous to her marriage last February. 

The house is a pretty, white affair over one hundred 
years old, typical in many ways of a New England coun- 
try hove. Ahout four years ago a terrace was built 

fa.the front, adding much to the attractiveness of 


the place. Before the house was opened for its present 
purpose Mrs. Robinson removed all of her furniture 
except the grand piano, and new furnishings along mission 
lines were selected for the house throughout, by Mrs. 
Jordan. 


The large and airy sitting-room, with its comfortable 
lounging chairs and sofas, is in green and old rose. Tables 
covered with reading matter, an attractive writing desk 

o1 various sets of games scattered about the room, make 
this a “homey” and attractive place for the girls to gather 
on rainy days and in which most of their evenings are 
spent. Otherwise the shady lawns and gardens are the 
chief “lounging” room of the occupants. 

The dining-room is a joy of blue window hangings at 
the large windows completely filling one side; of blue 
and white dishes attractively displayed in closets with 
the silverware, all of which is marked “Rest House ;” 
and of blue rugs and mission furniture, the chairs and 
table making one of the most attractive features of the 
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place. A restful, pretty place in which to sit and coax 
back a fitful appetite. But it comes! Girls are weighed 
upon entering, if they wish to be, and also when leaving. 
There are records of having gained six pounds in two 
weeks. 

A music room is also one of the attractions. And 
the bedrooms, usually with two beds to a room (twelve 


beds being the capacity of the house), are cool and invit- - 


ing with their white enamel beds and dainty hangings and 
rugs. Five fireplaces are noticed throughout the house. 

The cleanliness of the place is perfect. Each girl 
attends to her own bed, wipes up floors and dusts, and also 
helps wipe dishes. This is just enough daily exercise to 
insure a homelike feeling and interest in the place, where 
all the rest of the time is spent in luxurious leisure. Out 
under the trees are hammocks, seats and out-door games. 
Nearby the house is the flower garden, surrounded by a 
thick hedge. A great bed of heliotrope cut into four 
sections centers the garden. Beds of pink, red and white 
phlox and of the verbena are brilliant in their coloring 
around these sections of heliotrope. The garden is indeed 
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a gay little place, and many varieties of flowers may be 
plucked if one wanders around its grassy paths. The big 
green houses with their choice fruits, including grapes 
and peaches, with their flowers, and the big vegetable 
gardens close by are other interesting parts of this place. 

Formerly the Larchmere kennels, kept by Robert 
Jordan, were an important adjunct to the farm. They 
are now practically discontinued. Last year the place was 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. William B. Sheppard of Phila- 
delphia, the latter a sister of Mrs. Jordan. The matron 
in charge is Mrs. Annie Smith. 

Near “Rest House” is the “House of the Iron Rail- 
ine” at Wenham Neck, the vacation house for girls, main- 
tained by Miss Helen Clay Frick of Pride’s Crossing. 
This has been running for several years as a private 
philanthropic movement by Miss Frick. 

The North Shore, with its wealth of beautiful homes, 
may feel much pride in these two vacation houses, ex- 
pressing as they do the sympathy and love for those less 
fortunate than themselves, of its two most prominent 
residents. 


Insects, Bird and Men 


HE protection of insectivorous birds secured by the 
new federal migratory bird law, which has just gone 
into effect, rests on world-wide experience. It takes three 
facts of immense importance for man into account—the 
incredible fecundity of insects, the ravages of which 
they are capable when unchecked, and the absolute need 
of birds as their natural exterminators. Kirkland has 
computed that one pair of gipsy moths would produce 
enough progeny in eight years to destroy all the foliage 
in the United States. Riley, another entomologist, esti- 
mates that the hop aphis, developing thirteen generations 
in a single year, would multiply in twelve of them to 
the number of ten sextillions of individuals; and Forbush 
states that if this brood were marshalled in line, ten to 
an inch, it would extend to a point so sunk in the pro- 
fundities of space that light from the head of the pro- 
cession, travelling at the rate of 184,000 miles a second, 
weuld require 2500 years to reach the earth. 

Frederick the Great, after he had seen a flock of 
sparrows pecking at some of his cherries, ordered the 
killing of every svall bird that could be discovered; two 
vears later he found his cherry trees without fruit, but 
bearing a splendid crop of caterpillars. In 1912, report- 
ine on the enormous increase of insect pests in the Nile 
valley, Lord Kitchener urged measures against “the in- 
discrininate destruction of bird life,” and the Khedive 
was enlightened enough to issue a decree forbidding the 
further slaughter of Egypt’s birds. The settlers in New 
Zeeland killed off the native birds only to have their 
fields devoured by the crane fly and the click beetle; to 
estore the grass it became necessary to import the Eng- 
lich starling. The crops of Australia would today be 
ruined by grasshoppers were it not for the good offices of 
the ibises and other indigenous birds. When the martin 
was exiled from Bourbon by a price set upon its head, 
the grasshoppers filled the island in such numbers that 
the edict of banishment had to be revoked. Not very 
long ago the agriculturalists of Hungary decreed the de- 
struction of the sparrow, but in five years they were so 
overrun by insects that they were glad to have the bird 
brought back. 

The moral of all this is well put in a scene described 
by James Buckland. A gardener notices that damage 
has been done to his peas and next morning is up betimes. 
He sees a bird running among them and pecking at some- 


thing on the ground. There is a loud explosion, followed 
by a puff of smoke. The smoke drifts slowly away, dis- 
closing a bird lying dead. Some months later the gar- 
dener issues forth to gather in his mammoth cabbage for 
exhibition at the local fruit and flower show. Alas for 
human hopes! The cabbage is riddled like a colander. 
“The gardener when he shot the bird forgot, if he ever 
knew, that the ancient law forbid a muzzle to the ox 
that thrashed out the corn.’’—Boston Herald.

Rich green- 
ery surrounds the attractive brown-shingled house set in 
the midst of the trees. The whole place presents a cool 
and summery look. A typical little garden is enclosed by 
a privet hedge and shows so've fine specimens of roses 
and other equally attractive flowers.

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North Shore’s “Big Push” Against Mosquitos 


By BERNARD PETERSON 
in Boston Evening Transcript 


SEPT EMBER usually comes with a new brood of 

mosquitoes, stocking up nature with a winter’s supply 
for the next season’s crop. Sufficient disturbance of 
their breeding grounds would leave them with such gloomy 
prospects for the perpetuation of their race that they 


would vanish from the community... That is so character- 


istic of the mosquito that it at once suggests the mode of 
extermination, and in the pending battle between the 
mosquito and mankind the former is losing ground about 
as rapidly as the latter can dig into it with a plough. With 
good trench work and co-operation man is winning the 
battle, pushing the winged enemy away. 

North Shore is among the communities that have 
declared war against the mosquito, having accumulated a 
$30,000 fund. A larger sum will have to be guaranteed, 
however, before the first trench is dug in the general cam- 
paign, because it is estimated that thorough work cannot 
be done for less than $40,000. The instant that sum be- 
comes available a giant trench digger will swing into 
position on the salt marshes, under the command of an 
association for the extermination. of mosquitoes, and train 
its ploughshares on the soggy marshes that almost reek 
with mosquito wrigglers. Drainage and flushing are aimed 
at. The marshes will be drained either into the ocean, 
or into central artificial ponds, until they are free from 
breeding places and the trenches or ditches, will have 
sufficient flow with ebb and tide to make the trench water 
unsuitable for mosquito hatching. 

Under the leadership of Walter D. Denégre, Frank 
P. Frazier and Colonel William D. Sohier considerable 
preparatory work has been done to have certain private 
estates freed of mosquitoes and to raise the general ammu- 
nition fund, and the residents along the shore have re- 
sponded with donations. When all the residents have con- 
tributed toward this fund, and some of the cities have 
added their mite to it, there will be enough in the treasury 
to drive the campaign to a successful conclusion. Half- 
way measures will not be tried, at the risk of leaving 


swarms here and there in the field to repopulate the pools 


and puddles. 

Proceedings decided upon to redeem the North Shore 
from this compelling pest have long since passed beyond 
the experimental stage, having been applied with success 
in many parts of the country, notably in New Jersey, so 
that when the contractor is authorized to enter the exclu- 
sive section along the shore road he will follow specifica- 
tions already drawn. The entire section from Gloucester 
to Beverly Cove has been surveyed by mosquito engineers, 
at least two miles inland from the shore. Where the 
slope is adequate the salt marshes will be drained into the 
harbor, and where this is impracticable a deep pond will 
be dug in the centre of the marshy land and ditches will 
be cut in radial form around it, like spokes in a wheel, 
to drain the low land into the centre pond. Then. the 
pond will be stocked with fish that will keep the water 
free from mosquitoes. Mosquito larva or wriggler will 
never be permitted to come into maturity within the reach 
of fish that thrive in ponds, a hungry gold fish devouring 
enough of them for breakfast to give immunity from 
“skeeter” bites during one evening of outdoor entertain- 
ment. 

It is contemplated to do much more with the expected 
$40,000 than drain the marshes and stock new ponds with 
mosquito eating fish. It has been discovered by the survey 
that this whole territory along the shore lends itself ad- 


mirably to drainage on'a large scale, yet there are spots 
that cannot be drained. These are to be filled with sand 
or gravel, or whatever material the situation might call 
for; but there are also ragged rocks along the water’s edge 
that have been pouring out mosquitoes in black swarms 
for ages, and are literally breathing mosquitoes into the air 
during the warm summer season. On these rocks there are 
deep hollows. Some rocks lie so low that the tide washes 
over them every day and renders them innocuous; others 
lie a little higher, towering above the ordinary tides, but 
covered by the rising waves once a month as the moon 
applies her gigantic power to the rolling billows. Still 
higher there rises a strata of rocky shore, rough as 
quarries, that opens its hollows to the summer showers. 
It is too lofty to blend its soft waters with the ocean brine. 
It holds in perpetuity all that it receives, except for the 
vaporing exhaust. Its irregular cavities, its cracks and 
its slides that form deep hollows, lend attraction to the 
estates of summer residents, and give character to the 
shore. But they also breed mosquitoes. 


These hollaws in the highest rocks, converting benig-- 
nant showers into stagnant pools of most favorable condi- 
tions for mosquito breeding, will be filled up with cement 
or gravel under the contract that has been drawn up. 
They are to be filled like a dentist fills a tooth, with one 
eye to utility and another to beauty. There is to be no 
ruthless transformation of contour, by jamming down 
material enough to crowd out the undesirable mosquitoes. ~ 


Stagnant water is so essential to the perpetuation of 
the mosquito. race that the extermination of the pest in 
a limited district by removing the water is a sure cure, 
and merely an engineering problem. ‘The mosquitoes can- 
not breed in properly drained marshes, or in the clean cut 
ditches that drain the marshes, neither in the still water 
that is stocked with fish. They will fly a short distance, 
and may be carried by the wind where there is an open 
field ahead, which makes it necessary to extend the treat- 
ment somewhat beyond the territory that it is desired 
to protect. Along the North Shore the campaign will be 
carried about two miles back from the road. 


There has been some protest against the work from 
residents who were solicitous for the “balance of nature,” 
or who take exceptions to the treatment of surface water — 
with oil. Their objection to the oil treatment is removed ~ 
by the fact that no oil is used, and the bird lovers are 
assured that the campaign contemplated can have no 
detrimental effect upon bird life. The residents who are 
actively interested in the movement have magnificent 
estates along the shore where bird life is not only pro- 
tected but nursed as a valued attraction. Considerable 
money has been expended by the property owners in the 
past in a successful campaign against the brown-tail and 
gypsy moths for the preservation of the beautiful shade | 
trees, and the next natural step is to rid the district of 
the pestiferous mosquito in order that outdoor life among 
these trees may be enjoyed. 


Minor details in the campaign provide for inspection 
of the premises by a mosquito expert who may give 
advice as to the disposal of the smaller breeding places, 
such as rain barrels, stagnant water in roof gutters, 
obscure tree cavities, upturned tin cans or pails and numer- 
ous other little reservoirs of stagnant water ordinarily 
unobserved but in which the mosquitoes replenish their 
stock throughout the hot season,

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DEMOCRATIC SPELLBINDERS will have a difficult task 
when they try to explain the benefits that will arise to the 
country from the passage of the eight hour railroad law 
by Congress at the instigation of President Wilson. When 
the public begins to feel the burden of increased operating 
expenses which will be reflected in higher freight rates 
and ultimately in increased prices of all commodities it 
may take a view of the Democratic “legislative triumph” 
not particularly satisfying to the supporters of the Wilson 
administration. The possibilities of a nation-wide strike 
were appalling, but had it come to a head it is doubtful if 
its dan cge would have been as permanent and far reach- 
ing as the passage of the alleged eight-hour law.

metered benefit to the country by the act is absurd.

The Hot Breads of New England 
PROBABLY there is no one article 
of food so popular in America as 
hot bread—and none so indigestible! 
The latter consideration is the merest 
detail, however, in the demands and 
customs of our people, so we may dis- 
miss it. For breakfast, partioularly, 
we enjoy our hot biscuits, muffins, 
Johnny cake, griddle cakes and waf- 
fles and of these none is more difficult 
to make successfully than cream of 
tartar biscuits. One of the best ac- 
complishments a cook can boast is the 
production of these delicious brown 
and white bits of flakiness, for cream 
of tartar biscuits are not only excel- 
lent for breakfast but also for lun- 
cheon, tea and supper. The follow- 
ing receipt is for New England Tea 
Biscuits: 2 cups sifted flour, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder, I tablespoon but- 
ter, cold milk to make soft dough. The 
butter should be worked into the flour 
which has been sifted twice with the 
baking powder, and then enough milk 
stirred in to make a dough just stiff 
enough to handle. Roll out to thick- 
ness of one-half inch on a well flour- 
ed board and cut with small cutter. 
Place in pan and bake in very hot 
oven not more than eight minutes, 
perhaps less. 
Popovers are delicious as muffins 
and make exceptionally nice dessert 
when served with pudding sauce. The 
ingredients and method of mixing are 
simple; the secret of success is in the 
heat of the oven. The best popovers 
are made in iron pans, New England 
cooks say. The following rule is the 
standard: 1 cup flour, 1 pinch soda, 1 
cup milk, 1 egg, 1 pinch salt 1 teaspoon . 
melted butter. Sift the flour and 
soda twice, add the milk and stir into 
a smooth ‘batter. Add the egg, well 
beaten, and the salt and butter. Beat,

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How the Horse Came to Be

O king of the realm, no matter how purple be his royal 
raiment, nor in fact any other human being, can trace 
his ancestry as far back as that of the horse. This anima! 
so well known the world over, has the longest pedigree on 
record; one probably over 3,000,000 years old, dating 
back to what is known as the Eocene Age, thousands of 
years before the coming of man. His genealogical tree is 
shown in the National Museum at Washington, where a 
series of feet and skulls depict some of his more important 
ancestors. 

The horse of the Eocene, or his forebear rather, was 
known as Eohippus, or Dawn Horse. He-was about the 
size of a fox, standing a little more than one foot high. 
Eohippus lived in North America, where he ran light- 
footedly over the Tertiary rocks on his well developed 
four toed front feet, and three toed hind feet. His 
teeth were not like those of a modern horse either, but 
were short crowned. While scientists are unable to tell 
us just how long his mane was, if he had any, or the color 
of his hide, they do know the facts mentioned above, for 
his fossil remains have been found in the rock strata 
known as the Lower Eocene, which is supposed to date 
back about 3,0C0,000 years. 

It is a fortunate thing that little Eohippus experi- 
enced the development that he did, or became specialized, 
as the scientists say, for in his early form such an animal 
would have been of but little service to us domestically. 
But such was the case, he developed remarkably and it is 
claimed that, while he is not on the same plane with man 
mentally, of course, he is more highly specialized anato- 
mically. His physique developed as his needs required. 
He could not fight much, so had to run away; his speed 
developed until today he is seen to be fleet footed, strong, 
both for bearing packs and pulling loads, and to this end 
his size, feet, teeth and other parts developed with his 
advance down the ages. At his early age, when he was 
called Eohippus, the horse was a most insignificant crea- 
ture as compared to his contemporaries, the great hulking 
brutes called the Uintatheres and Coryphodonts. But 
strange as it may seem, his posterity has outlived them 
all—a fine example of the survival of the fittest. The 
horse is one of the best known examples of the survival 
of prehistoric animals. 

An exhibit illustrating the development of the horse 
is shown in the U. S. National Museum, at Washington, 
D. C., in the halls of the division of vertebrate paleonto- 
logy, which includes all the fossil animals having back- 
bones. Most of the specimens are complete bones, partly 
turned to stone and found imbedded in rock in severai 
localities in this country. The earliest known form, the 
Eohippus, comes first, showing his four toed front feet 
and his three toed hind feet, as well as his teeth and skull 
of that time. As the next advanced stage, we find the 
bones of a somewhat larger animal of the Oligocene 
period, known as Mesohippus, comparatively about the 
size of a sheep with three toes on all its feet, the one on 
the front feet having proved superfluous, nature saw to 
it that it disappeared; its teeth have also advanced a bit, 
to assist it in feeding, as may be seen in the exhibtion 
case. Next, in the Miocene, a little later period, there 
lived numerous large horses called Merychippus, Neohip- 
parion, Protohippus, etc. The foot bones of these animals 
show three toes on each foot, but with the middle toe 
much larger than its companions, while the teeth are 
seen to be longer and deeper crowned. In fact, this type 


begins to look more like a regular horse. In the next 
step, the Pliocene, are seen still more specialized forms, 
Protohippus and Pliohippus, the latter, and some other 
species, having but a single toe on each foot, which soon 
developed a single hoof, their adjacent or auxiliary toes 
having disappeared and only the splints or stumps remain 
to be seen on the fossil bones, vestiges of which may also 
be seen in modern horses. He seems to have grown a 
little larger also, and more to the shape of the horse we 
know. He was still able to feed, in spite of his longer 
legs, as his neck and jaws had grown in proportion, and 
he could travel at a high rate of speed on hard ground. 

True horses occurred in the Pleistocene period, some 
forms very closely resembling the horse of today, the 
average of them a little smaller in stature. Modern 
horses average 14 hands high, or about 4 feet 8 inches, 
showing a wonderful growth or development in height 
alone. 


Here we have, in the National Museum series, fol- 
lowed the pedigree of the horse, or at least the general 
steps thereof ; in a general way it is seen that this progress 
consisted of increase in size, gradual enlargement of the 
central toe, accompanied by the gradual withering or 
shrinking, and final loss of the side toes; the development 
of the single hoof on each foot, and the increase in length 
and complexity of the teeth, parttcularly the cheek-teeth. 


Sufficient finds of petrified skeletons or fossils have 
been made in this country and Alaska to prove that the 
early horse was here in great numbers in the Pleistocene 
time, just as he was in Europe, but soon thereafter he be- 
came extinct here, or nearly so, due to the great ice sheet 
of the glacial age which swept the northern part of the 
new world clean of nearly all animal life. Some scientists 
admit that the Pleistocene horse might have lingered in 
Texas or some southern part of North America until the 
coming of the white man, but there 1s no proof of it, and 
others hold that the early Spaniards brought the horse 
along and thus reestablished the horse on its native heath. 

That part is a puzzle, but we do know that from 
North America’ the eatly horses journed to northern 
Europe across the once existing land bridge of the far 
north, stocking that continent well, before his kind be- 
came extinct here—who knows that he, or his progeny, 
following the receding of the great ice sheet, may not 
have returned at an early date by the way he came, and 
thus have “beaten the white men to it,” so to speak.

CoNGRESSMAN GARDNER, Ex-SENATOR 
BEVERIDGE AND JoHN Hays 
HAMMOND SPEAK NEX’T 
WEDNESDAY. 


Former Congressman Herman A. 
Metz of New York, one of the largest 
importers and manufacturers of dye- 
stuffs in this country, who is to be 
the chief speaker at the ninth annual 
outing of the Essex County Associ- 
ated Boards of Trade, to be held at 
Ferncroft Inn, Wednesday, Sept. 13, 
1916, recently said in an address to a 
business organization of manufac- 
turers and merchants: 

“This European war is a commer- 
cial war. The Germans will not give 
up any dyestuff secrets during the 
war. Americans are not capable of 
discovering formulas for themselves 
in the meantime, and after the war 
the Germans will be in a position to 
demand what prices they desire for 
the dyestuffs the have. 

“Do not be deceived by the ‘bunk’ 
that the Democratic head of the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce is giving out in regard to Amer- 
ican discoveries in the dyestuff field. 
At the maximum, Americans can only 
produce six per cent of the dyestuffs 
that they need, and these not of a 
dependable quality. Germany pro- 
duces ninety per cent of the depend- 
able dyes used in the world, and the 
speaker believes that after the war 
the Germans will have to come over 
to America and establish dyestuff fac- 
tories here, as they naturally will not 

ive up their secrets to others. That 
will mean that the Germans will have 
a far greater hold upon the dyestuff 
market than ever before. | 

“A German factory sets aside one- 
half of its profits for improvements 
and for scientific research. Ameri- 
cans put all their profits into divi- 
dends, not even in some cases divid- 
ing any of their profits to take care 


~~ of depreciation. 


“This, to my mind, is one of the 
secrets for the remarkable German 
efficiency and wonderful progress 
they have made in the research in 
scientific fields.” 

Mr. Metz is the controlling factor 
in the group of men responsible for 
initiating the use of submarines as 
cargo carriers for dyestuffs and chem- 
icals from Germany to the United 
States.

Bake in hot buttered 
iron gem pan in very hot oven for 15 
minutes. Serve immediately. 
Graham Muffins, too, are favorites 


in American households and are 
wholesome and nutritious. I cup 
white flour, 1 cup graham flour, 
2 teaspoons baking powder, 1 egg, 
(1% cups milk, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter. Sift the baking powder with the 
white flour and mix with the graham 
flour (unsifted, of course) and a 
pinch of salt. Work in the butter 


and then stir to a batter with first the 
egg and then the milk. Bake in muf- 
fin cups and serve hot. 


Rice Muffins, too, are excellent for 
breakfast or luncheon and are well 
worth the slight difficulty of prepar- 
ing. Following is a recipe by one of 
New England’s best cooks: 2% 
cups flour, I cup cooked rice, 3 
teaspoons baking powder, I egg, I 
cup milk, 1% teaspoon salt. Sift the 
flour, baking powder and salt, work 
in the rice and then the butter; add 
the egg, well beaten, and stir to a bat- 
ter with the milk.

Editor North Shore Breeze: 

Arrangements have been made to begin next week 
the work of exterminating mosquitos on the North Shore, 
from Beverly Cove to the Gloucester line; and two miles 
deep paralleling the ocean line. 

The contractors will begin next week ditching the 
marshes, and will follow with the rock and inland work 
so as to finish before mosquitos can breed in the spring. 

As it is not the intention of the Association, or the 
contractor, to go on any land without the consent of ‘the 
owners, permits to do the necessary work should be mail- 
ed by all land owners to me at P. O. Box C, Manchester, 
Massachusetts. ‘ 

Mr. Saul Phillips of the Gypsy Moth. Station, 148 
Hale street, Beverly, will assist in getting the permits, but 
much time and labor will be saved if the land:owners will 
help by mailing the permits to me and by. stating . the 
location of their properties. ; ; 

Property owners need have no apprehension that any 
work done will injure or disfigure their land, trees or 
shrubbery, No oil will be used. The work consists 


solely in scientifically draining the stagnant pools, and 
ditching the marshes in a way to improve and beautify 
the property. 

Any one desiring further information, or wishing 
to subscribe to the fund, may communicate with me. The 
Association solicits the assistance and co-operation of 
all, because the extermination of mosquitos will improve 
land values, and-add materially to the comfort and health 
in this district. 

It has been proven that yellow fever and malaria are 
cormunicated from the sick to the healthy by the bite of 
the mosquito. Infantile paralysis is as likely to be com- 
municated by the same method.

REPUBLICANS ARE JUSTIFIED in their enthusiasm over 
the result of the Maine election. The sweeping victory 
for the Republican party after a campaign on national 
issues is regarded as a prophesy of a country-wide land- 
slide to Hughes and the Republican candidates. Before 
a national election the eyes of the politicians of the coun- 
try are focused upon the Maine result. From it experi- 
enced leaders of both parties are able to foretell with con- 
siderable accuracy what the result of the November elec- 
tion will be and to prepare in advance their chant of vic- 
tory or defeat. Not that the Maine election influences ; 
but it foreshadows. Democrats are busy explaining the 
overwhelming Republican Maine victory, not caring to 
acknowledge defeat so early in the campaign, but one 
wise old campaigner, Champ Clark, sums it up tersely, 
“We're licked.” 


Tue Last Doust of the. power of Mr. Hughes per- 
sonality is removed by the remarable result of the Maine 
state election. Some timid party leaders had pictured 
Mr. Hughes in their minds as an aloof, reserved type of 
intellectual being who would not appeal strongly to the 
average campaign audience. Many of them have been 
pleasantly surprised to discover that their candidate is 
remarkably human and has a strong, attractive person- 
ality. They also feared to let him go into districts in 
Maine where the labor vote predominated and attack fear- 
lessly the weakness of President Wilson in yielding to 
the threats of the railway brotherhoods. They realize 
from the result of the Maine vote that Mr. Hughes made 
a decided appeal to his audiences and that the voters in 
the labor districts have answered the appeal as strongly 
as any. 


THE AEROPLANE BAsk that has been operating upon 
our shore for the last few months is to be augmented by 
an official summer encampment of aviators for training 
and discipline. The Shore is already familiar with 
taubers, monoplanes, biplanes and pushers. The air craft 
may be heard at all hours in good weather.

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LOST THE FIRST 


MANCHESTER Droppep InrrraAL, GAME 
OF MARBLEHEAD SERIES. 


SAYS Bill Carrigan of the Red Sox, 

“The breaks are nine-tenths of a 
game of baseball.’ Bill might have 
said “11-tenths” without stretching it 
any about that Manchester-Marble- 
head game last Saturday afternoon in’ 
Marblehead. It certainly was due to~ 
the bad breaks that Manchester got 
the short end of the 4 to 3 score after 
playing all around the ’Head nine for 
six innings. Those same “breaks” 
also nearly broke the hearts of sey- 
eral hundred Manchester folk, who 
journied around to the other side of 
Salem harbor to see the game. It is 
estimated that the crowd which saw 
Marblehead win the first game of the 
big series numbered somewhere be- 
tween 5000 and 7000. 

Whatever the outcome of the series, 
that first game will go down in the 
annals of semi-professional ball as the 
speediest, and largest attended game 
on the North Shore to the present 
time. The Marblehead diamond is 
laid out in a big field with the plate 
backed by a grandstand and the base 
lines flanked by bleachers. Away in 
the outfield a sloping embankment 
rises on three sides, furnishing excel- 
lent seating accommodations for a- 
tremendous crowd. Long before 
either of the nines appeared on the 
diamond crowds of fans from Man- 
chester, Marblehead, Lynn, Swamp- | 
scott, Salem, Peabody, Beverly and 
other nearby places swarmed down 
over the hill overlooking the diamond. 
When Umpire “Pi” Long raised his 
arm as a signal for quiet during the 
preliminary announcements the field 
was completly hedged in with row on 
row of sport-crazed humanity. 

Marblehead took the field with its 
lone hope, Southpaw Davies, facing 
“Bill” Sheehan, Manchester’s first 
batter. After Sheehan had fouled 
a couple of Davies’ “hooks” he drew 
a pass and repaired to first. O’Leary, 
who was the star performer of the 
afternoon, waited out Davies’ delivery 
until the portsider dished up a fast 
straight ball, then lined it out for two 
bases. Sheehan stopped at third and 
died there while Cody, Devlin and 
Herron swung wild at Davies’ offer- 
ings. 

E. Burdette, Marblehead’s right- 
fielder, was the first man to face 
Grover. and he fanned on three pitch- 
ed balls. Davidson, next man up, 
repeated and Skilton popped up to 
O’Leary. 

“Larry” Conley started off the 
second inning by getting a base on 
balls. His brother, ‘““Bobber,” sacri- 
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ficed to Davidson, putting Larry on 
second. Grover and Perkins struck 
out in order. 

Marblehead’s first run came in the 
second inning, big “Bill” Sweeney, 
ex-National Leaguer, being the hero. 


Grover walked him to first to put him ~ 


out of the way, but in attempting to 
catch him off the sack Devlin dropped 
Grover’s throw and Sweeney went to 
second. Davies fanned. Donovan 


singled to Sheehan, scoring Sweeney. 


Grover threw to first and caught 
Donovan napping. Volk fanned. 
Score—Manchester 0; Marblehead 1. 

Sheehan led off again in the third 
with a grounder to third and was an 
easy out. O/’Leary came up for his 
second hit, a pretty single to right 
field. Cody fanned again and Devlin 
lined a hard one to E. Burdette in the 
right garden. The throw caught 
O’Leary at third. 

Murphy fanned in Marblehead’s 
half of the third. L. Burdette sent 
a long fly to L. Conley and his brother 
fanned, Perkins throwing to Devlin 
to get him after dropping the third 
strike. 

“Sandy” Herron started off the 
fourth inning for Manchester by 
sending a fly to Donovan. — Larry 
Conley was out on a grounder to Don- 
ovan.and B. Conley went to first while 
Davidson was juggling his hit at 
third. Grover picked the same spot 
for another grounder and also got to 
first while Davidson practiced sleight- 
of-hand tricks at third. Perkins 
straightend out one of Davies’ curves 
for a single to left field and “Bobber” 
crossed the plate with Manchester’s 
fiist run. Sheehan was an easy out, 
Davies to Volk. © Score—Manchester 
1; Marblehead 1. 

Davidson was out, Herron to Dev- 
lin, in the fourth when Skilton knock- 
ed a two-bagger to Sheehan. He stole 
third, making a beautiful front-dive 
slide for the bag. With Sweeney at 
the bat it loked like another run for 
Marblehead, but O’Leary worked the 
old “hidden ball” trick on Skilton 
nailing him off the bag. Grover pass- 
ed Sweeney and Perkins threw him 
out stealing to second. 


O’Leary got his third hit on his 
third appearance at the bat when he 


started off the fifth inning with a 
single to Davidson. Cody sacrified 
advancing the runner to second. 


O’Leary went to third when Sweeney 
dropped the ball which Volk doubled 
to get O’Leary on Devlin’s sacrifice. 
Devlin made ‘the longest hit of the 
game when he drove the ball into the 
crowd in left field. He made two 
bases easily, but took a chance on 
stretching the hit for a three bagger 
and was caught at third.

MANCHESTER MAN 


Sept. 15, 1916, 


DENNIS O’SULLIVAN 


OnE oF Two 
Known Survivors oF ENGAGE- 
MENT AT PENSACOLA, FLA. 


Dennis O’Sullivan of Manchester, 
who will round out his 73rd year on 
the roth of next January, paid a visit 
last Friday to an old comrade, George 
Hickman of Gloucester. The latter, 
who is 79 years old, and Mr. O’Sulli- 
van are the sole survivors of the 
memorable naval engagement at Pen- 
sacola navy yard, September 14, 1861, 
when the rebel privateer, Judah, was 
“cut-out” from under the guns of the 
Confederate forts. The two survi- 
vors talked over the event, which 
Admiral Porter characterized as one 
of the most daring naval expeditions 
during the Civil war. 

Mr. O’Sullivan, who is a native of 
County Cork, Ireland, was one of 10 
children. He came to Boston with 
his family when he was seven years 
old. The trip, which took five weeks 
and three days, was considered a re- 
markably quick one in those days. 
Mr. O’Sullivan’s family left Boston 
after a year, but he returned later and 
learned the blacksmith’s trade at 
which he worked until the outbreak 
of the Civil War. He enlisted, May 
3, 1861, as a marine and was assigned 
to the frigate Colorado. Henry T. 
Bingham of Manchester was abroad 
the same vessel. In June the Colo- 
rado proceeded to Key West and later 
to Pensacola to assist in maintaining 
the blockade. 

The Confederate batteries on the 
navy yard side of the harbor were 
heavily supported and under their 
shelter the schooner was being fitted 
out to prey upon the commerce of the 
North. The squadron lying four 
miles outside the forts under com- 
mand of Commodore Mervin watched 
with interest the perparations of the 
Judah to get away. On the night of 
September 13th a boat expedition 
was fitted out from the frigate Colo- 
rado consisting of the first cutter, un- 
der command of Lt. J. H. Russell, in 
charge of the expedition, and three 
other cutters. In all there were 100 
men in the party who had volunteered 
for the dangerous duty. 

‘It was 3 o'clock on the morning of 
the 14th when the attack was made. 
The Confederates had mounted two 
heavy guns on the wharf as a pre- 
caution against the cutting out of the 
Judah and over 1000 men were sta- 
tioned there to prevent an attack. 
When the boarding party reached the 
schooner they found the crew waiting 
for them. The fight, which ensued, 
was a desperate one. The boarding 
party became separated and some of 


them succeeded in spiking the guns 
upon the wharf while the remainder 
battled with the crew. During the 
struggle the schooner was set on fire 
by the Union sailors, broke from her 
moorings and drifted down the har- 
bor where she sank. When the fight 
was at its height the marines turned 
the schooner’s guns upon the support- 
ing party on the wharf and poured 
shot into them by the light of the 
burning schooner, dispersing them. 


Mr. O’Sullivan and his comrade, 
Hickman, were in the first cutter 
which led the attack. An idea of the 
danger of the expedition may be ob- 
tained from the information that one- 
fifth of the boarding party was killed 
or wounded. 

When his enlistment in the navy 
expired Mr. O'Sullivan joined the 
20th Maine infantry. He went to the 
front at Petersburg and received a 
wound in the groin at Hatch’s Run. 
His life was saved by the bullet strik- 
ing a knife in his pocket. He still has 
the bullet. He served with his regi- 
ment until the close of the war and in 
i866 enlisted in the 4th U. S. cavalry. 
With the regulars he escorted mail 
and emigrant trains across Texas and 
New Mexico and took part in many 
Indian fights . He crosed the Stake 
plains 16 times during his service 
with the regulars. Returning to Bos- 
ton he entered into a partnership in 
the blacksmith business, but soon left 
for Salem. He came to Manchester 
36 years ago and entered the employ 
of Asa Richardson, then the only 
blacksmith in Manchester. Six years 
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later he went into business for him- 
self and has continued ever since. He 
is still hale and hearty and able to 
take a hand at the forge. Although 
unable to stand the strain of con- 
tinued effort in the shop he can shoe 
a horse as well as ever. 

Mr. O’Sullivan is a member of 
Allen Post 67, G. A. R., and has been 
its color-bearer for 26 years. His 
stalwart figure is always seen when- 
ever the local post parades. He will 
take part in the big parade of the Es- 
sex County G. A. R. in Manchester 
tomorrow, which by coincidence 
takes place within two days of the 
55th anniversary of the memorable 
engagement at Pensacola in which 
Mr. O'Sullivan took a part.

Out here, where 
we cannot see our friends or families, 
a fine gift like yours is truly appre- 
ciated and reminds us that those 
whom we left behind still think of us 
and our welfare. 

“The comfort bags were indeed 
‘comfort,’ and I am sure we will enjoy 
them very much, as there are many 
times when the articles contained 
therein will prove a blessing. Re- 
member the Manchester boys to all 
and rest assured that those boys from 
outside of the town are also very 
grateful. | 

“Thanking you again and trusting 
that in the future we may be able to 
show our thanks in a more substan- 
tial manner by aiding your committee 
in any way we can after our return,

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FAVORS MR. HUGHES 


Cirrorp PincHot, PRoGRESSIVE, DE- 
cLarEs Hucurs Is His CHoIcr 
For PRESIDENT. 


Gifford Pinchot, former chief of 
Forest Service, U. S. Dept. of Agri- 
culture, in a personal letter to the 
editor of the BREEz®, tells why he will 
support Mr. Hughes for president. He 
declares that he as a Progressive be- 
lieves in Nationalism, as does Hughes, 
and feels that under Hughes the pro- 
gressive policies would fare better 
than they have under Wilson. He 
says: 

“Fditor North Shore Breese: | 

“It is the duty of every American 
citizen to make and support openly 
his choice among the candidates for 
the Presidency. That duty 1s espe- 
cially solemn this year because great 
events and great decisions are certain 
to confront us during the next Ad- 
ministration. I an writing to give you 
my reasons for my own choice. If 
you care to lay them before your 
readers, please do so. 

“T am neither a Democrat nor a 
Republican, but a Progressive. Yet, 
there being no Progressive nominee, 
unless I choose to support a candidate 
who can not be elected, I must vote 
for either Wilson or Hughes. 

“For many months after his inaug- 
uration, I thought well of President 
Wilson. In many respects I liked 
what he said about what he was go- 
ing to do. He talked well and made 
a good impression. It was only when 
I began to check up what he said by 
what he did that I was forced to 
change my view. In the end I came 
to see that President Wilson has a 
greater power than any other man in 
public life to say one thing, but do 
another, and get away with it. 

“The fact which justify this state- 
ment are common knowledge: 

“We have all heard him tell Ger- 
many publicly that she would be held 
to strict accountability; and have 
learned afterward that he had actually 
let her know secretly at the time, by 
the mouth of his Secretary of State, 
through the Austrian Ambasador, that 
what he said he did not mean. We 
have all seen him prove that he did 
not mean it by his total failure to ex- 
act reparation, apology, or even dis- 
avowal for the murder of Americans 
on the Lusitania. 

“T do not say that Wilson should 
have thrust us into war. There was 
no need of war. But there was need 
of courage to give us peace with self- 
respect. If Wilson had shown cour- 
age this country would not have skid- 
ded from one crisis to the next, again 
and again narrowly escaping disaster, 


“We have all heard him declare 
against intervention in Mexico, while 
actually intervening to dictate who 
should and who should not hold office 


there; and denounce war against 
Mexico while actually engaged in war. 

“With war on every side of us, we 
all heard him. in his second annual 
message, solemnly assure the country 
that we had not been negligent of Na- 
tional defense. It was not true; and 
later on he himself proved that it was 
not true by proclaiming aloud the 
need for what he had solemnly as- 
sured us we already had. 

“For more than a year after the 
world-war began, Wilson did not 
raise a finger to put us in a condition 
of defence. Only the proverbial good 
luck of America has kept us from 
paying the bitterest price for this un- 
forgiveable neglect. 

“We have all heard him ridicule the 
idea of a greater navy, then declare 
for incomparably the greatest navy in 
the world, and then go back on that. 

“We have all heard him declare for 
exempting our coast-wise trade from 
tolls in the Panama Canal; and have 
seen him show our own people and 
the English that he did not mean it. 

“We have seen him elected on a 
platform which pledged him to a 
single term as President, and then be- 


come a candidate for another term. 


“We have all heard him declare for 
the conversation of our natural re- 
sources; and have seen him neglect 
that policy, and refuse his help to de- 
feat the Shields waterpower bill, the 
most dangerous attack on Conserva- 
tion since Ballinger’s effort to turn 
Alaska over to the Guggenheims. 

“We have all heard him declare for 
efficiency in government, and have 
seen him set the pork-barrel first and 
throw efficiency away. I have known 
official Washington from the inside 
for six Administrations. In that time 
the government business has never 
so badly done and so extravagantly 
as it is now done under Wilson. 

“We have all heard him declare for 
pitiless publicity; and have seen him 
conduct the most secret administration 
of our time. We have all heard him 
announce himself as President of all 
the people, and have seen him, as the 
most partisan President of his gener- 
ation, flout and oppose the Progres-

sives, whom now, because he needs 
them, he seeks to conciliate and enlist. 

“Having led us wrong on the 
ground that we must be neutral in the 
face of the deliberate breaking of the 
world’s peace, he has just reversed 
himself again, and in his speech at 
Shadow Lawn now assures us that 
‘No nation can any longer remain 
neutral as against any wilful disturb- 
ance of the peace of the world.’ 

“It is bad enough that Wilson’s 
foreign policy has left us, as the War 
draws toward its end, without a 
friend among the great nations of the 
world, and without the respect of any 
of them. What is worse is that he- 
has kept us from standing up for 
what we know to be right. The igno- 
ble standard of profit over principle

“As a Progressive I believe in Na- 
tionalism. So does Hughes. I am 
certain that under Hughes the pro- 
gressive policies will fare better than 
under Wilson, and that the safety, 
honor, and welfare of the country 
will be in immeasurably surer hands. 
I can not vote for Wilson because I 
can not trust him. He does not do 
what he says. Hughes does. There- 
fore my choice is Hughes, and I 
shall work and vote for him.

Beacons as Seen From the Swampscott Shore 


THE recent sounding of 

North Shore maritime in- 
terests by the United States 
lighthouse service to ascer- 
tain sentiment regarding the 
proposed establishment of a 
flashing light on Marblehead 
rock calls attention to the ex- 
cellence of ‘the American 
lighthouse service. Looking 
across the water on a clear 
night from any of a dozen 
points along the shore there 
are visible these beacons of 
safety in numerous directions. 

From the veranda of the 
New Ocean House Annex.at 
Swampscott the revolving 
Boston Light is easily recog- 
nizible. Egg Rock with its 
red glow, the Graves with 
its double flash every six- 
seconds, and Minot’s miles 
away, flashing the num- 
bers one, four and three twice a minute, are all discern- 
ible. And off a little to the left can be detected the two 
red lights of the Light-ship. From the Swampscott shore 
these lights all lie to east by south. From the New Ocean 
House to Boston Light is nine miles and a half. Yet the 
light, visible in its full strength twice a minute, is quite 
prominent, being 102 feet above the low water and of 
30,310 candle power. It is visible to incoming steamers

under favorable conditions at a distance of almost 16 
miles. The white tower is easily recognized from the 
Swampscott shore on a bright day, being about 80 feet 
high. Boston Light is the oldest of the above mentioned, 
the present tower having been built in 1783. More than 
100 years before that a light marked the entrance to Bos- 
ton harbor. In 1674, the Massachusetts Records mention 
the beacon on Point Allerton,.which was probably a large 
lantern to guide ships by night. In 1680, the journal of 
Dankers and Sluyter, highly intelligent travelers, men- 
tions the light-house on one of the Brewster Islands. The 
romantic period of Boston Light’s history is the Revolu- 
tion. The patriots destroyed the light-house July 20, 1775. 
It was replaced by the King’s officers, who ruined it as 
their final farewell. 

Egg Rock is a little more than two miles from the 
New Ocean House and is about go feet above low water. 
It was first lighted September 15, 1856. It serves as the 
principal guide to Swampscott Bay and a warning to 
ocean craft bound for Boston. 


The dominating light in the Swampscott section is 
The Graves, about seven miles from the New Ocean 
House. It is nearly 100 feet above low water and is of 
226,280 candle power. It is visible when other lights are 
hidden in the mist. On clear nights it is visible by sea- 
men more than 15 miles out at sea. Minot’s light is a 
good 15 miles away, but is of 54,000 candlepower. Its 
cheerful flash of one-four-three, twice a minute, is readily 
noticed on clear nights as is the conical tower rising 84 
feet like a thimble from the sea. The original Minot 
lighthouse was destroyed in the gale of April 17, 1851. 


Graves Light 
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The Hermit of Gloucester 


HELENE P. SHERMAN i : 


HREE times have I visited the hermit of Gloucester 

at his little cabin on Bond’s Hill and three times have 
I been charmed with his keenness of wit and expression. 
Mason A. Walton is, indeed, one of the most interesting 
figures in the whole history of the North Shore and his 
whole thirty-one years here have been filled with. the 
healthful joy of a satisfying life, for the hermit is, ac- 
cording to his own statement, perfectly contented with 
his lot in life. What more than that can any man ask? 

Mr. Walton is about seventy-eight years old, active 
and strong. He has a keen, interesting face and can talk 
on any subject his visitors may bring up from the most 
intimate habits of his tiniest bird friends to the proper 
treatment of a key log in the biggest and worst jam that 
has ever been seen on the old Penobscot River in Maine. 
His forehead and large head are indicative of the man’s 
innate intellectuality, and his curly white hair and mus- 
tache remind one (no write-up of the hermit would be 
complete without mention of this fact, 1 am sure) of 
Mark Twain. His eyes are deep-set, and appear the 
more so because of his high, prominent cheekbones, and 
his chin and jaw are small and clean-cut. He usually 
wears a black suit and a low white collar with a black 
tie. My visits to him have am a period of ten years 
and in that time he has changed but little. His black suit 
appears to be identical with the one in which I first saw 
him, and his shrewd, kindly smile is the same. 

We wonder if he is not smiling at the eccentricities 
of city folk who persist in visiting a man who has moved 
‘nto the woods to be alone. That fact apparently makes 
little difference to them, for he has more than a few 
visitors of all descriptions and from all parts of the world. 
Rich man, poor man, beggar man,—we shall forbear to 
finish the list, but they are there and many another be- 
sides. Four thousand strong they come every year to 
visit the hermit in his cabin. Mr. Walton displays none 


of the taciturnity that one has been led to expect from a’ 


bonafide hermit, and cheerfully takes the time from his 
writing to talk to his guests and entertain them with the 
story of his life. 

He was born in Maine on July 31, 1838, the son of 
Samuel and Sarah (Brown) Walton. His home was at 
Oldtown, just outside of Bangor, and a place of especial 
interest because on the island there is one of the last of 
the Eastern reservations for the Indians. When the her- 
mit was only seven years old, he says, his father allowed 
him to go into the woods with an old Indian guide, who 
tatight the boy his first lessons in animal lore. It was on 
this early trip that he first learned that birds and animals 
have their languages. 

The hermit graduated from the Hampden Academy 
at the age of twenty-one and for many years thereafter 
led a pleasant and varied life, doing some farming, less 
teaching and a bit of lumbering. To me the exciting days 
“on the drive” form one of the most interesting periods 
in Mr. Walton’s life. He gives, in his quaint, dry way, 
enlightening descriptions of those experiences with the 
lumber jacks who (he assures us) ate their tobacco. The 
hermit, by the way, does not use tobacco or liquors in any 
form, and this may partly account for his hardiness today. 
He comes, however from a race that is apparently long- 
lived, for he speaks frequently of his brother, who at 85 
years of age is still a practicing surgeon in Bangor. 

At the age of 42, Mr. Walton married Olive Brad- 
ford of Alton, Maine. His married happiness was not 


‘first built there, of course. 


long to endure, however, for his wife died seven years 
after the marriage. After her death, the hermit engaged 
in politics to some extent, lecturing in his nativé state for 
the Greenback party. This was in 1877 and for the next 
year or two he continued his political career. He lectured 
in Massachusetts for Benjamin Butler and in New Hamp- 
shire for the Greenbacks again. At about this time, also, 
he became the editor of a campaign paper, The Greenback 
Record, and the next year of The Bangor Record, another 
six-months paper. ; 

By 1884, the hermit was a sick man. He had a 
cough, dyspepsia and catarrh. His physician told him 
that if he did not get out of the city at once, he would 
not live two months. 


“Go into the deep woods,” he said, “get away from 
the dusty cities and the open country that is full of flow- 
ers. Keep far away from the wild astor and golden rod 
and all such flowers that have much pollen to irritate 
your catarrh.” 


So it came about that the hermit came to Gloucester 
and pitched his tent on Band’s Hill—in the middle of 
about ten acres of golden rod, incidentally! He is still 
very much alive, well and happy. He built himself a little 
cabin, in which he lived for 19 years. Twelve years ago 
he built another cabin on a different site, and he still 
refers to this as the “new cabin” and will do so, probably, 
until the end of the chapter. It is about two miles out- 
side the town of Gloucester in the district now known as 
Ravenwood Park, now much more settled than when he 
t b The best way to reach the 
cabin is to take an auto bus out of Gloucester, or, if you 
happen to be coming from the other direction, out of 
Manchester or Magnolia. -Get out at the top of the hill 


by Stage Fort Park and take the road leading into the - 


woods. It is easily found because a large teahouse stands 
on the left side. This is the old Salem road, once the 


only route between Gloucester and Salem, and by follow-. 


ing it about a mile you will reach the cabin. 


A tiny place, the hermitage. It is on the right of the 
road amid a group of pine trees, a reminder perhaps of 
the trees of Maine, and is only about 14 feet by 22 feet. 
It is simply, but warmly built, and the hermit, himself, 
cut the trees and made the cabin. When one steps through 
the doorway, he finds himself in a room that serves for 
everything except sleeping purposes. | The place is not 
very orderly, but is clean. Long windows, close under 
the eaves of the house, furnish the only light. At the 
left as one enters are shelves containing the hermit’s most 
prized possessions, his books, and nearby is the old-fash- 
ioned “cook-stove.” The hermit’s favorite seat is by his 
book-shelves in a large Morris chair that seems to take up 
most of the space in the room. His writing table, which 
is in front of him, separates him from the common herd 
of callers that troop every day to the.cabin. The corner 
behind the range is boarded off for a sleeping apartment 
and against the front partition of this is placed a settee 
for visitors and along the right wall of the room, another 
one. In this little cabin on the top of.a hill that with its 
sea breezes and its pine trees has proved to be a health 
giver, the hermit leads his simple life. When he isn’t 
entertaining callers, he writes. Some of the fruits of his 
labors have found they way to print in magazines that 
deal with out door life and his book, “A Hermit’s Wild 
Friends,” has been in the market for some years now. 


I wondered if the mosquitoes that were so thick and 
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here this afternoon must have followed you here. 
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so very hungry the last time I was at the cabin were in- 


cluded in this list, but Mr. Walton assured us that they 
weren't. 

“You see,’ he explained blandly, “I don’t have any 
mosquitoes here. This is high ground and there is noth- 
ing to attract them.” 

We looked at the crushed and mutilated specimens 
about us on the cabin floor—and wondered. The hermit 
went on with his explanation. 

“Sometimes a few do get in here, but only when they 
follow a crowd of visitors to the cabin. These that are 
When 
you leave, | will kill the few that stay here and then I 


~won’t have any more trouble until another crowd of visi- 


tors brings another lot of mosquitoes.” 

He was busily doing just that when we left, and we 
felt sure he would soon finish the task, for we believed 
that we had brought the mosquitoes, quantities of them, 
with us. “They seemed to be everywhere.”

Historica, Lecture By J. WILDER 
FAIRBANKS ENJOYED. 


Opening night at the Manchester 
Brotherhood brought out an attend- 
ance. of 83 for the gathering which 


‘was held in the Manchester Baptist 


church vestry. The speaker, who was 
J. Wilder Fairbanks of Boston, de- 
livered an interesting and instructive 
stereopticon lecture on “A Ride for 
an Empire.” He told the story of the 
settlement and conquest of the north- 
west corner of the United States back 
in the days when the ownership of 
“Oregon Territory” was disputed be- 
tween. England and the United States. 
He gave credit for the saving of the 
great wealthy section, comprising the 
present states of Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho, to Marcus Whitman, a 
missionary sent out by the American 
Board from Boston to christianize the 
Indian tribes inhabiting the Columbia 
river valley. 

Mr. Fairbanks related interesting 
bits of history more or less connected 
with the final acquistion of the Ore- 
gon Territory. He referred to the 
Louisiana Purchase and the lack of 
definite boundaries of the territory 
purchased from Napoleon. There 
was -little interest in the newly ac- 
quired possessions by the people of 
the east and the encroachments of the 
Hudson Bay Co.’s men upon the land 
were not heeded. False information 
concerning the value of the land was. 
given to the American government 
and accepted without investigation. 


Whitman and Lovejoy, two mis- 
sionaries, and their wives set out on 
the voyage across the continent. They 
were the first to cross the Rockies by 
wagon, going through the famous 
Fremont pass, “discovered” six years 
later by Lieut. Fremont. After their 
services in the missionary field, dur- 
ing which they taught the Indians how © 
to till the soil and raise corps in the 
fertile land, the two men were warn-. 
ed by the attitude of the Hudson Bay 
trappers that England was about to 
seize the territory. Leaving their 
wives behind them they made their 
way back over the long trail to the ’ 
Rockies; then finding their passage . 
blocked they ‘made a detour of r1o00 
miles to the south and found another 
passage through which they made 
their way and eventually reached St. 
Louis where Lovejoy remained. 
Whitman proceeded to Washington 
where he succeeded in urging Presi- 
dent Tyler not to abbrogate the exist- 
ing treaty with England. His journey 
across the continent was made in the 
dead of winter and he was the first 
white man to accomplish the feat. 


Sept. 22, 1916. 


During his trip through the Rockies 
the party encountered the worst bliz- 
zard in history. Mr. Fairbanks illus- 
trated the talk with modern views of 
the beautiful Columbia river country. 

Mr. Fairbanks declared that “im- 
perialism” could never have a place 
under the Stars and Stripes, but that 
“expansion” had been a_ national 
policy ever since the campaign days 
of “fifty-four forty or fight.” He 
said that if we had not carried our 
“civilization” (whiskey) into the 
West during our early expansion 
there would have been no Indian 
wars. He related the later life of 
Whitman and his family and told of 
their massacre by the Indians. He 
spoke glowingly of the fertility of the 
Columbia valley and declared that they 
could raise enough grain in the state 
of Washington to supply bread for 
the whole country and there was no 
need ‘of an advance in its price. 

The Brotherhood starts off the year 
with a membership of 221. Dtring 
last year the average attendance at 
the meetings was 125 and the greatest 
attendance was 225.

SatEM BusinEss MAN ToLp BaAPrist 
CONGREGATION OF EVANGELIST’S 
METHODS. 


“Tt is as easy to describe Niagara 
Falls or a great work of art as it is to 
describe Billy Sunday,” said E. C. 
Pauling, a Salem business man, who 
spoke at the Baptist church in Man- 
chester last Sunday evening on the 
methods of the famous evangelist. 
Then Mr. Pauling proceeded to try 
to describe the inimitable Sunday. 

“T heard him in the auditorium at 
Ocean Grove, N. J., as one of a 
crowd of 10,000. We saw him the 
day before when only 5000 turned 
out to see him as he did not speak 
that day. The people were there for 
a vacation, but he wasn’t, although 
you would think he’d need a vacation 
after every sermon. He _ preaches 
from a little stand set apart from the 
main platform. The pulpit is a plain 
board—and it is flat, for he is apt to 
stand on top of it. It took the crowd 
outside the auditorium just five min- 
utes. to fill the big building when the 
doors were opened two hours before 
the sermon. 

“Billy Sunday does not theorize, 
nor philosophize—he proclaims. He 
says ‘conventionalism is the death of 
religion,’ and came into the pulpit 
wearing white trousers and_ shoes. 
You have heard of him taking off 
his coat in the pulipt. He does, but 
not to be spectacular. It was ex- 
tremely warm and he was perspiring 
profusely. 

“Take the average minister’s cli- 
max, multiply it by five and you have 
an idea of the tension at which he 
starts to preach. He reaches a ten- 
sion indescribable. He condemns the 
spirit of some Christian Endeavorers, 
who repeat their ‘the Lord watch be- 
tween me and thee’ and then go out 
on a good time. He says the Lord 
would have a busy time watching 
some of them.” 

Mr. Pauling quoted extracts from 
the five sermons he heard Billy Sun- 
day preach and described the manner 
of delivery of telling points. Com- 
menting upon the big collections 
taken in at the Sunday meetings he 
said, 

“Billy Sunday took in $6000 in six 
days at Ocean Grove. Pretty good 
pay, you say; $1000 a day. Let me 
tell you what he did with it. When 
he finished his work he turned over 
the entire sum to a fund for the 
founding of a home for wornout min- 
isters. You read of the big collec- 
tions at various cities. The first four 
days’ collections go toward the ex- 
pense of the meetings and Sunday

OR the first time in 24 years and 
perhaps the last time in its history 
Manchester entertained the Essex 
County association of G. A. R. posts 
at Tuck’s Point last Saturday.

annual parade of the association was 
one of the biggest in years and the 
gathering brought together over three 
hundred members of the various 
posts and ‘the Essex County associa- 
tion of the W. R. C. Weather con- 
ditions were ideal.

He said 
that the city appropriated $16,000 for 
the G. A. R. encampment while $8o,- 
000 was the sum appropriated for a 
bankers convention. He declared 
that Massachusetts would show. the 
country the proper spirit when it en- 
tertains the national encampment in 
3oston next year.

HE need for a campaign to exterminate the rat flea, 

now claimed by some authorities to be the carrier of 
infantile paralysis, is pointed out by Mrs. Robert S. Brad- 
ley, chairman of the finance committee of the Women’s 
Municipal League of Boston. Mrs. Bradley, after telling 
of the work already accomplished, says that the league 
stands ready to do all in its power to help carry on the 
work which seems essential to prevent still further spread 
of paralysis. 

“Several years ago,” says Mrs. Bradley, “the city 
was asked to do something to safeguard the public from 
the danger of the rat plague, but nothing was done and 
the rats have continued to enjoy themselves not only 
around the wharves, but in all parts of the city. What 
was Said at the time: ‘Nothing will be done until we are 
scared into doing it,’ has come true in this infantile par- 
alysis «care, 

“Tf Dr. Mark Richardson’s theory should prove to be 
correct, we may all be very sorry that the preventive work 
was not done at the time it was suggested by the Women’s 
Munic'pal League. ‘The work of the league is hampered 
by the need of funds—the daily complaint of many of 
our hone organizations—owing to the magnificent giving 
to the war funds. 

“The work done by the league is known by compara- 
tively few people. Besides the work done by the House- 
hold Nursing Placement Bureau, civic and patriotic edu- 
cation of immigrants and many other departments the 
league has carried on the clean-up campaign, working for 
clean streets and back alleys, market sanitation and the 
campaign on rats and flies. A request has come from 
India for our bulletin on rats and flies. 

“A campaign against flies in South Africa has been 
carried on successfully owing to the literature sent there 
on the subject. Lack of funds now prevents the league 
from continuing this work called ‘The Education of the 
Ignorant.’ We need $10,000 for the coming year, 1917. 
At this time, when the public should be’ aroused to the 
neels of such work, it is hoped that the giving ‘at home’

A Wuirtwinp Campatcn to bring its membership 
up to a million or over is the ambitious and worthy pro- 
gram of the American Red Cross during the ensuing 
month: Starting Wednesday, October 4th, Manchester 
will get in stride with the rest of the nation in the biggest 
membership campaign in the history of the Red Cross. 
Throughout Essex county the work will be carried on 
with vigor under the direction of capable men and women 
who hope to put the North Shore’ well in the forefront in 
proportion to its population. In 1914 Japan, with a popu- 
lation of approximately fifty million, led the world with 
an efficient Red Cross organization of nearly two million. 
Germany’s Red Cross numbered more than a million, but 
the United States, with a population of over one hundre‘i 
million, boasted 27,000 members of its Red Cross. Dur- 
ing the present war the membership of the American Red 
Cross has increased to about a quarter of a million and 
done a wonderful work upon the battlefields of Europe 
and in Mexico. It is not only fitting, but necessary that 
America, the richest and greatest nation in the world 
today, should have an efficiently organized Red Cross 
association, second to none. The mission of the Red 
Cross is mercy, and the most ardent pacifist may safely 
and whole-heartedly support it. Next to mercy, prepared- 
ness is its watchword, and whether war visits us or con- 
tinued peace blesses us the organization is ready for any 
emergency. The calls upon its resources today are many 
and a more extensive organization is a crying need. An 
annual membership in the American Red Cross costs one 
dollar and is within the reach of everyone. Not one mil- 
lion, but ten millions should be the shining mark at which 
the campaigners should shoot. 


Tue RepuBELICAN Party has always stood for a tar- 
iff high enough and no higher than to protect the interests 
of the working men of America. The cheaper labor of 
the industrial world abroad has always been a menace.

DAY OF REST 


Dr. KNEELAND INsISTs ONE 

Day IN SEVEN 1S NECESSARY 
For RECUPERATION. 

Underlying all causes of the pres- 
ent European war is the “Continental 
Sunday.” This is the opinion of Rev. 
Dr. W. D. Kneeland, secretary of the 
Lord’s Day League, who preached at 
the Congregational church in Man- 
chester last Sunday morning and gave 
a stereopticon lecture at a union meet- 
ing of the Congregational and Baptist 
churches in the evening. Not only 
Europe’s awful war, but the present 
condition of unrest in Mexico can be 
traced to lack of proper observance of 
the Sabbath, is the belief of Dr. Knee- 
land. 

At his evening lecture Dr. Knee- 
land exhibited many views of me- 
thods of spending Sunday in Mexico 
and in the United States. He em- 
phasized the need of one day’s rest in 
seven in order that the mind and body 
might have a chance to recuperate. 
Charts, based on the observations of 
laboratory experiments, were shown 
illustrating the shortening effect upon 
human life of lack of regular periods 
of rest. He declared that some strikes 
were justified, especially those where 
men struck for one day of rest in 
seven. Commenting upon the modern 
tendency to use Sunday as a day for 
sports and outings he said that he 
considered the gathering of crowds 
at the beach resorts as the least harm- 
ful of all methods of recreation. A 
collection was taken at the conclusion 
of each service for the support of the 
work of the league.

Minit1A Boys On BorpdER LOOKING 
Forwarp to HOMECOMING. 

The following personal letter from 
a Manchester boy with the National 
Guard on the Mexican border tells of 
the anticipation with which the 
militia ren are looking for the orders 
to entrain for home: 

“Fl Paso, Texas, Sept. 22, 
“Editor North Shore Breeze: 

“Our time seems to be getting lim- 
ited down here on the border. At 
any rate, we hope so. Everybody is 
so sure of breaking camp at any min- 
ute’s notice; but they might fool us 
and keep us down here. Just to show 
you how quickly they issue orders: 
The Rhode Island troops were order- 
ed to go to the target range. After 
they were there for one day they got 
orders to entrain for home at once. 
We are anxiously waiting for those 
orders. They can’t come too quickly 
to please us. 

“On Sept. roth it was our Sunday 
to sleep. We don’t have to get up 
and can sleep as late as we wish, but 
it we don’t get up we don’t get break- 
fast. To go on with my story—we 
were called up at 5.15 and got orders 
for heavy marching order. We were 
some surprised when they packed us 
all in four auto trucks and took us 
about 15 miles away from Camp Cot- 
ton. When we arrived we saw a lot 
of Mexican huts and wondered what 
we were up against. 
that we were going to be moving pic- 
ture actors. Half of us were dressed 
up as Mexicans and the other hali 
were still American soldiers. We 
were painted up and had some mis- 
placed eyebrows (mustaches) on our 
faces. We were given some old 
Springfield rifles and 100 rounds. of 
blank cartridges. We had a regular 
battle. The picture was taken by the 
Fox Film Co. of New York. That is 
the nearest we will come to a battle 
while we are down here.

Senators Lodge and Weeks, who 
spoke briefly before Senator Bever- 
idge, paid high tribute to the Indiana 
man, and when former Governor 
Bates introduced Senator Beveridge 
with a compliment to his “construc- 
tive genius” the audience rose and 
cheered. The entire meeting was at- 
tended with a great deal more than 
ordinary enthusiasm, and_ especially 
was this true of Mr. Beveridge’s

Oyster Rules for Cold Months 


Now that the cold months are about 

to return, oysters become import- 
ant in the daily menu. ‘The old say- 
ing that oysters are good only in the 
months that have an “‘r” is not found- 
ed only on fiction, for it is true that 
during the breeding season (which 
begins about the first of May and 
lasts until cool weather comes) the 
bi-valves are soft and milky. 

The important rule in cooking oys- 
ters is “avoid over-cooking.” More 
oysters have been spoiled by too much 
cooking than by all the other possible 
They should be taken 
from the heat when they have become 
plump and the edges have begun to 
curl. They should be served immedti- 
ately. Another important point in the 
preparation of oysters is that their 
flavor is delicate and should not be 
spoiled by too much seasoning. 

Raw Oysters are always a favorite 
dish in American families. They are 
served on the half shell in ice. Serve 
each person with five or six oysters

Drain the liquor 
from one quart of oysters and heat 
slowly, when it reaches the boiling 
point, skim carefully and add to a 
quart of milk which has been heated 
in the meantime. Put in, too, the 
oysters and two tablespoons of butter, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Let the 
stew boil up once and then serve 
piping hot. Crackers, salted, may be 
served with this. ‘ 

For Broiled Oysters, use the larg- 
est that can be had and season with 
salt and pepper. Dip them _ inte 
melted butter and roll in flour. Lay 
them on a buttered oyster broiler, and 
cook over clear coals until they turn 
a delicate brown. Serve oni toast. 

Oysters Cooked in a Chafing Dish 
offer many pleasing possibilities for 
the. family luncheon or impromptu 
supper. One way is to put into chaf- 
ing dish, one pint of oysters, two 
spoons of butter, a little salt and 
cayenne. Cook oysters, stirring often 
until they curl on the edges. Serve 
at once on buttered toast. A similar 
way is to add a gill of cream as soon 
as the oysters begin to curl. * Allow 
them to boil up once again, stirring 
constantly. j

the whole world yet lose his 
health ? 

Naturalists say that long ago the 
prehistoric waters were infested with 
a species of enormous shark which 
finally became extinct by reason of 
the workings of its voracious appetite. 
Thus Nature eliminates the over-fed. 

The desire of ease of life and 
plentiful diet is universal and is the 
great stimulus of man and animals 
alike. When man becomes greedy 
and takes more ease and food and 
drink than is his share, Nature dis- 
cards him. 

In the race for power and place, 
for ease of circumstance and relief 
from the stimulus of hunger, the 
todern man is apt to forget unless he 
is careful of his body he will soon be 
made to suffer for the infraction of 
Nature’s inexorable physical law. 
With the loss in body tone comes an 
equal loss in mental acuity and the 
brain which for a time was able to 
operate despite the complaints of an 
cver-fed, under-exercised, self-pois- 
oned body, stops working. 

Statisticians have discovered that 
the mortality rate of persons in the 
United States over 45 years of age is 
increasing. The strenuous life of to- 
day is not alone responsible for this. 
Lack of health-giving exercise, super- 
fluity of diet, lack of restoring sleep, 
over-stimulation, the high pressure of 
the race for power, wealth and posi- 
tion, plus physical neglect, these bring 
early decay. The goal is reached, 
—wealth is amassed,—honor, position 
and power are just being grasped 
when the apple of accomplishment 
turns to the ashes of dissolution. The 
brilliant mind becomes clouded, the 
steady hand is no longer accurate, the 
eye which once gazed fearlessly on 
the whole world is dimmed and it is 
not long before the final break up oc- 
curs. All of this was entirely pre- 
ventable. 

Other things being equal it is the 
man who leads the well-balanced life 
who lasts the longest, whose work to 
the end is uniformly the best, he who 
neither over-works nor over-plays, 


neither over-eats, over-drinks, nor 
over-sleeps, he who maintains a stand- 
ard of simple healthy diet in modera- 
tion, who offsets mental work with 
physical recreation, who is as honest 
with his own body as he is with his 
own business. When success comes 
to such an one his physical and men- 
tal condition is such that he can en- 
joy in peace of mind and contentment 
of body the fruits of his labors.

RESCUED REFUGEES 


Hersert LAmMpRoN, MANCHESTER 
Boy, AsststgeD IN WoRK OF 
RescuE AT VERA .CRUz. 


Herbert Lampron, a Manchester 
boy, who is serving in the United 
States navy, is aboard the Nebraska, 
stationed at Vera Cruz, Mexico. He 
writes of conditions in that part of 
Mexico from which little is heard in 
these days of border excitement. 
“Editor North Shore Breeze: 

“Received your paper on Sept. 16. 
Was more than glad to hear the news 
from home and was some surprised 
to liear that some of the boys at home 
are doing duty along the border.. This - 


* ship left Boston, January im. fora 


Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, stayed there 
three’ months, -had drills and target 
practice and left in April, arriving in 
Boston Navy Yard where we were 
given five days leave. On May 22 
we left for Vera Cruz and arrived 
here June 1. We were here only two 
weeks when trouble broke out. I was 
an engineer of a steamer making trips 
over to the landing for refugees. 
When we came alongside of the docks 
they would flock around us. We 
thought many times we would be shot. 
In about three weeks we had am 
refugees abroad. 

“Some came from Mexico City in 
box cars, etc. Mexico City is only 90 
miles from Vera Cruz, but Villa and 
his band tore up the roads, wrecked 
and held up trains. The Americans 
were about starved in Mexico City 
for most all of the stores were closed 
and could not get bread. Those that 
were late would wait all day and then 
maybe not get any. 

“What makes things bad here is 
that the Americans know how to go 
about and make tmoney, while the 
natives are lazy and will not work. 

“An American may have a cattle 
ranch and the natives come right in 
and kill the cattle, just taking the hide. 
and leaving the carcass. That starts 
trouble. 

“The money is no good, - When I. 
first came down here the Mexican 


-money was $40 in paper to one dollar 


in gold of U. S. Money. Now it is 
$250 paper to $1 of gold. Vera Cruz 
money, old, was $10 for $1 of gold 
and now it is $25 for $1 of gold. 
“During the trouble we transferred 
all the refugees to the Transport 
‘Sumner,’ which took them to Galves- 
ton, Texas. Some of the people had 
to leave all their belongings and cat- 
tle here.. We had to keep up steam 
all night; in case war was declared 
we could leave the ship at a minute’s 
notice to get the American Consul. 


We had guards up all night watching 


the ship to see no boat came along- 
side to set mines, etc. The natives 


New York; I think, worse. They are 
clad in rags, no shoes nor stockings. 
They sleep ‘outdoors in box ‘cars, in 
_ freight yards or any place where there 
is shelter. They carry little cook 
stoves with them at all times. They 
are just like tramps. The only time 
they take a bath is when it rains— 
that is very seldom. 

_ “The men are all armed with rifles 
- or guns. They have a belt around 
; 

; 


the waist and one goes from right 
shoulder to belt. All told they must 
carry. about 200 shots. You might 
think your life was in danger when 
you saw them, but it is only at night 
when they cannot be seen. It would 
take all the shots in his belt to hit you 
_ —and then he can’t. 
: “The Mexican Gunboat, ‘Bravo’ 
_ dismounted her guns and mounted 
them-on a hill, back inland. ‘The peo- 
ple left town and went to the hills. 
The sailors deserted their ship and 
took to their heels. You can see how 
scared they were and how harmless. 

“There was one day here a married 
couple and their little son came 
aboard for protection. They did not 
have necessary papers, so the captain 
sent them back. Oh, how the tears 

» came into some of the sailors’ eyes. 
We all felt sorry, but could not do a 
thing for them. 

“The only thing we do to pass the 
time away now is catching sharks. 
We have caught several man-eating 
sharks. They have only seven rows 
of teeth on their upper and lower 
jaws. Quite a few of the boys have 
stick pins, watch fobs and cuff links 
made out of these teeth.

A SUNDAY CONVERT 


ALBERT J. SAUNDERS, SCRANTON 
BustnEss MAN, REFORMED AFTER 
HARING “EVANGELIST. 


The story of how he “hit the saw- 
dust trail” when Billy Sunday came 
to Scranton, Pa., was the subject of 
a stirring tale at the Baptist church 
in Manchester on Monday evening, 
by Albert J. Saunders, who was a 
business man in the Pennsylvania city 
two years and a half ago when Sun- 
day stirred the city. 

In a straight forward everyday 
manner he related the conditions in 
Scranton before the coming of Billy 
Sunday. He told of his skepticism 
regarding Sunday’s sincerity and of 
circulating false stories concerning 
the evangelist. Parts of his story 
were rich in humor as he told of his 
first visit to the tabernacle while un- 
der the influence of liquor and his 
subsequent efforts to conceal from his 
friends and family where he had 
been. 

It was on a Saturday night when 
he made his first visit to the meeting 
place. He was troubled throughout 
the night and the next day he en- 
deavored to get into the crowded 
tabernacle without anyone seeing him. 
His efforts at concealment furnished 
considerable entertainment for the

; 
policemen stationed at ‘the entrances, 
all of whom know him and his past 
life. He told of the manner in which 
Billy Sunday swayed his audiénce and 
brought many to realize ‘that it did 
not pay” to lead the lives they were 
living. 

“Fivery little while I have read dur- 
ing the past two years that Billy Sun- 
day is ‘stirring’ up some community. 
If what he did in Scranton was stir 
us up, it would be a good thing if the 
whole country were stirred in the 
same way. In the block where I 
lived the men never went to church. 
Our favorite Sunday occupation was 
a game of cards ‘with a bottle of beer 
end ten cents on the corner.’ Today 
you couldn’t find but one house in the 
entire block where there is a deck of 
cards or any intoxicants. And it is 
two years and five months since Mr. 
Sunday was in Scranton. I have not 
had a desire for liquor, tobacco or 
cards since I was converted. There 
is nothing known to science which 
can accomplish such a reformation.” 


Among the converts in Scranton 
were several saloon-keepers, who 
gave up their business after being 
converted. Mr. Saunders declared 


that he had prospered materially as 
well as spiritually since his conver- 
sion.

‘MANCHESTER Boys Posk FOR CAMERA 
On THE BORDER. 


Corporal Harry D. Baker of Man- 
chester, wrote from El Paso, Texas, 
on Sept. 12, an interesting account of 
a recent experience of Co. H of the 
Sth Mass. infantry to which several 
Manchester. boys belong: 

“We have no reveille on Sunday 
and are allowed to sleep. Well this 
Sunday morning (the roth) they 
woke us at 4.45 o’clock and told us 
to be ready to move at 6.30 with field 
equipment.. This, coming right after 
24 hours guard duty, rather took us 
off our feet and nobody knew where 
we were going or what it was for. 
There were all sorts of speculations 
on the move and we didn’t fearn until 
just before piling on the trucks that 
we were to take part in a moving 
picture scene to be staged about 18 
miles from El Paso. «(It was the 
longest 18 miles I ever saw). Off we 
started. Our truck was_an old red 
affair that must have been picked ut 
anc 


of a scrap heap. It spitted 
coughed, but we soon were left be- 
hind for the other two were new 


regulation trucks. Well, we kept along 
after a fashion until we were IO or 
12 miles out in the sage brush then 


that truck refused to budge. Lost in 
the wilds of Texas! 
“It was some country, too. Four 


of us lay down by a thorn bush with 
our hats hung on the thorns to shade 
our eyes. To the right was a range 
of mountains and away to the left 
was nothing but a plain, covered with 
sage brush and cactus. Over the 
mountains circled three large eagles. 
They did not fly, they just soared 
around, coming over us several times. 
We didn’t have to wait very long be- 
fore one of the good trucks came 
back and picked us up, having taken 
the bunch it had to our destination. 
We continued travelling to the foot of 
the mountain, a great place for this 
sort of a moving picture stunt, a deep 
cut into the hills. with steep ledges on 
each side. When we struck the camp 
of the Fox Film Co., we found that 
the management had changed the rest 
of the company into the wildest look- 
ing bunch of Mexicans you ever saw. 
Old coats, pants and hats of all. de- 
scriptions, with paint and, moustaches, 
disguised the men so we:had to in- 
quire who they were. They all had 
cartridge belts and rifles, the old 1873 
U. S. rifle, 45 calibre. We had-a,din- 
ner before we made our change, a 
box lunch and coffee, furnished by 
the film company. After that every- 
body fell in for ammunition (plenty 
of blanks). Sergts. Murphy, Donald-

son, E. Barnes, Grady and _ yours 
truly were mounted. I, of course, 
acted as bugler for ‘Gen.’ Murphy 
and he sure was the hardest looking 
‘Spic’ you ever saw. Our first stunt 
was an attack on a machine gun (one 
from the 8th). The funny part was 
that this could fire only ball ammiun- 
ition and this went over our heads 
out onto the plain. The gun was 
stationed half-way up the hill. The 
manager a* first said, ‘When the ma- 
chine gun opens fire | want about 30 
in the middle to fall and you and you 
and you to fall off your horses.’ Of 
course that included ‘little- me’ and 
that was the end of my 
riding, for after blowing. the ‘charge’ 
in the midst of the attack, | obedient- 
ly fell off and away went that bronco, 
‘over the hills and far away.’ Well, 
all the afternoon we were scrapping 
or being beaten up. I won’t go into 
more details, but it was some day, es- 
pecially for Sunday, our day of rest. 

“We came back to Camp Cotton 
about 8 p. m., being on the first truck, 
which towed the red one in. ‘The 
last one came in about 10.15 p. m. 
We had some supper, beef stew, fried 
oysters, potatoes, bread and _ butter, 


some fine pudding, lemonade and 
cocoa,—and ice cream. 
“Enough said—Pay Day, today. 


You should have heard the cheering 
when we played ‘pay day’ for the 
reveille march. Our company was 
the first to be paid as Clerk Ham- 
mond was the first to put the payrolls 
in complete and correct. Our com- 
pany is understood to be the most 
efficient. That was why it was picked 
for the movie stunt.”

“MANCHESTER WOMAN'S CLUB 


First GatHEertnc oF SrEAson—Mnks. 
Mary CusHiNG PALMER THE 
: SPEAKER 


» Lo learn, to teach;*to serve, to 


enjoy,’ should be the mission of the 
club woman of today,” said Mrs. 
Mary Cushing Palmer, the first 


speaker of the year at the Manchester 
Woman’s club. Mrs. Palmer address- 
ed the opening meeting of the club in 
- the Congregational chapel, Manches- 
ter, on Tuesday afternoon on “The 
Evolution of the Club Woman.” 

“An old English encyclopedia gave 
this definition of woman,” said Mrs. 
Palmer, ‘“ ‘woman, female of man— 
see man.’ ‘Today that definition of 
woman has no application, 
woman of today is a different type 
from her. sister of yesterday. The 
American woman is the richest in the 

history of the world. Her wealth 

lies in her opportunities. One half of 
_ the human race cannot do all of the 
work; so woman must do her share. 
Her opportunity for service . today 
equals her opportunity for. education. 
1 “The old-time belief was that wo- 

man should leave her home but three 
times in her life—to be christened, to 
be married and to be buried.. Woman 
still is firm in her belief that her first 
_ duty is to her home, but home has 
grown to mean not only the little cir- 
cle housed within four walls, but the 
entire community. Today we believe 
not only in the Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man, but also 
in the motherhood of woman. And 
by motherhood we mean a community 
obligation rather than and individual 
obligation of motherhood. 

“The home used to be the workshop 
and the mother, a captain of industry. 
Today modern conveniences have re- 
placed the old methods of labor in the 
home and have given woman leisure 
and a surplus of strength and energy. 
Leisure has given her an opportunity 
to'help herself and to help ‘others. 
Leisure has been defined as ‘a chance 
to choose your own job.’ Besides 
leisure, sympathy has led woman to 
undertake work for the relief: of the 
unfortunate. Woman has found that 
she can do more good by combining 
her strength with others—hence the 
woman’s club. 

“They say there is nothing new un- 
der the sun—not even women’s clubs. 
The ancient Greeks had a form of 
woman’s club, and even the ancient 
Egyptians. Governor Bradstreet’s 
wife formed the first woman’s club in 
America and was banished for sedi- 
tion by the Puritans, who would not 
tolerate such an innovation. In 1818 

_Hannah Adams founded the first wo-

men’s literary club in Boston. Other 
clubs were formed in the Middle West 
during the middle of the last century 
and in 1868 the first two women’s club 
in. New England were formed. ‘To- 
day the movement has grown until 
every town, city and state has its wo- 
man’s club. There is the National 
Federation of Women’s club, the state 
federations and a great international 
federation taking in the representa- 
tives of 22 countries. 

“The woman’s club has come to be 
a training school for women in com- 
munity housekeeping. At first they 
were organized for literary purposes, 
but women could no longer pass un- 
sightly billboards on their way to 
study Michael Angelo so they put 
their art study to a practical applica- 
tion and the ‘clean-up’ campaigns re- 
sulted. Some clubs devote their en- 
ergies to cleaning up municipalities, 
some. to children’s work, some to dis- 
trict nursing work, some provide for 
the education of girls, some for mis- 
sionary work among the poor whites 
and, in rural communities, they work 
for good roads and better farming. 
The ideal woman, described by Solo- 
mon in the proverb, is the ideal club 
woman of today, although of course 
we are not yet ideal.” 

Mrs. Palmer related the doings of 
the biennial convention in New York, 
describing the enthusiasm and _ spirit 
of the great gatherings which were 
attended by 20,000 women. She 
quoted choice extracts from the 
speeches of the nationally prominent 
men and women who addressed the 
convention.. The keynote of the con- 
vention spirit, she said, was “‘service.” 

Mrs. G. S. Sinnicks, vice-president, 
presided at the meeting in the absence 
of the president, Mrs. E. S. Knight. 


Mrs. Raymond C. Allen entertained 
with a pleasing solo, “The Hills o’ 
Skye.”

RED CROSS CAMPAIGN 


Miss Mary E. Griapwin ArousED 
ENTHUSIASM OF AUDIENCE 
WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

There was a show of real enthusi- 
asm at the meeting in Town hall, 
Manchester, on Wednesday evening 
when Miss Mary E. Gladwin, a Red 
Cross nurse who served in Serbia 
during the first year of the war, re- 
lated her stirring experiences in Bel- 
grade. Her appeal for support of the 


splendid American Red Cross organ- , 


ization Was met with a generous re- 
sponse and 67 new members w ere en- 
rolled in just three minutes at the 
conclusion of her talk. 

F. J. Merrill of the Manchester 
campaign committee presided at the 
meeting.. Miss Louisa P. Loring, 
secretary of the Essex County chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross, out- 
lined the work of the organization 
and told of the need of an increased 


membership. Among those on the 
platform was William Hooper of 


West Manchester, who has the gold 
medal of the American Red ‘Cross for 
extraordinary services in the Messina 
disaster. 

Luke Doyle, who did splendid ser- 
vice with the American Ambulance in 
France, spoke briefly of the work of 
the Red Cross and told an incident of 
the Vosges campaign when German 
wounded were brought into the 
French hospitals for treatment. He 
declared that the errand of the Red 
Cross was merey and that it was 
strictly neutral in its sentiment. 

Miss Gladwin told of the taking of 
Belgrade by the Austrians, its recap- 
ture by the Serbs and subsequent cap- 
ture by the German forces. During 
all the fighting the little American

contingent of three doctors and 12 
nurses remained, some of the time 
between the firing lines, and rendered 
service to Serb and Teuton alike. The 
territory was protected from the gun 
fire of the Austrians, who in respect 


for the Red Cross flag directed their / ~ 


shell fire over the hospital zone. 

During the Austrian retreat Miss 
Gladwin said the wounded came in by 
the hundreds, then by the thousands, 
until in one awful day 9,000 men 
were brought into the hospital to be 
cared for by the litthé Red Cross 
force. Men died on the operating 
table, in their beds and on the floors 
so fast that the nurses were compelled 
to walk over the dead bodies to at- 
tend the wounded. 

She told of the awful typhus epi- 
demic and of the breaking under the 
strain of Dr. Ryan, the heroic Ameri- 
can doctor, who commanded the 
party. Her audience was stirred to. 
enthusiasm when she predicted a re- 
habilitated Serbia. 

David Black, secretary of the Bev- 
erly Y. M. C. A., made the final ap- 
peal, during which 67 new members 
enrolled, four of them for life mem- 
berships. 

Manchester has already ‘reached its 
required quota of 150 new members 
and will strive to get many more 
names. A silver cup is offered to the 
place increasing its membership most 
in proportion to its population.

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.  CuHartEs EF. Hucues in his Philadelphia speech - 
Monday declared that it should be American policy “ 
protect American lives on land and sea.” «This in ee 
ence to the sinking of the Lusitania came immediately 
after the news of the German submarine raid on Sunday 
and the effect upon his audience was electrifying. Mr. 
Hughes declined to comment in any way upon the latest 
submarine affair for the reason that it might embarrass 
the administration. Comment was unnecessary. Should 
it develop that (Germany has not kept her pledges to this 
country regarding the method of submarine warfare the 
administration will be confronted by the same trying prob- 
lem that grew out of the Lusitania affair. This time 
President Wilson will be compelled to face the submarine 
problem as a campaign issue as well as a diplomatic tangle. 
Mr. Hughes’ ‘declaration regarding the Lusitania: may not 
have been intended to embarrass the administration in any 
controversy which may grow out of the last submarine 
episode, but it will certainly have that effect, at least in 
America. 
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THe Democratic PArty ApPEARS to make much of 
the fact that both Hughes and Roosevelt have and still 
favor the eight-hour law for railroad employees. That 
is the very “nub” of the issue. Both Roosevelt and 
Hughes favor and have favored legislation that tends to 
alleviate the hardships incident to long hours of labor. 
No one can reasonably object to an eight-hour law, but 
what the republican party objects to, and what Roosevelt 
and Hughes are endeavoring to emphasize is not the ques- 
tion of the desirability of an eight-hour law, but the sacri- 
fice of national honor and governmental principle to the 
rule of force. The government surrendered under a 
threat and the whole transaction was reprehensible and 
unworthy of great federal government and for that fal- 
lacious move the democratic party must answer to the 
people. Hughes is not opposed to labor and ameliorative 


legislation, but what he does oppose is the subjection of a- 


national government to the sway of a group of railroad 
employees, demanding what should be granted only as an 
act of justice and not as a rule of force. 


THE SUBMARINE that slipped out of Newport late 
last) week and worked havoc with the shipping off the 
Nantucket shore stirred up public feeling to a high pitch 
on Monday.

Farm LoAN ASSOCIATION. 


Plans are under way for the estab- 
lishment in Essex County of one of 
the farm loan associations authorized 
at the last session of Congress by 
what is popularly known as the rural 
credit bill. Under the bill in question 
farm loan associations may be formed 
in the various counties of the country 
to loan money to farmers on their 
land and buildings, crops, etc. These 
loans will be of the ammortization 
type and the money for the same will 
be raised by the sale to the general 
public of bonds, which in a measure 
will be backed and guaranteed by the 
United States government. Under 
the new rural credit law all loans will 
be made for not less than 5 or more 
than 40 years. As loans are made at 
present they are for stated periods, 
usually not over two or three years 
and when the time expires the farmer 
is not always able to repay the loan 
as the banks request. There is a con- 
siderable amount of detailed work to 
be accomplished before a-farm loan 
association can be established in Es- 
sex County, but the matter is having 
attention of the committee on 
agriculture of the Essex County Asso- 
ciated Boards of Trade, of which 
from this vicinity the Beverly Board of 
Trade and Gloucester Board of Trade 
are constituent members. t

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NEW TECH BUILDINGS 


BETTER ACCOMMODATIONS AND More 
Room IN NEW QUARTERS. 


HE who comes to the Boston Tech 

for the first time may well be 
struck with #he magnitude of the 
great structure which gathers more 
than twelve acres of floor space under 
one roof, while the student who is 
returning after a year or two in the 
older buildings will realize the con- 
venience of arrangement, for oa 
Boylston street in Boston, the change 
from room to room at the beginning 
of new exercise periods meant often- 
times a glissade down three of four 
flights of stairs, a sprint along a quar- 
ter of a mile of city streets filled wita 
traffic and breathless ascent of three 
or four flights to the drawing room 
or. laboratory in the top of Walker 
or Rogers. With the new buildings 
related courses are placed near one 
another so that there is the minimum 
of journey and this within the wings 
of the single great structure. 

The New Technology, with the 
buildings completed whose founda- 
tions are now laid, will have cost 
above seven million dollars. The 
plan is of connected wings springing 
from the library or administration 
building and enclosing the three sides 
of a great court and of two minor 
courts as well. The area of a single 
floor is about three and one-half 
acres, the educational structures oc- 
cupy a plot of twelve acres with an 
equal area reserved for the educa- 
tional buildings of the future. For 
the student dormitories and activities 
eight acres will be used while the 
athletic field, with the best track in 
the country occupies seven acres. 

The power house, a great labora- 
tory in which students will have facil- 
ities for experiments, has a capacity 
of two thousand horse power and, 
furnishing electrical light and power, 
is at once a central station and a sub- 
station. A big underground passage 
connects the boiler house with the 
laboratory and a smaller one for 
superheated steam at 175 Ibs. pres- 
sure. This steam subway is seven 
feet square in section and seven hun- 
dred feet long. 

The hydraulic laboratory is equip- 
ped with a system of canals of about 
one thousand feet in length with a 
pump of 22,000 gallons, to keep them 
filled, the capacity of ten or a dozen 
ordinary fire engines. The electric 
laboratory has four transformers 
dropping from 3500 volts to 500 and 
120 together with a high tension sec- 
tion for experimental purposes from 
a western line. There are three

boratories where ten tons can be 
handled; affording. facilities for ex- 
perimenting with heavy pieces of ma- 
chinery. 

The Walker Memorial which is 
under construction is to be the stu- 
dent club and centre. It will be in 
memory of the second president of 
Technology, Gen. Francis A. Walker, 
and will house thirty or more student 
societies and activities, afford a gen- 
eral meeting place, and be the all- 
Technology clubhouse. It will have 
an immense dining hall to seat a thou- 
sand at one time, a gymnasium for 
the students, a great foyer for social 
occasions and many special rooms. 
The student dormitories will accom- 
modate two hundred and the unit 
erected is to be followed by two or 
three more when practicable. To- 
gether with the house of President 
Maclaurin, for which the foundations 
are under way, the Technology group 
will form a group of harmonious 
structures along the bank of the 
Charles River Basin, the inland water 
park of metropolitan Boston.

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<& TRIP along the North Shore by hydroplane may be 
_  ** one of the common events of the pleasure-seeking 
North Shore folk in the near future. Miss Katherine 
~ Gauss of Salem, whose special articles in this publication 
the last two seasons have been greatly enjoyed by BREEZE 
readers, made the trip one day last week, with Clifford 
Webster as pilot. Miss Gauss’ own story of the trip, 
reprinted from the Salem Evening News, is as follows: 
“Tt was last April that I first started my campaign 
for a ride and after screwing up my courage to the stick- 
ing point, | fotind my way, one afternoon, into the office 
of this company, and that is about all I found for the 
heads of the concern remained discreetly out of sight. 
Another trip a month later revealed the fact that govern- 
ment work made a trip for the summer impossible. One 
cannot get disheartened with such a pleasure at stake and 
so after a summer’s watching and waiting I again started 
on the trail of the manager and after a wait of one hour

A telephone call yesterday morn- 
ing failed to locate the all important personage, but good 
faith in my man made me decide to appear at the Burgess 
works in the early afternoon as the wind was light and I 
; felt that he might be at work. It was a wise move.. On 
entering the office I found the much-sought Mr. Russell 
4 engaged in conversation with Clifford Webster, who will- 
. ingly offered to be my pilot for the precious flight. 
} “This is so sudden’ is all the remark then possible 
and inside of 10 minutes after my appearance. | was 
2 clambering over the side of the machine, attired in one of 
Mr. Webster’s heavy coats, a helmet and goggles. 

“The first move was to tow the machine up into the 
¥ wind, then as she was released, the motor was cranked up 
and we settled into our seats strapped ourselves in and 

were off down the harbor. The seat is a bit airy for the 

! wind whistles in and plays rather boisterously with one’s 

skirts, but as it was fairly warm yesterday there was no 
discomfort from the cold. - 

“The ride down the harbor was much like that in a 

motor boat and the same care was necessary in twisting 


in and about.the boats anchored there. At the fort the 
machine gradually began to lift and without a hitch the 
great bird flew upward leaving the earth and water) far 


behind. 

“Tt was an ideally clear day and as the machine lifted 
the view became exceedingly interesting to an earthworm. 
| Out we flew, over our old camping ground, Cunny Island, 
and well I could understand why the aviators had failed 
to wave to us on those long afternons in August when 
we tried to attract their attention. Leaning forward to 
see what the spot on the water was, I saw Bowdich ledge. 
a mere dot on the blue, while Eagle Island and Dry 
Breakers looked just about a hand size. Bakers Island, 
from an earthly point of view, seems much too crowded 
with houses, but from my airy height the houses were 
but dots on a broad expanse of green while the impressive 
light houses were merest smudges of white. 

“Of the two, Misery Island is the prettier; the little 
coves indenting the shore add to is appearance and oblong 
strip of ground, which formed the camping spot for the 
aviation school, is, at present, the most prominent land- 
mark. A steam yacht lying in the cove had exactly the 
appearance of a tin steamship, which sells in the shops at 
Christmas time. ,

the mountains in back of it, is visible from over Salem 
harbor, but it is. For looking eastward, I saw a huge 
peninsula, which, at a second glance, was nothing more or 
less than the North Shore partially surrounded by water. 
Beyond Magnolia and Rockport was Thatcher’s Island, 
and following down the cost line, up Ipswich bay, with its 
thin streak of sand, and off far to the east, was an island, 
which, I suppose, was the Isles of Shoals, and on still 
farther, the heights of the great state of Maine. And 
such a lot of woodland lies on this peninsula, especially 
in the foreground, and nestling among the trees are bright 
spots, which on a nearer view, prove to be houses, while 
such gardens as the Swift gardens looked, for all the 
world, like a well colored rug. 

“Mr. Webster turned once or twice to see how the 
novice was taking it, but all I could do was smile my ap- 
proval, for the words which I spoke were not heard, even 
by myself. The steadiness of the machine was marvelous, 
for with my eyes shut, I could feel no motion whatever, 
and the whir of the engine was the only means of know- 
ing that we were driving forward. 

“T guess my companion needed a change, for with a 
word of warning he made circles and curves in the air 
and sudden swoops downward, and let me tell you, the 
sensation is somewhat different. How can I describe it, 
unless to say that a qualm of sea sickness is the effect, as 
the machine cants, first one way and then another. This 
unpleasantness lasts but a short time, as the eyes get used 
to the swerving. 

“The oft-repeated sight of the dim South shore loom- 
ing up on a clear day will no longer have its charm, for 
it is nothing in comparison with the South Shore seen 
from a height of 650 feet. - Not only did the islands in 
Boston harbor show clearly, but the water back of the 
islands and then the mainland itself were much in evi- 
dence. Down beyond Boston light and Minot’s ledge, far 
below Nantasket, until half way across the bay, a clear 
sweep of the cape, down to Provincetown laid out before 
our eyes. 

“All this time we were sailing into the wind, toward 
our starting point. To our right the smoke of Salem 
obscured the town and down beneath us stretched Mar- 
blehead Neck, with the bowl of the fort and the glisten- 
ing railroad tracks catching our eyes. 


“Are you ready for a slide?’ said the pilot. ‘Aye, 


aye,’ responded the passenger, and we slid down from 


our lofty place in the sky. The boats in Marblehead, 
which had seemed like toys and the doll houses, all too 
soon became real houses and boats and earth and water 
sprang up to meet us. : 

“The landing was easy—just a faint jar and then a 
swift skimming over the surface, with now and again a 
thump as the pontoons settled. The run up the harbor 
was quick and with a last whir the hum of the engine 
stopped and a mighty quiet settled down, while once more 
the warm air blew against our faces. The ride was over, 
and the ambition of months has been achieved—a flight 
in a flying machine.

N a bulletin issued by the State Department of Health 

of New Jersey, the public is warned against putting 
too much reliance upon massage and the use of electricity 
“as means of counteracting the after-effects of infantile 
paralysis. The bulletin calls attention to the fact that 
much of the deformity and incapacity for work may be 
prevented by rest and re-education of the paralyzed mus- 
cles, under-the direction of an orthopaedic surgeon. Dur- 
ing the last four or five years, it is asserted, theories of 
treatment have undergone radical changes. Then the 
bulletin says: 

“The old method of after treatment, with message 
and electricity, left about 50 percent of those paralyzed 
incapacitated for future work. The new method of treat- 
ent reduces the number of incapacitated very greatly. 
Physicians who consult standard works for three of fo~ 
years ago fail to find a description of the newer methods, 
which give so much better results, than the methods form- 
erly in vogue. 

“Municipalities and committees that are planning the 
aftercare of infantile-paralysis patients will do well to 
bear in mind a few fundamental points. In the first place, 
the aftercare of these cases is a matter that should be 
under the supervision of an expert orthopaedic: surgeon 
and should not be intrusted to a masseuse. The use of 


the term orthopaedic surgeon does not mean that surgery 
will be resorted to in all cases. Usually, if proper care 
has been given’ from the begining of the attack, surgery 


in the sense of cutting operation will not be needed in the 


aftercare. 

“In the next place, it is well to remember that massage 
does not have the place in the newer method of treatment 
it had in the old. It applied during the first few weeks, 
when pain and tenderness are still present, massage may 
do much positive harm. When the convalescent state of 
the disease begins, 
onset, massage may be of some value if not applied too 
vigorously. In any event, massage is always secondary in 
importance to other measures that should be taken. In 
no case should the care of such patients be instrusted to 2 
masseuse, who knows nothing but massage, and who will 
of necessity neglect the proper measures for the restora- 
tion of function in the paralyzed muscles.” 


The bulletin goes on to say that it must not be for- 
gotten that as a means of restoring lost function to para- 
lyzed muscles electricty is a failure. In fact, the use of 
electricity in infantile paralysis has done much positive 
harm, because both patients and physicians have thought 
that by its use they were doing all that was necessary 
when they were actually neglecting important measures.

THE mention of sulphur to the aver- 
” age man may very probably serve 
o bring to mind the historic so-called 
ht-day” matches redolent with 
id fumes. The era of the sulphur 
tch is well-nigh completely passed, 
this country consumes annually 
se hundred thousand tons of sul- 
r, and as a matter of fact it has 
become virtually an essential com- 
- modity in many different directions. 
Furthermore it is a commodity in 
_ which the United States has come to 
dominate the world. a) 
Prompted by such considerations, 
~ the United States National Museum

_ The sulphur in the matches used 
in our childhood, in all probability 
came from Sicily.

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BEACH PLAYGROUND WORK 


_ Report or Commitee oF MANCHES- 


TER WoMAN’S CLuB For SEASON 
OF 1916. . 


The work for children at Singing 
Beach started on July 5, under the di- 
rection of Miss Jean Dallett, whom 
we were fortunate to secure for our 
second season. <A daily record was 
kept of weather, high tide, tempera- 
ture of water, average attendance in 
morning and afternoon, swimming, 
games, folk dancing, athletics, visi- 
tors, babies and parents and industrial 
Under the latter came stamp- 


Superheated water is forced down 
pipes to the level of the sulphur, 
which is brought to the surface by an 
air lift as fast as it melts, and flows 
practically pure into bins ready for 
shipment. The capacity of such a 
well for a period is probably from 
400 to 600 tons per day. 

Sulphur is- found in animal and 
vegetable life, but most conspicuously 
in inorganic associations in connection 
with volcanic activities either of the 
present day or of the geologic past. 
For this reason deposits of sulphur 
were long supposed to. be indicative 
of volcanic action, but it is now 
kiown that such occurrences as those 
of our Gulf region where it exists ‘in 
pockets in strictly sedimentary rock 
represent a derivation deposit identi- 
cal with those which yield our plaster 
of Paris or wall-plaster, itself a com- 
pound of calcium with sulphur and 
“oxygen. 

Mineralogically it is a rather wide- 
ly distributed substance in nature, and 
naturally it attracted attention among 
all the earth’s civilizations. Speak- 
ing generally, sulphur is one of the 
oldest known elements; the ancient 
Assyrian alchemists regarded it as the 
principle of combustion on account of 
its inflammability, and termed it 
“brimstone,” meaning literally burning 
stone, a nanie now applied popularly 
to roll sulphur. ia 

Through perhaps not so popular as 


of old, when it was served as a spring 


medicine with molasses, sulphur con- 
tinues to play a very important role 
medicinally, and of late it has de- 
veloped that human ailments are not 
alone in their response to its efficacy, 
as every up-to-date horticulturist will 
testify, by his spraying operations. 
The preparation of artificial fertil- 
izers, too, is dependent upon. sulphur 
in its combined form of sulphuric 
acid; so is also the manufacture of 
paper. Another important user is the 
rubber industry, and almost the en- 
tire range of chemical industries em- 
ploys sulphur in one guise or another.

(colored), embroidery, 
kites, shell pictures, sewing cards, 
knitting, crocheting, paper dolls, doll 
dressmaking, seaweed jewelry, paper 
shells (made of folded paper), spool 
horse reins, crayon pictures done on 
large shells, woven hammocks and 
bird houses.

While the finished houses were crude 
and all much the same architecture, 
they.made a good showing for two 
weeks work, and planted a valuable 
seed for next year. All of the indus- 
trial- work was paid for by the chil- 
dren. Sixteen girls qualified in swim- 
ming distances (having learned this 
season). Those who learned last year 
were taught new strokes; as many 
more of the little girls learned the 
breast stroke and were able to hold 
themselves above water. 

The final demonstration took the 
form of a preparedness parade, the 
girls dressed.as red cross nurses in 
dresses of sea blue (the playground 
color), white aprons and caps. The 
boys were dressed as soldiers and 
army doctors. Decorated floats, doll 
carriages, baby carriages and bicycles 
formed interesting features of the 
parade, and at the town green exhibi- 
tion, athletics, games and dances were 
held. 

The industrial work was displayed 
and many were disappointed in not 
being able to buy. Much appreciation 
of Miss Dallett’s work was expressed 
by mothers of the children, especially 
for the fine showing of knit caps, 
sweaters and scarfs. 

It may be interesting to note that 
there was not one accident this sea- 
son and only three minor cuts last 
Season.

“Now, with our life growing more 

complex we find our educational sys- 

We wonder if our 

schools are as efficient as they should 

be. Education is changing. There 

are even new words which we did not 

, have 25 years-ago. If you had asked 

a man 25 years ago what the object 

of education was he would probably 

have answered you truthfully, accord- 


a ing to the standards of that day, ‘to 


impart learning.’ Today we define 
the purpose of education as the pre- 
paration of people to live. The school 
is ‘a time and labor saving device to 
prepare the future citizen for the 
complex problems of life.’ Today 
we teach salesmanship, sewing and 
cooking in our schools. What would 
they have thought of that 25 years 
ago. Today the trend is toward teach- 
ing things we will actually use in 


of many of these changes. 


“The school is comparatively a 
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everyday life. We hear a great deal 
these days of educational ‘fads.’ I 
do not mean to say that there are no 
fads in education, but many times 
people fail to realize the purpose of 
the new subjects in the curriculum. 
Now comes the question of the need 
Are they 
of value? Take physical training. 
The boy who worked on the farm, 
years ago did not need physical train- 
ing in school.» Gym. practice would 
have meant hard work to him; but 
the boy in the crowded city needs 
exercise, which he cannot get except 
in the gymnasium. 

“Recent surveys in New York vil- 
lages show that one-half of 90,000 
schoo! children had defective vision; 
10,000 had eye trouble of some kind: 
5,000 had defective hearing and 10,- 
000 were mouth-breathers. The ‘ma- 
jority of children between five, and 
twelve have defective teeth. Dr. 
Osler says that defective teeth kill as 
many people annually as does alcohol. 
100,000 school children die annually 
in the United States and half of the 
deaths are preventable. I know we 
have medical inspection in our Massa- 
chusetts schools, but I mention these 
conditions so you may think of them 
when tempted to criticise some mod- 
ern school methods that may seem 
like ‘fads.’ ‘ 

“T have mentioned some of the 
changed conditions in education and 
some of the needs. Now, whose busi- 
ness is it that the needs be filled? 
Who must look after the health of 
the pupil, who must be responsible 
for his moral training? It is our busi- 
ness together. Not the home alone— 
not the school alone; but home and 
school cooperating can do most for 
the next generation.” 

Mrs. Duncan T. Beaton gave her 
impressions of the state convention in 
Worcester in the course of which she 
said that the Manchester association 
was to be congratulated upon having 
a superintendent of schools who takes 
such a keen interest in the work of 
bringing the parents and teachers to- 
gether.

Diep IN VERMONT—WaAS A NATIVE 
oF MANCHESTER 

George Crowell, who died in Brat- 
tleboro, Vt., last Saturday, at the age 
of 82 years, was a native of Manches- 


ter, a son of Nathaniel Crowell. Ed- 
ward Crowell of Manchester is a 
nephew. The Boston Sunday Globe 


printed the following account: 

“Brattleboro, Vt., Oct. 14~-George 
Crowell, aged 82, who was owner of 
the Brattleboro water system, died to- 
day. He had lived here since 1863, 
and became widely known as_ the 
publisher of the Household, being the 
pioneer in America in publishing a 
paper devoted exclusive to the inter- 
ests of the home. It attained a wide 
circulation and was sold in 1890 to 
U.K. Pettingill and W. N. Hartshorn 
of Boston and moved to that city. 

“In 1882 Mr. Crowell built the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir and a few 
years ago the Pleasant Valley Reser- 
voir, the two constituting a fine water 
supply. He established a public park 
30 years ago, and soon afterwards 
built a house for fresh-air children 
from New York, accommodating par- 
ties of 50 or more at a time. 

“For a long time he was president 
of the Carpenter Company, organ 
manufacturers, and formerly he was 
at the head of the Brattleboro Jelly 
Company. His residence, Linden- 
hurst; was one of the finest in this 
part of the State. He was once the 
Prohibition nominee for Lieutenant 
Governor. 

“Mr. Crowell was born in Man- 
chester, Mass., a son of Nathaniel 
Crowell, but went in his boyhood to 
Concord, N. H., and enlised there in 
tue 16th New Hampshire Regiment. 
In 1875 he married Miss Mary Spen- 
cer of Brattleboro, who survives with 
three children: Christie B., superin- 
tendent of the water system; Miss 
Esther, who lives at home, and Robert 
V., in the employ. of the Government 
in the Panama Canal zone.”

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD. 


Dr. A. EF. TurNER Urcep ELIMINA- 
TION OF Many ForMs oF 
CoMMUNITY WASTE. 


DE: A. E.. Turner, formerly of 

Swarthmore college, a Chautau- 
qua lecturer, addressed the Brother- 
hood in the vestry of the Manchester 
Baptist church Monday evening on 
community waste. ‘The title he gave 


his talk was, “Watch Your Step.” 


About 75 heard the lecture. 

“When you have boarded one of 
the elevated trains in any great city 
in the last few years you have ob- 
served a man in uniform, who stood 
beside the door and quietly remarked 
as each passenger passed him, ‘Watch 
your step,’” said Dr. Turner. ‘This 
may have appeared to you as evidence 
of a spirit of altruism on the part of 
the railway corporation. It is not—it 
is due to crass commercialism that 


railroads are willing to pay men to- 


simply stand and say, ‘watch your 
step.’ They have come to realize that 
the waste of human life, through ac- 
cidents, is a much greater expense 
than the maintenance of safe-guards. 
More men, women and children are 
killed upon the right of way of rail- 


roads as trespassers each year than- 


were the combined toll of the Johns- 
town flood, the San Francisco earth- 
quake, the Titanic disaster, the Ba!ti- 
more fire and the Salem fire. The 
Pennsylvania railroad has spent mil- 
lions of dolars in the elimination of 


grade crossings to prevent such acci-- 


dents. 

“At every railroad crossing on 
country roads you meet the sign, 
‘stop, look and listen.’ The significant 
thing about the signs is that nobody. 
seems to stop, look or listen. ; 

“For the promotion of a com- 
munity spirit three things are neces- 
sary. There must be first a sense of 
of ‘neighborness.’ That is a word 
you won't find in the dictionary, but 
it expresses my meaning better than 
any other. You must also appraise 
the valiie of a community movement 
and determine whether it is going to 
be of benefit to you. The value of 
any investment depends on what you 
get out of it. The third necessity is 
an appreciation of community waste. 
We have become extravagant in this 
country in our effort to avoid the 
appearance of stinginess. 


“There are numerous forms of 


community waste, prominent among — 


them being the educational waste. 
Under our school system 37 percent 
of the time of school children is spent 
in vacations. The majority of them 
leave school at the age of 14. We 
turn out into’ the world every year 


so

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~ hundreds of thousands of boys aid 
girls with their heads crammed full 


_ of knowledge, but with nothing in 


_ their hands. We should have longer 
_ school hours and ‘should add courses 
_ in manual training, gardening, physi- 

cal training and the like courses, 
which will take up the time of the dav 
without unduly tiring the child. In 
the city of New York with 600,000 
school children over 30 percent are 
_ behind their classes. This is due to 
physical defects which could be cor- 
rected: diseases of the eye, the nose, 
the ear and the teeth. This lack of 
efficiency could be corrected by hay- 
ing a thorough physical examination 
once a year by a specialist in child 
life. In one incident that came under 
my observation in Philadelphia 384 
school children were treated for de- 
fects which made them backward, and 
in 383 the defects were corrected. 

“Why has Germany, with one ally 
stood off the combined strength of 
England, -France, Russia, Italy and 
the other allies for two years? Be- 
cause of her greater military pre- 
paredness? Only in part. Her 
greater military genis? Only in part. 
Better military organization? Again, 
only in part. Germany has_ with- 
stood the world because of her won- 
derful industrial organization. Ger- 
many has trained her people in the 
conservation of her natural and in- 
dustrial resources. She has trained 
the hands of her people as well as 
their heads.” 

Among aids to educational effi- 
ciency Dr. Turner advocated the 
establishment. of a family reading 
circle for the purpose of reading 
aloud certain books. He suggested 
that every family should have read 
aloud four books, “How toa Live,” 
“Efficient Living,’ Side-stepping” 
and “How to Live Quietly.” 

In New York City, Dr. Turner 
said, $1,800,000 is realized annually 
from the saving of the garbage which 
was formerly thrown into the harbor. 
He said many cities are lighting their 
streets and heating their public build- 
ings from the profits secured by con- 
serving the garbage waste by modern 
machinery. 

“The food waste in 15 cities in the 
United States in one year would feed 
Starving Belgium,” said Dr. Turner. 
“The waste food in the whole coun- 
try if collected for two‘years and con- 
verted into oils and fertilizer and 
sold would pay the National Debt.” 

Dr. Turner predicted the exhaus- 
tion of the coal supply in the United 
States in the next 100 years and de- 
clared that sources of water power 
must be conserved to meet that 
exigency.

‘Churches 
must adapt themselves to the needs 
of the community, “he said. “Don’t 
complain of the way your boys spend 
their time unless you give them some- 
thing better to do. Social service is 
the greatest need of our time.” 


Dr. Turner spoke of the effects of 


-the European war. He declared every 


country would recover financially, but 
the physical and mental effects upon 
the people would not be overcome in 
200 years. Unless Capital and I,abor 
in this country could be made to co- 
operate, he said, no betterment of in- 
dustrial conditions could be looked 
for. 

“T want to see America keep her 
place in the sun,’ concluded Dr. 
Turner. “I want to see her lead in 
all things for the uplift and better- 
ment of humanity. If we live up to 
the traditions of our fore-fathers she 
may do so. If we regard these great 
resources of ours as held in trust, not 
for ourselves, but for those who 
come after us, America will always 
lead. All we need ,to do is, ‘watch 
our step.”

FQUAL SUFFRAGE LETTER 


Although the Suffragists seem 
comparatively quiet in this region at 
present, since there is no “campaign” 
on this year, yet they are really very 
active throughout the country, and it 
is in many ways a particularly inter- 
esting year for the Suffrage cause. 
The recent National Convention at 
Atlantic City was one of the most 
notable conventions in the history of 
American Woman Suffrage, for it 
was not only the largest one, but it 
was addressed by the President of the 
United States in person. Mr. Wilson, 
who was accompanied by Mrs. Wil- 
son, was extremely sympathetic and 
encouraging. The convention voted 
to continue the national policy of 
working both for a federal Suffrage 
amendment and for Suffrage in the 
separate states. To work for both at 
once is perfectly consistent and prac- 
tical, but the interest in a federal 
amendment is growing steadily. Wo- 
men are playing a very active part in 


the Presidential campaign this fall. 
Some Suffragists have joined the 
Hughes League and some the Wilson 
League, and the same is true of the 
Antis. The latter are so active in 
party politics this year that they are 
defeating their own favorite argu- 
ments of non-partisanship and “keep- 
ing women out of politics.’ Does 
this mean that they have been insin- 
cere, or that they are “coming over?” 
But the great majority of Suffragists 
remain non-partisan. 

As to local news, I am asked to 
announce that the second ‘Federal 
Arrendment Day” will be Monday 
next, Oct. 30, and will be observed in 
Boston by a public meeting in Ford 
hall in the evening. The chief speaker 
will be Mrs. Nellie McClung, the 
famous Canadian Suffragist, who will 
tell how and why the women of three 
great provinces in Canada have re- 
cently won the vote. Several local 
politicians will be the other speakers. 

I must also remind all Suffragists 
and their friends that the great Suf- 


frage Bazaar and Festival will take 
place at the Copley-Plaza hotel, Bos- 
ton, on Nov. 14 and 15. The league 
of this Shore will again be well repre- 
sented, Mrs. Henry E; Russel will 
again have the flower table, while a 
novelty will be the-gift table, in charge 
of Mrs. Shaw’s Equal Franchise com- 
mittee. The decorations will be a 
feature, as usual, and the whole thing 
will be on a larger scale than ever be- 
fore, with many special attractions 
and novelties. - Contributions for any 
of the tables will be gratefully re- 
ceived. The whole bazaar is in 
charge of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, Mrs. B. F. Pitman, chairman

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THE PoLrTicAL CAMPAIGN progresses at a snail pace. 
The committees on both sides of the fight are finding their 
work difficult and apathy general. Ordinarily one would 
think that in the midst of a European war and with so 
many questions of commanding importance that the in- 
terest would be intense at this period of the campaign. 
Yet the campaigners are finding it difficult to stimulate 
anything more than a general interest. It was predicted 
early in June that Wilson would be defeated by an over- 
whelming majority and there is but little doubt that such 
would, indeed, have been the case if the election had been 
held then. The republican campaign committee has made 
some serious mistakes and has. paid the penalty for them. 
These have been offset in no small degree by blunders by 
the democratic organization, so that the accounts nearly 
balance. Despite the situation, however, the indications 
are that Hughes is gradually gaining ground and that 
when the votes are counted his election by a substantial 
margin is assured. There is no time to lag. Every 
republican who believes in the cause and principles for 
which his party stands will have to put his hand to the 
wheel and push. . The republican party principles are 
clear and well defined and the future prosperity and pro- 
gress of the nation will depend upon the decision made at 
the polls this fall. The war will end probably during the 
next administration and with its termination new eco- 
nomic conditions will arise which will demand drastic 
and sane legislation. The issues of the democatic party 
for the last two decades have been such as to unfit that 
party for national leadership in the stress and strain of 
the new conditions. The protection of our industries, 
the regulation of trade, the restriction of immigration, 
the policies of ship construction, the solving of the prob- 
lems of preparedness and military efficiency without mili- 
tarism are problems that are certain to arise. The repub- 
lican party has always advocated and _ still advocates 
tariff regulation for the protection of American capital 
and American labor. The problem of immigration is 
allied and this issue has been an established policy of the 
party. It is quite apparent from the courses of conduct 
pursued by the present administration that when these 
problems do arise they will not be met. It is apparent 
and must be that the republicans have a just cause this 
year and there is but little doubt that the poll of the voters 
will uphold party policies. Not that the party may: be 
vindicated, but that the nation may make progress. Par- 
‘isanism that ends merely in the success of the party and 
its policy is hopelessly mired. Great issues create parties, 
the parties do not or should not create the issues. ’ The 
republican party believes that certain principles should be 
maintained because their perpetuity means prosperity for 
the nation. It is the nation first and the party second. 
The BrrEzE sustains the republican platform and the 
candidates of that party in their fight this year not be- 
cause these candidates are the choice of the republican 
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party: that is partisanism of the narrowest type; but be- 
cause the paper believes that the honor, the prosperity and 
progress of this country are to be sustained by the prin- 
ciples of the republican party. For this cause it supports 
the nominee of that party—Mr. Hughes. 


Mrs. Rosert S$. BrRApLiEy has made a telling appeal 
for the support of our home charities during the winter 
that is coming. It is a lamentable fact that every move- 
ment in which the sufferings of the war are alleviated or 
promised alleviation, has been helped at the expense of 
many a “home industry” that deserves honorable support 
and encouragement. No one begrudges a penny to any 
worthy foreign cause. All of them should receive their 
fair and honorable share of the help that is given by the 
generous givers of America, but Americans must be just 
as well as generous, and see that the “home industries” 
are protected and that our charitable ‘enterprises are 
placed upon a good basis. The situation has arisen more 
from carelessness than from any one other thing. The 
horror of the war has stunned everyone and the appalling 
amount of suffering has aroused our human sympathies 
and the. purse under the spell of the emotions has been 
opened willingly and generously; and then when the 
socond sober thought has been taken the charity budget 
has been drawn upon so heavily that curtailment on home 
giving has resulted. This situation has arisen and has 
been repeated in the giving of many, many people, and 
for this cause many of our charities are curtailing their 
work. One must be generous in all good work, but giv- 
ing should be tempered with justice as well as good will. 


Many Complaints ARE MApbg concerning the dan- 
gerous condition of road between Beverly Farms and 
Manchester and on the Beverly Farms side of Malt Hill. 
There is great need there of a suitable sidewalk for the 
safety and convenience of pedestrians. The sharp turn in 
the road and the incline with no sidewalk on either side 
makes it a very dangerous place. There have already 
been several near accidents. Several years ago the Public _ 
Service department viewed the situation and have “plans.” 
The work of constructing sidewalks in the center of the 
town has been the policy in the last few years. There is 
every reason to believe that this particularly dangerous 
place will be considered and remedied in its turn.

Tue AUTOMOBILE LEGAL ASSOCIATION has done much 


in a purely constructive way to further the interests of 


the ever increasing army of motorists. We understand 


the association intends to develop a new department of 


work the present winter to be known as the “Department 
of Highways.” The purpose of this department will be 
to undertake a systematic consideration of-all miatters that 
would tend to improve connecting links between present 
state highways throughout the New England States; 
securing the assistance of city and town authorities in 
eliminating dangerous curves and corners, so far as it, 1s 
possible to do so by reducing ledges, sand banks and 
shrubs, and the proper signing of such places; the secur- 
ing of more complete information concerning road con- 
struction and detours, and assisting in laying out such 
detours; and gathering of statistical information from 
disinterested sources that would be available in consider- 
ing legislation; and the securing of such information as 
may be necessary to reduce, and so far as possible, elimi- 
nate, accidents which occur at dangerous curves and 
corners, and on narrow roads, many of which accidents 
might be avoided by making some such roads one-way 
streets, as well as the securing in every possible way more 
favorable conditions surrounding motoring. The asso- 
ciation is going at this in a thoroughly democratic sort of 
way by calling upon its members for suggestions that 
would assist in the conduct of this very important de- 
partment, which will-be in charge of a competent engineer. 


WHILE THE Exvection of the President is uppermost 
in the minds of the voters there are other factors that 
cannot be neglected. The republican President should 
be sustained by a republican Senate and a republican 
House of Representatives. As now constituted there are 
in the Senate fifty-six democrats and thirty-nine republi- 
cans.

One oF SANEST JUDGMEN’S that has come before 
us concerning the struggle in Europe and its lessons is 
from the pen of one of our North Shore residents, 
Editorials by the ream have 
been written by our newspaper men and articles have 
come from the press like leaves from the trees in the fall, 
but none of them has more succinctly and accurately 
portrayed the condition that now exists than has the 
Colonel in his letter to this paper. “Peace to be lasting 
must be won from, not merely granted by the enemy. 
Peace gained without the sword behind it is flimsy thing 
and not worth having. Talk even from the high places 
cannot bring peace. To be prepared for war is peace in 
itself. Let us be content with that for the present.” In 
these few sentences the whole world situation is summed 
up. We can only wait. No citizen who recognizes the 
value of patriotism, the dignity of national honor can 
submit to a peace at any price. 


Wuite Ir Is True that the troops that went south 
have not seen active service, the trip has been no picnic. 
Neither does the campaign detract the least from the 
patriotism the men showed in their response to the call.

IDEALS OF THE PILGRIM _ 


Benerits To Later GENERATIONS — 
CAME From Him, Says SPEAKER 


MERICA owes thanks to the Pil- 

grim for four great principles 
which are fundamentals of American- 
ism—freedom of religious worship, 
love of truth, democracy and love of 
learning. These were points em- 
phasized by Rev. Charles A. Hatch, 
pastor of the Manchester Congl. — 
church, in his sermon on Sunday eve- | 
ning on “Cotton Mather and a Trip 
to Revere Beach.” 

The subject was chosen in obser- — 
vance of Tercentenary Sunday, which 
was celebrated by Congregational 
churches throughout the country in 
anticipation of the 300th anniversary 
of the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- — 
mouth Rock, which will be held in 
1920. 

“The outstanding characteristic in 
the Pilgrim was his determination to 
follow the dictates of his conscience,” 
said Mr. Hatch. “In England you ~ 
see him suffering torture in prison, 
you see him in exile and setting forth 
to a new and strange land in search 
of freedom of worship and always 
you see that unfaltering determination 
to follow the dictates of his con- 
science. He has been criticized be- 
cause he did not allow others that 
same freedom to follow the dictates of © 
conscience. You hear it said that 
Roger Williams was banished from 
the Massachusetts Bay colony because 
he advocated freedom of religiotts 
worship. Roger Williams was ban- 
ished because he was the most med- 
dlesome, irritable and troublesome 
man ever found in any community. 

“The Pilgrim was a great lover of 
truth. Of all the characters of the 
Pilgrim band the most noble was the 
saintly John Robinson. © Standing 
with the open Book in his hand he 
was wont to say to his little band, 
‘There is a time coming when God 
will give jis more light upon His ~ 
Word.’ We Congregationalists, as 
their descendants, take pride in the 
fact that no church, barring possibly 
the Unitarian, welcomes new truths 
so eagerly . 

“One of the legacies of the Pilgrim 
to following generations has been his 
ideal of democracy. In no country is 
free speech enjoyed to such an extent 
as in America; nowhere do rich and 
poor mingle so freely. The equality 
of the laymen and the pastor was a 
result of the Pilgrim’s democracy. 
That splendid instrument, the Con- 
stitution of the United States, reflects 
clearly the influence of the Pilgrim’s 
ideals of democracy. Our New Eng- 
land town meeting is handed down to

Charles E. Fish, for 10 years sup- 
erintendent of schools in Amesbury, 
died suddenly Monday while address- 
ing a public meeting in the interest of 
the State department of university 
extension, of which he was the in- 
structor of English. 

Mr. Fish had spoken about five 
minutes when he was noticed to 
throw up one hand to his head. He 
expired soon after of hemorrhage ot 
the brain. 

Mr. Fish was born on Cape Cod, 
and had taught numerous private 
schools. He was a graduate of Har- 
vard in the class of ex-President 
Theodore Roosevelt. About 1890 he 
was made principal of Phillips Exe- 
ter Academy, where he remained five 
years. 

Prevous to going to Amesbury he 
was superintendent of schools in 
Manchester for six or seven years, 
leaving here in 1908. In 1906 he 
divided his time between Manchester 
and Amesbury schools, and in 1908 
he moved to the latter town and was 
superintendent of schools there until 
lasts talt: The death of his son, 
Charles Fish, about a month ago, was 
a terrible shock to the father, and his 
death Monday is largely attributed to 
this cause.

the mission of the “movie” is to be 
educational and that its high purpose 
is being abused in the average pro- 
duction. Perhaps! 

When these same people attend a 
production upon the so-called legiti- 
mate stage is their object informa- 
tion, or is it rather to seek recreation? 
The movie may be educational. Many 
pictures are. But the average film 
production, to live, must be entertain- 
ing. That there are undesirable film 
plays as well as undesirable plays of 
the stage must be admitted. And the 
problem of their regulation belongs 
to the municipality, exactly as in the 
case of the legitimate stage produc- 
tion. If censorships are to be forced 
upon us, why not have state or city 
boards of censorship? Why a nation- 
al board of half a dozen men with 
power to determine what millions 
may not see? 

The danger of the so-called im- 
moral plays is greatly exaggerated by 
those who have not seen them, but 
who get their information second 
hand. I have been a “movie fan” 
since the days of the crude, jumpy 
French pictures which were the first 
offerings upon the screen. I have 
seen the evolution of the “movie” 
from a thing of mechanics to a finish- 
ed art and I believe that it is today 
better, mechanically, dramatically and 
morally than it ever has been. The 
public is the best board of censorship 
to be found. It will determine 
whether or not a play is worth while 
and its judgment is binding upon pro- 
ducers, for woe be unto the producer 
who tries to put across a film the like 
of which the public has renounced. 
The American public soon sickens of 
the undesirable, in spite of what the 
guardians of our morals may think. 
A national censorship would only 
work incalculable harm to a prosper- 
ous industry without achieving the 
purpose intended.

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My Conception of the Presidency 


By CHARLES EVANS HUGHES 


ON the eve of election day the American people are en- 

titled to a summary of the things I have stood for in 
this campaign, as they are the things I shall stand for as 
President. 

No man. can tell in advance what unexpected de- 
mands the next four years may present, but one whose 
conception of the President’s duty rests upon funda- 
mental principles can describe with entire sincerity how 
the problems of administration would be approached. and 
in what spirit they would be solved. 

A man charged with the duty of reaching a desired 
goal knows that the road to it is found in following thut 
path which sound judgment and clear vision open up 
step by step. I can show the road I expect to travel. 

I propose first of all to start right. The President 
is primrarily an Executive. It is his supreme duty to 
attend to the business of the Nation, to safeguard its in- 
terests, to anticipate its needs, to enforce its laws. 

The first act of a President who takes this view of 
his duties is to call about bim the ablest Cabinet the 
country can furnish, men who can deal with tremendous 
international and domestic problems which will confront 
us in the next four years. 

My conception of the Presidency differs absolutely 
from that of Mr. Wilson. I look upon the President as 
the Administrative head of the Government. He looks 
upon the President as primarily the political leader and 
lawiraker of the Nation. 

In the two departments of Government most closely 
touching our foreign relations—the Department of State 
and the Department of the Navy—he chose men whom he 
knew to be wholly unequal to their duties. Administra- 
tive obligation was subordinated to political exigency. 
I can assure the country that any administration under 
my direction will stand upon sound administrative ground 
with the ablest Cabinet the country can supply. 

Across the road we are to travel this next four years, 
even though we start right and move with prudence and 


courage, serious hazards are thrown like breaks in a 
roadway made by a torrential rain. These all rise out of 
the war torrent which has overwhelmed Europe. The 


first has to do with out foreign relations. It is the Presi- 
dent’s duty to safeguard the interests of our own Nation 
and to preserve the friendship of every other Nation. 

No man is more determined than I to maintain the 
peace which the United States, Spain, Sweden, Norway 
and all the American republics now enjoy. But I should 
seek to maintain that peace by a firm and courteous in- 
sistence on the rights of our citizens at home and abroad. 

An American in Mexico is subject to Mexican law; 
but he is an American still, and is entitled to the protec- 
tion of his own Government in his lawful business. For 
one, I shall never consent to a policy which leaves Ameri- 
cans helpless against the lawlessness of any country in 
which they have a right to do business. 

There confronts labor in the next four years a con- 
dition more serious than any that American laboring men 
have been called upon to face. When this war began over 
1 000,000 American working men were seeking vainly 
for erployment. When the war ends, and the developed 
energies of a new Europe are thrown into commercial 
production, our Nation will face a competition such as it 
never knew. 

One of two things must happen—either millions of 

n will be seeking work in vain or there must be thought 
out in advance the problem of commercial organization 


as France and England and Germany are seeking to think 
out the problem today. Every one of these Nations is 
preparing to defend its own market by a protective tariff. 
The end of the war will end also the opportunities for 
labor created by the war. The millions in the trenches — 
today will be our industrial competitors tomorrow. If 
we are to save our laboring men from a catastrophe we 
must plan a tariff protection along sound, just and econ- 
omic lines. To this endeavor I pledge myself and the 
men who are to be my colleagues. 

In this matter again I differ absolutely from the 
policy of the present Administration. Democratic plat- 
forms have declared that the Government has no right 
to levy tariff duties except for income. 

I pledge myself and those who stand with me to deal 
with the needs of laboring men the country over, what- 
ever their trade or organization, upon the principle of 
giving the largest protection possible to every American 
working man and the largest participation possible in the 
prosperity of our industries with special favors to none. 

Finally, it is to be remembered that every European 
Government is putting itself behind its industries; organ- 
izing them, encouraging them and suggesting economies. 
When the commercial struggle begins anew, the indus- 
tries of every European country will go into the world 
markets backed by the effective cooperation and intelligent 
oversight of their Government. 

Our National policy requires that Government main- 
tain a strict supervision of business organization. This 
can be done effectively and yet leave the Government free 
to encourage legitimate and wholesome business enter- 
prise. I stand for such supervision and control of busi- 
ness, but I demand also that business great and small 
(and especially the small business) be treated fairly and 
justly. Only under such conditions can business pay 
living wages or compete with foreign manufacturers. 

In this respect again the present administration holds 
a policy entirely opposite. It has viewed business enter- 
prise with suspicion and has made the Government a 
brake to stop the wheels of legitimate industrial progress. 
It has treated the business men of this country as though 
they were suspicious characters. It has assumed that 
capital and labor are natural enemies. In four years it 
has put this country further on the road to class war 
than has been accomplished in a generation before. The 
men who stand with me believe in the honesty of the 
American workingman, they believe no less in the honesty 
of the American business man, and they believe that the 
common good is to be found not in class war but in mutual 
justice and fair dealing, not as between capital and labor 
in the abstract, but as between men and men. 


You ask me what road I propose to travel? These 
are the milestones which mark it—an Executive respon- 
sible to the whole Nation, a Cabinet chosen from the 
blest Americans, a foreign policy that stands courteously 
but firmly for American rights, a flag that protects the 
American in his lawful rights wherever his legitimate 
business may take him. a preparation for trade competi- 
tion which shall protect all groups of American workmen, 
a Government oversight of business which will fearlessly 
eliminate abuses, but will act on the. assumption that the 
average business man is honest, and, finally, a domestic 
policy which looks to industrial peace, and to sound and 
permanent prosperity based upon the development of 
American trade and the building up of American indus- 
tries.

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Tue Eveventa Hour Swine to Hucues is highly 
encouraging. During the lull between June and Septem- 
ber the republican candidate appeared to have lost much 
of his early strength. But during the period from the 
middle of September to date he has been gaining ground 
steadily. Popular sentiment in his favor has increased 
until on the eve of election his success is generally pro- 
phesied. The United States is normally republican de- 
spite democratic claims to the contrary. The departures 
from a republican administration have in nearly every 
case been marked by a division in the party itself. Since 
1852 there has not been a democratic president elected by 
a majority of the popular vote. Today the democratic 
candidate for reelection is facing a reunited republican 
party, solidly for Hughes. That the election will be close 
is conceded on all sides. It is doubtful if the next presi- 
dent will receive a majority of the popular vote unless 
the swing to Hughes during the intervening days grows 
in volume.. Nevertheless, the better judgment of a suff- 
cient number of voters practically assures his election. 


CONGRESSMAN GARDNER’s CHoicek of an idealistic 
issue rather than material issues in the present campaign 
is commendable. In the final analysis all political issues 
are material, for it is by the instrument of politics that all 
benefits of government are obtained either for a class or 
a people. But in placing consideration of the nation’s 
need ahead of individual benefit and building for the 
future rather than grasping comfort and plenty for the 
present generation at a sacrifice to the next, Congressman 
Gardner calls attention to the difference between politics 
and statesmanship. 


THe Horticultural Society’s Funpbs are increas- 
ing, but still more is needed to begin operations. As soon 
as twenty thousand dollars have been raised the work will 
be begun. The Society is doing a good work and their 
building should be erected soon. It will be a valuable aid 
to the organization and an honor to the town. Manches- 
ter needs and should have its new building.

THerE Is OnE ADVANTAGE the citizens of the North 
Shore gain in not having trolley lines: there is no shabby 
car service and six-cent fare problems to be solved. 
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THe Work oF DRAINING the salt marshes and low- 
lands of the North Shore as a part of the mosquito exter- 
mination campaign in this vicinity is an example of the 
modern methods which man is everywhere employing to 
promote his comfort and safeguard his health. Although 
the reclamation of swamp lands of any moment is an 
enterprise of modern times, it grows in volume and im- 
portance each year. The part played by the mosquito in 
bringing about reclamation of swamps is considerable. 
Had not the hospital corps of the United States army so 
definitely determined the status of the mosquito and thus 
caused the menacing swamp lands to be drained, there is 
a question whether the building of the Panama Canal 
would have been possible. 

There are today approximately 100,000,000 acres of 
swamp lands in the United States of which 75,000,000 
can be reclaimed for agriculture. The reclamation of the 
area available for agriculture will add a productive terri- 
tory to the United States equal to that of all New Eng- 
land, New York state and Delaware or greater than the 
area of the Philippine Islands. The land which could be 
made available is about 72 percent of the entire acreage 
of our present corn crop, which presents an economic 
feature worth considering. The North Shore, however, 
is interested in swamp drainage from the viewpoint of 
sanitation and comfort rather than profit and the local 
project is the more commendable for that reason. 


Tuer Essex County Cuaprer Red Cross society has 
just completed a campaign for new members with suc- 
cess. Over one thousand two hundred names have been 
recorded. ~The American Red ‘Cross society has been 
rendering valuable service in a peculiarly desirable task. 
Upon them we depend for the initiative in all great 
movements of relief.

the rapidity with which the officers of the Red Cross so- - 


ciety were able to mobilize their resources and to begin 
work to reiieve the sufferers in Salem. What the Red 
Cross has done at our very doors it has been able to do 
in countless cases. Relief has been administered eff- 
ciently, speedily and economically. America needs such 
an organization and is fortunate in having such an institu- 
tion. Everyone helps who joins. This is your chance. 


THE ARRIVAL OF THE GERMAN SUBMARINE trader 
Deutchland in New London, Conn., this week marks the 
successful conclusion of the under-sea liner’s third trans- 
Atlantic voyage and thoroughly demonstrates the effi- 
ciency of that type of craft. Germany’s other naval 
achievement of the week, the spectacular return of the 
fighting craft, U-53, to her home port after a raid off the 
American coast is added evidence of the submarine’s 
development. Neither accomplishment is of signal im- 
portance in its relation to the outcome of the war, how- 
ever,

‘The history 
and the reputation and the policies of the democratic 
party are not going to be lost sight of by thinking men 
_ just because the nominee is an honorable man. The 
republican party policies are those which by the evidences 
_ past have tended to advance the dignity, the honor, the 
_ prosperity and the progress of our country. A vote for 
Wilson must mean a vote for the principles of the demo- 
-eratic party and a vote for Hughes is a vote for the prin- 
ciples of the republican party. There is many a man who 
respects Wilson, honors many of the decisions which he 
has made and respects him for his devotion to his native 
and, but they cannot vote for Wilson without endorsing 
the party policies of the democratic “invisible govern-

So Mucu AvrreNTION is being given to the national 
campaign it has hardly dawned upon the voters that there 
is, after all, a State election to be held this year as well. 
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militaristic impulses developed by this world war? 
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Tue Voters Tuts YEAR will have an opportunity to 
vote on four questions referred to them for a decision by 
the legislature: as to the advisability of calling a conven- 
tion for the purpose of altering, revising, and amending 
the constitution of the State; an act to make New Year’s 
Day a holiday; an act to prevent voters of political parties 
from voting in the primaries of another political party, 
and an act to authorize cities to maintain schools of agri- 
cuilture and horticulture. The first act is of course the 
most important and concerning which there exists the 
strongest difference of opinion. For many years the 
legislature has been making laws, amending the constitu- 
tion and altering by law certain phases of the constitution. 
The call for the convention is the result of the demands 
of leaders in both of the political parties from a convic- 
tion that the time has come for the citizens of Massa- 
chusetts to revise the State Constitution. The opinion 
concerning making January first a holiday has not been 
overwhelmingly in favor of the change. It is commonly 
reported that the question has been referred to the people 
because of the desire of the members to place the respon- 
sibility where it belongs and to grant to everyone an 
opportunity to vote on it. No one can oppose the amend- 
ent proposing the act to prohibit voting at the primaries 
to members of the opposing party. This is simple justice. 
Fach party should be granted by law the just opportunity 
of selecting its own nominee. Previously it has been 
possible for members of one party to vote at the primaries 
of the opposing party and in this way aid in the, choice 
of the weaker candidate in order that their own party 
might the more easily defeat him at the regular election. 
This act will doubtlessly be passed, and it ought to. Essex 
County is interested in the act to authorize cities to main- 
tain schools of agriculture and horticulture. While the 
need is not quite so apparent here as in other parts of 
the State because of the proximity of the Essex Agricul- 
tural school, it is nevertheless a matter of general concern 
and interest. Cities should be allowed the privilege of 
maintaining agricultural schools. Under such a provision 
communities desiring may maintain such school and com- 
munities unaffected by the agricultural problem may if 
they so choose decline to organize and maintain such 
schools. The initiative remains with the citizens of each 
city. 


Ir Is Nor Likety that our Senior Senator would 
have been so foolhardy as to have fathered the story con- 
cerning the Lusitania postscript without being sure of his 
authority. The incident was too important to neglect. It 
is a matter of history, however, that the postscript 
whether written or not, was nearer the real expression 
of the government’s position than the document. The 
United States has not been very strict in enforcing ac- 
countability, whether there was or was not a postscript.

An alarm was sounded on the fire 
whistle shortly after 8 o’clock last 
evening, calling the department to the 
barn of Valentine & Leach in the rear 
of 22 Bridge st. Frederick W. Leach 
was engaged in filling the tank of the 
Ford runabout owned by his father, 
Louis Leach, at the tank outside the 
barn when Abraham Lampron passed 
with a lantern. Although the lantern 
was several feet away the gas vapor 
from the tank ignited the gasoline 
and there was an explosion. Neither 
of the men was injured, but the ma- 
chine was wrecked before the flames 
were extinguished by the firemen. 
The auto was not insured. 


Shortly after 5 o’clock Wednesday 
evening Mrs. William Hodgdon of 
Bridge st. went to the shed in the 
rear of her home and discovered the 
entire room in flames. The fire ap- 
paratus was summoned by telephone 
by Waldo H. Peart, and an alarm was 
sounded from Box 41 (Bridge and 
Pine sts).

$200 on the building, which was in- 
sured. The cause of the fire is not 
exactly known. Mrs. Hodgdon had 
used some charcoal to revive the fire 
in the kitchen range a short time pre- 
vious and when through with the fuel 
had placed the bag in the shed. When 
she discovered the blaze it apparantly

Manchester merchants ask, why do our women think 
they must go to Salem when they want to make any pur- 
chase larger than a pound of sugar? 

Salem merchants complain because so many women 
of Salem and adjoining towns go to Boston to make their 
larger purchases. 

Boston modistes, gown makers, milliners, jewellers 
and other dealers in the expensive commodities sold 
usually to. Back Bay trade, complain because so many 

3oston families go to New York to outfit their children 
for the season, for their larger purchases in jewelry, etc. 

But it is all very simple. Woman is the buyer for 
the house in most of our homes. If she has the means 
she goes where she can choose from the latest styles, 
and the largest assortment of sizes and varieties and, 
mark the w ord, where she can buy the most ec onomically. 
That is natural. The average woman buys as intelligently, 
or more so, than her husband could if he tried. It is 
proverbial that women are more economical and can 
make a dollar go further than a man can. 

When Salem merchants wake up to this fact, stop 
hood-winking the women with fake bargain sales, give 
the good women of Manchester, Beverly, Peabody, Dan- 
vers and other towns, as good value and variety as they 
can get in Boston, they will get much more of their trade 
than they do now. That they can never get all of it, goes 
without saying. But they could get twice as much as they 
now do. 

Salem merchants have for a long time been boasting 
with flamboyant assertion that they have as good goods, 
as large an assortment and as low prices as anywhere. 
But the fact is they do not, and the women folk know it. 
They hire a woman every year about this time to go 
around and write pretty little panegyrics in praise of their 
stores, their windows, their clerks and themselves.

MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


Wit PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATION 
As Guests, Hrarp Discussion 
oF CHILDREN’S READING. — 
Because of the inability of Miss 
Bertha E. Mahony, director of the 
Bookshop for Boys and Girls, found- 
ed by the Women’s Educational and 


_ Industrial Union, to be present on 


Tuesday afternoon, the discourse on 
“Children’s Reading” was given by 


Miss Jordan, director of the children’s 


department of the Boston Public Li- 
brary, before a united gathering of 
the Manchester Woman’s club and 
the Parent-Teacher association. The 
Parent-Teacher association members 
were guests of the club for the after- 
noon and the Manchester Congl. 
chapel was filled for the discussion. 

“In the cultivation of good taste in 
reading the selection of the average 
series of 10 or 12 books should be 
avoided,” said Miss Jordan. “These 
books are ephemeral and also tend 
to make the child lose his indi- 
viduality in reading. They lead 
to poor taste in reading in after life. 
As a rule they deal with the life of 
a class of people you would not care 
to have your child associate with and 
they are written in not very good 
English. A more worthwhile book 
for children then the so-called series 
would be, for example, ‘The Prince 
and the Pauper’ by Mark Twain. 
‘Hans Brinker,’ a story of child life 
in Holland is a great favorite with 
children and is worth reading. : 

“The first step in the child’s read- 
ing is the picture book. It is better 
to select one of the old standard 
stories; for instance the story of the 
‘Three Bears’, illustrated in the pri- 
mary colors, than one made from 
pictures taken from the comic supple- 
ment. 


“The ‘Mother Goose’ stories follow 
the picture books in order of develop- 
ment. Pick out a book which tells 
the stories as nearly as possible like 
the original. Some of the recent re- 
visions, which are said by their 
authors to be better for the morals of 
tle child, resemble the original stories 
very slightly. I recently saw one of 
these editions in which the story of 
‘Tom, Tom, the Piper’s Son,’ had 
Leen so revised that he ‘picked a 
flower and away he run.’ 

“The next step in the cultivation of 
good taste in reading is the fairy tale. 
It is better to give the children the 
folk tales, those which have stood the 
test of time. I would recommend 
Grimm’s for the younger children 
and Anderson’s for those a little 
older. Mother Goose is an introduc- 
tion to poetry and poetry, the next, 
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step, ‘Shbatd be begun almost at the 
“geme time with the fairy tales. Poems 
Fi read aloud and although the 
children may not understand some of 
he words the rythym makes an im- 
ession and they do not easily for- 
get them. 
| merye boys books on their hobby to 
interest them in reading. They will 
d them with interest and will wan: 
Bs read further along the same line 
and in time will see there is some- 
thing else in books. The handicraft 
ae ooks are probably the best to create 
n boys an interest in reading. It is 
cn © use to say ‘don’t read this or that.’ 
Read to the child yourself. Find 
some time during the day, perhaps at 
be dtime, when you can read to him. 
Don’t buy books for children on the 
Ereeo wumendation of some chance 
hookstore clerk. He doesn’t always 
_knowthe best books. Have a private 
bookshelf for the children. It will do 
more to create an interest in books 
than will books borrowed for a week 
_ or two from the public library. 
“Books like ‘Robinson Crusoe’ for 
boys and “Little Women” for girls 
are as popular today as forty years 
. There are other books of this 
kind that are desirable. ‘On the Trail 
of Washington’ is a book which will 
_ create an interest in history. It is 
better to give girls good standard 
adult fiction than the so-called ‘girls’ 
kooks.’ The latter may lead to poor 
taste in adult fiction. It is better to 
give books in advance of the child’s 
_ age as they are of value for years.” 
_ The club voted to purchase $5

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Manchester Yard Turns Out Winners 


Walter B. Calderwood’s Success as Racing 
Yacht Builder Subject of Magazine Article 


Two of the most successful 

yachts of the 1916 season are 
described in the November issue of 
Yachting: the Pam, a class R boat, 
and the Makaboro II, a special 21- 
footer of the type raced at Buz- 
zard’s Bay. Both of the yachts 
were designed by John Alden of 
Boston and built under his super- 
vision in the boatyard of Walter 
B. Calderwood at Manchester. 

The Pam was a perfect type 
of the Class R boat, built under 
the Universal rule. She was built 
under trying conditions due to a 
shortage of labor at a time when 
the yard was rushed to capacity 
with work. In obedience to a rush 
order she was shipped to her 
owner, Commodore H. A. Parsons 
of the Cleveland Yacht club, on 
June 24 in order that she might 
compete in the Cleveland Yacht 
club series. Although the work on 
her was hurried at the end, she 
was perfect in every detail when 
she left the Manchester yard. 
There was not even time to launch 
her for a trial before shipment by 
rail. Upon the arrival of the boat in Cleveland the dis- 
heartening news came to her builder that the craft had 
been so damaged in unloading as to be unfit for racing 
without extensive repairs. The report proved to be exag- 
gerated as the following excerpt from Yachting will 
testify: 

“The most interesting racing at the Cleveland Yacht 
club at Rocky River this year was in the ‘R’ Class in 
which there were three new boats; Pam, designed by John 
Alden; Mebleh, an Owen-designed boat, and the Clarice, 
designed by \echselberg. Pam, sailed by R. E. Power, 
proved far and away the best boat and won easily, taking 
all the races in the Cleveland Y. C. championship series 
in which she started. She also won at the Inter-Lake 
Regatta at Put-in-Bay.” The Pam’s record for the sea- 
son was perfect. 

The Makaboro II was a speedy 21-footer of the ex- 
treme racing type, fostered by the Beverly Yacht club 
(Buzzard’s Bay). Her owner, Richard H. Hoyt of 
3oston, had her built especially to compete for the title

held by the Deccoon of the club for several seasons. She 
did not enter until five of the races of the series had 
taken place, but cleaned up in her first contest by a big 
margin. During the season she won six races, tying the 
Deccoon, got one second place and was disqualified once. 
In a good wind there was nothing in her class could keep 
near her, but in a light wind she did not show such marked 
superiority. 

Both of the successful boats of the past season were 
as perfect in finish as they were as fast under sail. The 
appointments and fittings of both were a credit to the 
designer and builder. 

Mr. Calderwood is now at work on contracts to build 
for next season two more Class R boats similar to the 
Pam, although varying in details. One of the boats will 
be all mahogany, planking and finish. The other will 
have cedar planking. 

The big sheds in the yard are nearly filled with craft, 
housed for the winter. Some of the boats are the largest 
every put up for the winter in Manchester. . The largest 
boat brought up on the Calderwood railway this fall was 
the Simitar, the W. J. Mitchell schooner. 

A craft, which is on the ways being overhauled and 
attracts considerable attention, is the power cruiser of 
John Hays Hammond, Jr., which is being made ready 
for the tests by the United States government of Mr. 
Hammond’s wireless control system for torpedoes. 

A new yacht recently arrived at the wharf is the 
2s-footer Tarpon which was recently purchased by Jack 
Merrill, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. Warren Merrill, for use 
in Manchester next season.

HE removal of an old pre-Revolution house from 
Salem to Manchester Cove via the water route, in the 


near future, will be an interesting affair. The building 
belonged to Thomas F. Little and is located at 9 Elm 
street, Salem. Elm street is being widened and it was 
necessary either to remove the house or tear it down. 
It was sold to Mrs. Greely Curtis, who has a beautiful! 
summer estate at Manchester Cove. It was first decided 
to lighter it from Salem and move it through the trees 
and over the high rocks to a part of the estate, but after 
all preparations were made for this it was found that the 
feat would be too difficult, and it has therefore been de- 
cided within the last few days to move it onto the low- 
lands, near Crow Island. 


Foundations are already being built for it by Daniel 
Edgecomb, a Manchester contractor, and in Salem, new 
sills are being placed under the old house prior to turning 
it over to Edwards, the building mover, to haul to the 
water side. There it will be placed on a lighter and on 
a day when King Neptune wills and the sea is calm it 
will be brought along the shore to Manchester. Under 
ordinary conditions the trip would be an easy one as far 
as Manchester, following the shore from Salem and inside 
Mystery Island. But between Baker’s Island and Man- 
chester, and along by Singing Beach there is apt to be 
more or less swell. The Curtis estate is beyond Dana’s 
Beach. 


The house dates back to before the Revolution, and 
is in excellent state of repair. In the front hall and lead- 
ing to the upper story is as handsome a flight of stairs 
with Newell post and elegantly carved stanchions as can 
be found anywhere. The house is two and a half stories 
high, with gambrel roof, and has four rooms and a pan- 
try on the lower floor, four rooms on the second floor, 
and three large sleeping rooms in the attic. The windows 
have fine shutters and the house is Colonial throughout. 
There are magnificent arches in the cellar, supporting 
large chimneys, which have wide fireplaces. In the fire 
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place in the lower story of the living room, was a fire 
back, bearing the date 1660 and the letter H in the center 
at the top, and on the sides the letters B and D. Mrs. 
Curtis will preserve it just as it is, to the great delight of 
antiquarians. 

This will not be the first time a feat of this kind has 
been performed on the North Shore. Five or six years 
azo Mrs. Robert D. Evans sold the house on her estate at 
Beverly Cove which had been occupied by President Taft 
and family, and it was moved across the harbor from 
Beverly to Marblehead. The accompaning picture shows 
the Evans house on its journey across the harbor.

This speaks very well 
for this joyous piece which had been 
charming Boston for nearly four 
rronths at the Wilbur, and which was 
moved over to the Plymouth because 
the demand for seats was so strong 
the management did not have the heart 
to take the attraction out of town. 
The Wilbur Theatre would have been 
glad to continue “Very Good Eddie,” 
but it had signed contracts for an- 
other attraction early in the season 
and was compelled to let this musical 
hit depart. 
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Wooprow WILSON, having received the largest popu- 
lar vote and probably a majority of the electoral vote, 1s 
accepted as the next president of the United States. 
While the returns, which seem to assure his re-election, 
are unofficial and have not been accepted as final by the 
republican leaders, he is being acclaimed as the next 
president. The campaign, which has resulted in his re- 
ceiving the leading popular vote and possibly a majority 
of the electoral vote, was waged in a manner a little out 
of the ordinary for American politics. His opponents 
while admitting the value of many of the domestic meas- 
ures passed in his administration—many of which had 
their origin in the previous republican regime—found in 
his woefully weak foreign policy the grounds on which 
to base their campaign. Not even the President’s ardent 
admirers believe that he has strengthened the United 
States in the esteem of foreign nations during the past 
four years. The campaign was directed against Wood- 
row Wilson, the individual, rather than the principles of 
the party which he represents, for he is the party today. 
The strong appeal of the supporters of the administration 
was, “he has kept us out of war.” That the statement 
was subject to question as to its accurarcy did not strike 
the large number of voters, who supported Mr. Wilson, 
as deeply as did the appeal of “safety first” and of ques- 
tionable prosperity, is evident from the vote given the 
democratic candidate. 


There was a tendency on the part of some of the 
republican leaders to hint at fraud in certain of the close 
states, but it is to the credit of Mr. Hughes that he de- 
clined to countenance such charges unless supported by 
facts. Should a recount disclose that the electoral vote in 
any of the doubtful states belonged to other than the 
candidate who received it there is no reason to believe 
that anything but errors in tabulation was responsible. 


The re-election of President Wilson will probably 
result in the re-organization of his cabinet. One of the 
gravest faults with the present administration was the 
pitable weakness and absolute unfitness of the majority 
of the cabinet officers. The re-election of Mr. Wilson 

'' furnish him with an opportunity to improve the 
make-up of his cabinet next March and redeem himself 
in the eyes of the American people. If there had been 
nothing else to condemn the present administration the 
personnel of the cabinet was argument enough against its 
continuance. It is to be hoped President Wilson will 
make the most of his opportunity to strength this wing 
of the government. 

Although we are under no obligation to agree with 
him in his acts nor to keep silent when we believe his 
conduct of foreign affairs is inimical to the best interests 
of the nation, if he is legally elected to the high office he 
fills, we owe to the nation that has elected him to govern 
it our loyalty and support during the coming four. years. 
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It 1s PRoposeD that the State of Massachusetts estab- 
ush a state constabulary of mounted police to supplement 
the local police departments and to relieve the militia of 
certain police duties in case their should be either a strike 
or a fire. The friends of the new idea assert that the 
new constabulary would be instantly available for ser- 
vice in suppressing crime, especially where it has been 
committed in smaller places where there is little if any 
rolice protection; and in the first hours after the crime 
which are of so much importance the constabulary will be 
‘nstantly available. This is the strongest argument that 
has been advanced. Some of the labor organizations are 
opposed upon the principle that the constabulary may be a 
menace in the time of a “legitimate” strike. The proposi- 
‘on is being thoroughly discussed and its advantages and 
disadvantages considered by the special commission’s 
hearings. The report of that commission will be awaited 
with interest. 


THE YouNG MEN IN THE CiTIES are leaving posi- 
tions paying s'rall salaries with promises of advancement 
to take up work in munitions industries at high prices. 
Many a bright young man will waste several good years 
of his life. It is a wise lad, who has sanity enough to re- 
main in the peaceful industrials, and diligently applies 
himself to the task of learning his business. The war 
will make it possible for munitions manufacturers to pay 
high wages; but, the question will be, what will the trained 
men do when the war ends and they are forced to turn 
their hands to other lines? When the war is over these 
ren will be relieved of employment and there will be an 
influx of laborers from abroad and many an industrious 
man will seek work in vain. 


GERMANY Stitt, Continues her oppressions of the 
Belgian people; now the men are forced out of their 
native land and deported to compulsory labor in the 
interests of Germany. Only the awfulness of the war 
during the last two years makes it possible for such a 
policy to be carried out without the raising of a protest 
all over Christendom. Have we become jaded by the 
sufferings of the war? Are we inmune to any emotionai 
impulse? The condition is lamentable. Something should 
be done, but what? It is all a part of the terror of war. 
And, we are told, it is none of our business any way! 


In ANOTHER YEAR Boston will have one of the best 
high pressure fire services in this country if not in the 
world. Boston has grown so rapidly that the old type 
fire apparatus and the low pressure water system has 
proved inadequate to the needs of the growing city. Let 
it be hoped that Boston will not be menaced by a fire 
until after the system has been completed.

journalism. As expert as the modern newspapers have 


_ become in gathering news, everyone was misled this year.

Mr. Wilson may well be pleased with his re-election. The 
de rocratic party has long appreciated the difficulties of 
re-electing its presidential candidate, but this year it 
has succeeded. The ticket was scratched badly by re- 
publican voters and the head of the ticket appears to have 
been the loser. 


Tue Pronisirionists have been rejoicing since the 
last election returns came in showing a gain of five new 
states for prohibition and two other states electing, on the 
wet and dry issue, prohibition governors. It is not un- 
likely that before the winter is over both Florida and 
Utah will enter the prohibition column. This will make 
a total in the Union of twenty-three states. The next 
campaign is to be waged in the District-of Columbia and 
inasmuch as there are now twenty-three prohibition states 
it is not unlikely that an influence strong enough will be 
brought to bear to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in the national district. Gains evidently have been made. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION in the United States 
should prove interesting to the people in Mexico. At 
their very doors they have an example of the advantages 
of a republican government and the power and value of 
a peaceful election.

tion with the way they were treated 
while in the seryice and declare the 
“kickers” were also shirkers. Of 
course a good deal of fault has been 
found with the militia officers, who 
commanded certain companies, but 
most of it has been the charge that 
the officers have been overbearing and 
unnecessarily severe in discipline. 
Had the officers been strangers to 
their men, probably the charges would 
never have been heard, but it is hard 
for men to submit to discipline at the 
hands of a man who, they feel, 1s 
their equal out of uniform. Man- 
chester boys, who are back from the 
border, are not among the “kickers,” 
nor have they been at any time. They 
enjoyed the expedition to the border, 
say they learned a lot and have a wee 
bit of regret that they did not get into 
action.

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PARENT-TEACHER MEETING | 


Tuomas CurLEY TELLS MEMBERS OF 
Gary SystEM oF PLAY-WoRK- 
StTupy. 


Thomas Curley of Waltham, the 
father of the school playground in 
Massachusetts, told the members of 
the Parent-Teacher association some- 
thing of the benefits of the Gary sys- 
tem of play-work-study at a well at- 
tended meeting in Price school hall, 
Manchester, last evening. 

“The Gary system is not new,” 
said Mr. Curley. “It is a revival of 
the best school system New England 
ever had—the old country district 
school. There never has been and | 
doubt if there ever will be a genera- 
tion of men like those who went out 
from the old New England district 
schools. After they were I2 years 
old they only had three months of 
school a year. I got the benefits of 
the Gary system when I was attend- 
ing district school and used to play 
‘hookey.’ Then I would hang around 
the blacksmith shop nearby and _ fol- 
low out that natural instinct which 
every boy has—the instinct of con- 
struction. Repress that instinct in a 
boy and it will break out in the in- 
stinct. of destruction. No time in 
my life did me so much good as those 
jours I stole from school to gratify 
that instinct of construction. 

“The old idea of education was that 
‘Knowledge is power.’ The new idea 
is the building of character by the 


formation of habits to do right. The 
Gary system is ten years old. Gary 
was built in a day, almost. It was a 


big sandy area on which nothing will 
erow except scrub oak. Soil must be 
brought in to raise any other form of 
vegetation. Gary is the home of the 
Illinois Steel Co. Nine-tenths of the 
people are workmen and 52 percent 
of them are immigrants. It was a 
new town untrammeled by traditions. 
When the system was started there 
was not a school-room to accommo- 
date the number of pupils. To a 

1o-room school an auditorium, gym- 
nasium and playground were added. 
The schools are open from 8 o’clock 
in the morning until 10 o'clock at 
night and the pupils attend eight 
hours a day and six days a week. 
Domestic science classes meet in the 
basement; shops which give a child 
an opportunity to see the working of 
every trade are run in certain rooms. 
There is no effort made to teach him 
a trade, but to give him an oppor- 
tunity to do things. The schools are 
operated 10 months in the year at a 
per capita cost of $38 as against a $50 
per capita cost for educating your 
children in New England.”

Mr. Curley explained the working 
of some of the departments as he had 
cbserved it. The teachers teach only 
one subject, the pupils passing from 
room to room for the various studies. 
Everything is practical, arithmetic 
for instance is learned in a store or 
the shop where actual measurements 
are worked out as problems. No 
marks are given the pupils and no 
examinations are held, but each child 
is pushed forward according to his 
individual ability. There is a 12-year 


course with no break between the 
preliminary grades and the _ high 
school. One hour each day is spent 


in the auditorium, one hour is allow- 
ed for the child to go to church for 
religious instruction and one hour is 
allowed for luncheon. The balance 
is divided among the class rooms, 
shops and gymnasium. 

Mr. Curley predicted that the Gary 


system would come into vogue in 
Massachusetts in time and_ every- 
where else as well. ‘Massachusetts 


will probably be the last to adopt the 
system,” he said, “for we are over- 
ridden with education. Our col- 
leges will be in the way. When a 
man goes to college he thinks he 
knowns all about education, but he 
doesn’t unless he knowns child life. 
We must not be bound by the col- 
leges, but must go to the child to de- 
termine his needs. We have made a 
wonderful improvement in our schools 
in the past 10 years and will even- 
tually adopt the Gary system in some 
torm or other.”

GLOUCESTER is to have a new summer hotel, erected 

on the site of the Surfside, destroyed by fire several 
years ago. The property is located on Western ave., at 
the entrance to the city from the Magnolia section. W. 
Henry Smith, manager of the Belmont café, is at the 
head of the enterprise. Stone masons are now at work 
getting the foundation ready for the building of a modern, 
up-to-date hostelry on the famous site. 

Architect Ezra L. Phillips has completed plans for a 
beautiful structure of Colonial design with gambrel roof, 
which will be finished with clapboards, painted white, 
while the roof will be stained green, making a pleasing 
exterior and fitting in nicely with the surroundings. The 
new buildings will occupy practically the same ground 
as the old hotel. 

The entrance will be from Western avenue and the 
driveway will be under a porte cochere with handsome 
colonial columns. The lobby will be 40x34 feet, and 
opposite the entrance will be a large open fireplace and 
alcove. On the left as one enters will be the hotel office 
and private office for the hotel manager. On the other 
side will be a colonial stairway, leading to the second 
floor. Beyond the office on the left, leading from the 
lobby will be the dining room, 34x51 feet. The ceiling 
will be beamed and the walls dadoed. Beyond this will 
be the kitchen and pantries which will be large and roomy 
and of such sufficient size to prepare for and serve a 
large number of guests. The dining room and all the 
main widows on the first floor are to be of large plate 
glass so as to give a clear and unbroken view of the 
beautiful harbor and surroundings. Running the whole 
length of the front will be a broad piazza looking directly 
on the harbor. On the extreme right of the main lobby 
is a writing room on the harbor side and a dressing room 
for ladies on the entrance side. Beyond these rooms will 
be the large hotel parlor, 22x34, which will be luxuriously 
fitted, as will be the rest of the new hostelry. Opening 
directly from the parlor through French windows will be 
another large open porch, 25x35 feet. 

The second floor will contain 18 large guest rooms 
with bath room suites and also a large public bath room. 
In the basement will be located men’s rooms and a billiard 
and smoking room. 

It is the intention to use the stone foundation of the 
old Surfside after the stones are thoroughly inspected, 
tested and repaired.- Stone masons are already at work 
and carpenters will start shortly on the building itself. 
The contract has been awarded to Edward S. Griffin, a 
local contractor.

A New ENGLAND SABBATH PROTECTIVE LEAGUE has 
formally lodged a protest with the Railroad Commission 
against the granting of permits for special trains on Sun- 
days to attend the services conducted by “Billy” Sunday 
in his Boston Tabernacle. The protest has been made 
in good faith, but does not appear to be altogether reason- 
able. For the intent of the law is to prohibit pleasure 
excursions and picnic parties. The “Billy” Sunday cam- 
paign evidently has begun the greatest moral movement in 
New England for two generations. The Railroad Com- 
mission should encourage the passenger departments to 
grant such permits, for it will make it possible for thou- 
sands of men and women to come under the influence of 
the movement which can but make for good. The 
secretary of the Protection League is an honorable man 
with high purposes, but lacks in this particular incident 
clean-cut discriminating judgment. 


In ANNouNCING His Canpripacy for the mayoralty 
of the City of Beverly for another term, Mayor Mac- 
donald says: “Having been mustered out of the United 
States service, I wish to make formal announcement of 
my candidacy for Mayor of Beverly. I shall later dis- 
cuss thoroughly the work and business of the city which 
I assume are the issues before the people.” Mr. Mac- 
donald will have the good wishes of his many friends in 
his campaign for re-election.

Nov. 24, 1916. 


Emperor Francis JosepH of Austria, whose deata 
has been reported periodically since the beginning of the 
great European war, died Tuesday evening. He was 86 
years old and had survived 68 years of the stormiest and 
lengthiest reign of any ruler in modern history. He 
ascended the throne of the dual monarchy at the age of 
1g and while he achieved no reputation as a just nor 
popular ruler he welded together and strengthened his 
empire in the face of aggression from without and with- 
in. In the long span of his rule Franz Josef saw and 
had a hand in the unfolding of more than half a century 
of European and American history; but of the greatest 
event in Europe’s stormy history, the present momentous 
struggle, he was doomed not to see the conclusion even 
though it was his ultimatum to Serbia in 1914 which 
plunged the continent into war. His importance to the 
cause of the Central powers had been lessened during the 
last year by the centralization of authority in the Ger- 
man War Board and his passing will have no marked 
effect on the outcome of the war. He belonged to the 
past rather than the present. 


RESOLUTIONS PAssED by the Massachusetts Woman 
Suffrage association this week protest against apparent 
sex discrimination in the appointment of clerical em- 
ployees by the Federal government from the civil service 
lists. They point to the fact that among 120 recent 
appointments in the clerical force of the war department 
and 33 transfers in the same department only one woman 
was included. They also contend that there is a sex dis- 
crimination in the matter of salaries of employees as well. 
The question of the employment of women in depart- 
mental positions in Washington has been threshed out a 
great many times and it is because the preponderance of 
expert opinion favors the employment of males that the 
apparent “discrimination” exists. 


Tue Bevery ScHoo, TEACHERS have discovered a 
new law, that of the High Cost of Living. They have 
petitioned the school committee for an increase in their 
salaries. This will make it necessary for the committee 
to increase their budget. This in turn will make it neces- 
sary for the city to increase the appropriation and there 
must follow an increase in the tax rate or an increase in 
valuation. The High Cost of Living always tends to 
increase expenditures in every direction. No one will 
wish to oppose paying any school teacher the legitimate 
compensation that is earned and deserved. ‘The situa- 
tion, however, presents an admirable example of the re- 
sults of inflated prices. 


“NoruHinc Is Ever SETTLED until it is settled right,” 
said Charles Sumner, who was not thinking of an Adam- 
son eight-hour law. But, nevertheless, he uttered a 
truth regarding it. President Wilson’s “settlement” of 
the threatened railroad strike just before election by 
bending to the will of the Brotherhood leaders quite evi- 
dently only paved the way for more serious trouble later 
on. Hints of a re-opening of the railway controversy 
are coming daily from the labor leaders in conference 
over the application of the new law. 


TuereE HAs BEEN A CHANGE in the coal situation in 
the New England States during the last two weeks. 
While locally the dealers are embarrassed because of the 
inability of the shippers to ship coal, yet in other places 
the situation has eased up somewhat. The public will 
have to exercise a little patience; the dealers are hard 
pressed by the exigencies of the situation, but are doing 
everything in their power to provide a sufficient coal 
supply for the winter demands, 


THe War Wirth Att I's pitiable horrors and suffer- 
ing has demanded a new study of the art of healing and 

‘the science of surgery. During the last two years more 
progress has been made in these two branches of science 
than in a decade preceding. The necessities of the hour 
have forced medical men to use all their abilities to 
_ atneliorate suffering and if possible provide cures for 
innumerable types of wounds and bodily diseases which 
invariably accompany war. Progress has been made in 
_ the treatment of injuries to the eyes and ears and results 

hitherto unheard of have become the ordinary tasks of 
the hospital. There has been, however, no more valuable 
contribution to the knowledge of humanity than the dis- 
covery made by Dr. Barthe de Sandford of a substance 
which he calls ambrine for the treatment of burns. Some 
of the best results have been attained in using the new 
medicant for face wounds and burns. This substance 
was the result of Dr. Barthe’s search for a substitute for 
Dax mud baths. The doctor personally had suffered in- 
tensely from inflammatory rheumatism and sought the 
mud baths of Dax with some beneficial results. He was 
obliged to return to Paris and there he began to experi- 
ment with various compounds and among others that he 
prepared was ambrine, a compound of resin and parrafin. 
The wax is placed upon the wound and almost instantly, 
pain ceases. The wax appears to have miraculous prop- 
erties and heals the skin and wound beneath. Faces 
badly scarred with wounds, burned by steam, shattered 
by shells or cut by shells have been thoroughly healed 
by this process. The new method of treating burns and 
facial wounds and the admirable results obtained—in 
many cases not a scar remains—have made the resin the 
sensation of the hour. The government has acknowl- 
edged the successes attained and has granted the physician 
a special military hospital at St. Nicholas for his special 
work. Dr. Henri de Rothschild has presented a generous 
amount of money for the manufacture of the precious 
wax. It is said that in the last year no one thing in the 
war zone has created a- greater sensation. It would 
appear now that the results attained are well attested to 
and it is a good day for the world. The treatment of 
burns has always been a difficult branch of the science of 
healing and if such a “miracle working resin” has been 
discovered it will be a great boon to humanity. Dr. 
Barthe will be famous throughout all time. 


CorPoRATIONS REPRESENTING two great American 
industries this week announced increases of ten percent 
in the wages of their employees, over a quarter ofa million 
workers being affected and an annual payroll increase of 
nearly $30,000,000 being involved. The American Woolen 
Company will increase the pay of its 35,000 employees in 
New England on December 4, it is announced, and other 
textile workers are to be correspondingly increased ac- 
cording to the announcements. It is said that the in- 
creases included in the general plan of New England 
textile corporations will aggregate $10,000,000. The 
United States Steel Corporation will add nearly $20,000,- 
000 to its yearly payroll by raising the pay of more than 
200,000 of its employees on December 15. Improved 
business conditions in both industries are responsible for 
the higher rate of pay. The Christmas season of the 
two classes of workers should be gladdened in conse- 
quence of the thicker pay envelope. 


There is no discounting the 
- snow, the cold winds and the cold nights. The long warm 
autumn had not prepared us for the sudden change, but 
it has made all appreciate the good September and glor- 
ious October that we did have to enjoy. 


Winter Has Come! 
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GrEAT Britain HAs ALREADy laid plans for the con- 
servation of the food supply of the realm. The Kingdom, 
however, is not so hard pressed as is the German Empire. 
The measure is intended to give further instruction in 
thrift and conservation. The measure before Parliament 
contemplates requiring the use of whole wheat bread 
which in itself means greater economy and greater eff- 
ciency per ounce of bread. There are other qualities 
which whole wheat possesses that will make the ruling 
advisable. Fancy cakes and pastry are to be prohibited 
in the interests of economy. It is also proposed to have 
meatless days. This will not in any way deprive the 
residents, however, of good wholesome food. A careful 
thinker can readily see that the war has forced upon both 
England and Germany plans of food conservation that 
have proven advantageous rather than deleterious to the 
residents of the two countries. Men, women and chil- 
dren by edict of the government and in the interests of a 
patriotic motive have been forced to adopt menus that 
have been superior in the hygienic results to the care- 
less diets of the days of luxury before the war. 


A ComMiITrEE ApporinreD by the National Daylight 
association has reported that forty million dollars and 
upwards may be saved in gas and electric bills by: setting 
the clock ahead one hour from May 1 to September 30. 
The convention reconvenes on January 30 and every 
phase of the Daylight Saving Problem will be thoroughly 
considered. The American Railway association has been 
asked to co-operate and it is likely that they will send 
representatives to the convention. Providing the con- 
vention decides to continue its propaganda of education 
there are constitutional objections. The Legislative 
Reference bureau has informed the committee that a 
national daylight saving bill would not be constitutional. 
This does not give the convention much encouragement. 
The Reference bureau, however, is not the court of final 
appeal and it is hoped that whatever legal obstruction 
appears in the way of the movement may be removed and 
a Daylight Saving bill passed. The Daylight Saving com- 
mission intends to continue its propaganda and the results 
of its endeavors will be awaited with interest. 


Tur VALUE OF SANITARY processes in the manufac- 
ture and packing of food products has been demonstrated 
from a medical viewpoint, but it has remained for the 
manufacturers themselves to prove its economic advan- 
tage. The packers of sardines in Eastport, Maine, have 
voluntarily formed an organization for the maintenance 
of high standards of cleanliness. They have done this 
because they have seen the economic value of a clean 
product that has attained a reputation for cleanliness. 
At their own expense, governmental supervision has been 
asked for, and rigid methods of cleaning, preparation and 
packing have been enforced. It would appear that a 
new era has begun in that important trade. The war 
conditions have made it possible for them to compete suc- 
cessfully with the Norwegian and Italian products. It is 
to be hoped that’ this hygienic movement will not stop 
with the sardine industry. 


CoMPETENT OBSERVERS are now returning from the 
front and one shrewd observer ventures as a prophecy 
that there will be peace abroad in three or four years. 
This is somewhat disconcerting. War is not created in a 
day, nor is it ended in a year. The belief that the war 
would have ended in three months was commonly held at 
the beginning of the strife.

New Income Tax LAw Susject oF 
INTERESTING Discussion By 
Puitie NICHOLS. 


Philip Nichols, a Boston lawyer 
who assisted materially in the draw- 
ing up of the new special state in- 
come tax law, explained the plan and 
working of the measure before 70 
members of the Men’s Brotherhood 
in the vestry of the Manchester Bap- 
tist church on Monday evening. He 
characterized the law as the most 
radical tax measure since the days of 
the Plymouth Bay colonists. 

“The new state income tax law is 
not a general law like the Federal in- 
come tax law, but really might have 
been three special laws. Its purpose 
is not to increase revenue, but to 
alleviate the burden of taxation upon 
certain people and to equalize taxa- 
tion. 

“The law, like ‘all Gaul’ in Caesar’s 
time, is divided into three parts. The 
first part provides for a six percent 
tax on certain investment securities. 
Since the first settlement of the col- 
onies the principle of taxation has 
been for each town to levy a tax upon 
real estate where it lays and upon 
personal property at the place of 
domicile. In the early days trading 
corporations were unknown, but 
about 1800 the problem of taxing - 
them came into being. At first a tax 
was levied upon the property of the 
corporation and also upon the hold- 
ings of the stockholders, but this was 
soon seen to be double taxation and 
the method of assessment was 
changed. 

“One form of intangible property 
which has been a problem for the tax 
assessors has been the bonds of 
foreign corporations held in Massa- 
chusetts. To tax this property at the 
average rate of $18 per thousand 
would mean an income tax of almost 
50 percent in many cases. This has 
had a tendency to drive holders of 
this form of investment securities 
from towns with a high tax rate to 
those with a low and has also caused 
evasion of taxation. Even in a low 
tax rate town like Manchester it 
meant that a man must pay as high 
as 25 percent of his income from this 
source, if the law was enforced. And 
the only time it was enforced was at 
a time of death when the property in 
the hands of the trustee was filed in 
Probate court. This was at a time 
when taxation was least able to be 
borne. That law drove wealthy 
people out of the state and served to 
increase the burden of taxation upon 
those who remained.” 

The second phase of the new law

explained by Mr. Nichols provides 
- for a tax of one and one-half percent 
; on “trades, professions and employ-. 
ments” and is, he said, the oldest form 
of income tax in existence. In form 
it has been on the statute books of the 
~ Commonwealth since 1636. The old 
law provides for a tax on the excess

of $2000 income at the tax rate in the 
town where the individual is employ- 
ed. Under the old system this form 
of taxation was not enforced to any 
extent, Mr. Nichols said, except in 
‘the case of salaries of municipal em- 
ployees and ministers of the gospel 
whose salaries are a matter of public 
knowledge. A lump sum on “personal 
property and income” was the usual 
method under the old system. 

“The reduction of the rate upon the 
taxable property affected in the first 
part of the law made many fear that 
there might be a deficit in case it was 
not found possible to tax all such 
holdings, so this second class of in- 
comes is to be taxed,’ said the 
speaker. 

The same rate prevails throughout 
the state and is based on the income 
after all legitimate expenses of a 
man’s business, including five percent 
of the capital invested, have been de- 
ducted from the gross income. Only 
incomes exceeding $2000 are taxable. 
Regarding the third part of the new 
law, which deals with a tax of three 
percent on the excess of gains over 
losses on stock speculation for the 
calendar year, Mr. Nichols did not 
go into details. He said that part was 
added after the original draft had 
left his hands. 

Mr. Nichols said there were “teeth” 
in the new law for those who at- 
tempted to escape making returns. 
Under the old system he said it was 
not considered dishonorable to evade 
making a return of one’s property to 
the assessors as the system was mami- 
festly unjust. Under the new system 
with a reduction of the tax from 
about 40 percent to 6 percent on the 
income from investment securities 
there would be danger of a loss unless 
some means were found to compel a 
return. The new law provides the 
severe penalties of fines up to $10,000 
or one year’s imprisonment for fail- 
ure to make a proper return to the 
tax commissioner. Taxation is no 
longer local, he said, the new measure 
being a state tax. 

In answer to a question Mr. 
Nichols said that the towns would 
receive from the state the difference 
between the amount raised the pre- 
vious year and the amount the first 
year of the law to offset the loss to 
the towns by having the state collect 
taxes formerly collected by the towns.

He said that returns must be made to 
the town assessors or they could tax 
property at the same rate as the pre- 
vious year, thus exacting a double 
taxation from those who were negli- 
gent about making the return. 

At the close of Mr. Nichols’ talk 
Alfred S. Jewett rose to congratulate 
him upon the splendid measure which 
he and his colleagues had drafted 
Mr. Jewett declared he believed the 
bill was drawn up by men with a high 
sense of the public service and not for 
any ulterior motive. He thought the 
bill would work to the end of greater 
justice and equality in taxation.

If it had, 
and our troops had crosed the border 
into Mexico, not one-half of them 
would ever have returned home, 
Major Elliott said. He pointed out 
the fact that the peons of Mexico are 
lower than the very lowest of the 
negro race, being ignorant, very poor 
and practically slaves, for their em- 
ployers compel them to spend their 
wages of fifty cents a day at their 
siores, thus keeping them penniless 
all the time. 

Many of these peons have joined 
the waring factions in Mexico be- 
czuse they receive good wages anid 
are well-equipped with clothing and 
arms which are the best that can be 
had. Our troops, on the other hand 
at first had neither suitable clothing 
nor arms that were of any practical 
use. Because shoes were not scienti- 
fically fitted to the feet of the soldiers 
at Framingham all of the shoes had 
tc be thrown away when they reached 
the border. The reason for this is 
that the extra load the soldier has to 
carry invariably causes the arch of 
the foot to spread, thus increasing its 
length.

of his experiences with flies and mo- 
squitoes, that swarmed and pestered 
the soldiers and which they could 
keep out of neither their tents nor 
food, also with the sand storms that 
would appear about noon when the 
troops were eating their dinner and 
the rain that caused them not a little 
trouble and inconvenience. 

The speaker expressed the opinion 
that many went to the border who 
ought never to have gone because of 
great and unnecessary hardships for 
those who were left at home, depen- 
dent upon them for support. He 
urged upon his hearers not to imagine 
that our troops had been on a picnic, 
but to realize their hardships and to 
honor them for what they had done 
ard for what they may yet be called 
upon to do.

POSTAL RATES 


PLAN UNDERWAY FOR READJUSTMENT 
At Next Session oF CONGRESS. 
The ways are now being greased 

for the launching of the movement 

for the readjustment of postal rates 
in the next session of Congress, says 

a Washington despatch. This prob- 

lem was to have been taken up in the 

last session, but had to be deferred on 
account of the consideration required 
hy railway mail pay. Since this has 
been -disposed of the committees are 
prepared to take up the matter of 

placing the various postal rates on a 

wore equitable basis. 

A zone system of rates for second 
class matter is being prominently 
urged to take the place of the present 
flat rate which was adopted nearly 
forty years ago. The present rate 


has for some time been regarded as a 
discrimination against the newspapers 
in favor of the great national maga- 
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zines. Like the parcel post the pro- 
posed zone rates would be based on 
the length of the haul. 

The postal committees have been 
besieged by petitions bearing millions 
of naves and several hundred thou- 
sand letters from individuals urging a 
readjustment of postal rates with a 
view of making possible one cent let- 
ter postage. A survey of the situa- 
tion indicates that sufficient changes 
will be made in the various rates to 
permit the granting of a one cent rate 
on local delivery letters in the next 
session of Congress. 

Commenting on the proposed 
changes in the rates on letters Sena- 
tor Weeks, of Mass., formerly chair- 
man of the House Postal committee 
and now a member of a similar com- 
mittee in the Senate, said: ‘The 
Government is making a large profit 
from first class mail, just how much, 
it is hard to say, but it must be nearly 
one cent of every two paid for each 
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stamp placed on a letter. And the — 
profit derived on letters for delivery 
in the same city or town in which 
they are mailed must be even greater. 
In view of this condition, I believe 
that Congress should take up the mat- 
ter of more equitably adjusting the 
rates of postage.” pe ae 
Congressman Ernest W. Roberts, 
of Mass., takes the stand that “any 
encouragement that can be extended 
business by the Government, without 
injury to the individual, should be 
done with as little delay as possible. 
Congress could greatly improve the 
situation by reducing the rate of pos- 
tage from two cents to one cent on 
local delivery letters, without any 
drain on the public exchequer.” 
“Every patron of the postal ser- 
vice will appreciate a one cent rate 
on drop letters because of the great 
benefit to be. derived by _ individ- 
uals, business establishments, banks, 
churches, fraternities, clubs, and in 
fact, all forms of business, social and 
domestic life,” said Representative 
Joseph Walsh, of Mass. “And further 
the reduction will mean no falling off 
in the revenues, as it is generally re- 
garded that the volume of mail will 
practically be doubled immediately 
upon the installation of the new rate.”

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Tuer Apamson Bix, has now been carefully examined 
and the test case has been prepared and forwarded to the 
United States Supreme Court for its decision. It will be 
re nembered ‘that in order to avoid a wide-spread railroad 
strike the President succeeded in having passed by Con- 
gress a bill granting the requests made by the men for 
an eight-hour day. This was the Adamson Bill. The 
concessions then made satisfied the men and they have 
returned to work and there was no strike. The railroads, 
however, maintain that the bill was unconstitutional and 
that the Congress of the United States has erred. Con- 
sequently a test case has been prepared and it has now 
reached the Supreme Court for adjudication. The con- 
test has been presented by the Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Gulf Railroad.

It will be of interest to all, both the railroad 
and the employees, to have the matter threshed out and 
a sound basis of agreement reached. If the bill is not 
constitutional one should be prepared and in such form 
as to safeguard the interests of the railroad, the public 
and the employee. The case will be carefully considered 
and much interest will necessarily be taken in the con- 
sideration given by the Supreme Court and its final de- 
cision will be awaited.

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Old House Will Be Towed 
To Manchester On Scows

FROM the Salem Evening News of 

Saturday, Nov. 25, we reprint the 
following concerning the old house 
which is to be towed from Salem to 
Manchester Cove for Mrs. Greeley 5S. 
Curtis, and placed on land, off Oce2n 
street, near Crow Island. The article 
follows : 

In company with Sidney Perley, 
Esq., editor of the Essex Antiquarian, 
and reliable authority on all matters 
antiquary in Greater Salem, a News 
man yesterday visited the house, 9 
Elm street, which has been purchased 
by Mrs. Harriet Curtis, Manchester, 
and which will be floated on scows to 
that town. Mr. Perley and the News 
man went all over the house, and the 
antiquarian expressed the opinion that 
the house is certainly more than 200 
years old. 

He said that the lot on which it 
stands belonged to John Archer as 
early as 1665. He lived in Salem and 
was a cooper. He gave this lot of 
land by deed to his daughter Abigail 
and her husband, Samuel Very, May 
o, 1685. Mr. Very built a house upon 
the lot, in which he lived. He died in 
1697, possessed of the estate. Prob- 
ably after the death of his widow 
Abigail, the remainder of his estate 
was divided, and the house and land 
were assigned to his eldest son, Sam- 
uel Very, Oct. 29, 1716. 

In 1697, the house and land were 
valued at only £40. Samuel Very, Jr., 
lived in Salem, being a mariner. For 


£80, he conveyed the house and land 
to David Montgomery of Salem, mar- 
iner, July 20, 1734. Mr. Montgomery 
died in 1737. The house, barn and 
land around them were then valued 
at £125. His widow and administra- 
trix, Sarah Montgomery, for £65, 
conveyed the house and land around 
it to David Phippen of Salem, joiner, 
Patt 2721740, 

Deacon Phippen apparently  re- 
moved the house soon after, and the 
present house succeeded it, but 
whether it was built on the spot or 
removed there, Mr. Perley could not 
say. At any rate, there is enough 
about the main house to indicate at 
least two whole centuries of existence, 
such as split laths and solid oak cor- 
ner posts. 

The house is in an excellent state 
of repair, it having been owned for 
several years by Thomas F. Little, 
who sold it to Mrs. Curtis. In the 
front hall and leading to the upper 
story, is as handsome a stairway as 
can be found in a long journey. The 
new ell post is a beautiful piece of 
carving, while the stanchions are also 
fine specimens of carving. The house 
is two-and-a-half stories high with 
pitched roof, has four rooms and a 
pantry on the lower floor, four rooms 
on the second floor, and three large 
sleeping rooms in the attic. 

The windows have fine inside shut- 
ters, and the finish in the living room 
is colonial. Large arches in the cel-

lar support the enormous brick chim- 
ney, which runs up through the centre 
of the main house. In the fireplace 
in the living room was a fire back 
bearing the date 1660, the letter “H”’ 
in the centre, and the letters “B” and 
“D” on the sides. 

Photographs of the front stairway 
and of the living room, as well as of 
the exterior of the house, have heen 
taken for the Frank Cousins Art Co. 
ef Salem. William G. Edwards, the 
building mover, is preparing the house 
for removal to Manchester, and will 
have it on its way soon.

TALK ON MEXICO 


Major FRANK S. Exniorr or GLovu- 

CESTER TELLS OF SITUATION ON 

_ BORDER. 

Major Frank S. Elliott, for many 
years captain of the Gloucester com- 
pany of the Mass. militia and late 
commander of a battalion of the 8th 
Mass. infantry on the Mexican bor- 
der, told the members of the Man- 
chester club some of the “inside” 
story of the mobilization of the na- 
tional guard on the border, last Sat- 
urday evening. Major Elliott has 
resigned from the service since the 
return of the troops from the border 
and was able to speak freely of the 
conditions that exist. 

He declared that few men enlisted 
in the national guard from patriotic 
motives and for that reason the ser- 
vice was crowded with men who 
should never have been called to the 
border when the Mexican situation 
demanded it. He told of the lack of 
preparedness of the national guard 
in the matter of cloths, arms, amuni- 
tion and medical attendance. He said 
that the U. S. government called on 
Massachusetts to furnish its quota of 
gooo men and that with all of the 
recruiting 7000 men were all that 
could be obtained. He related the 
hardships endured on the way to the 
border, the uncalled for privations 
upon arrival and some amusing cir- 
cumstances connected with the first 
few days in camp. He denounced 
the critics of the army food. He 
said that it might not have been the 
best at all times, but there was abso- 
lutely no cause for serious complaint. 

The rifles issued to the Massachu- 
setts men were not effective above 
600 yards, while the men were aware 
of the fact that the Mexicans were 
armed with modern machine guns and 
rifles of the latest type which our 
government had been allowing the 
Mexicans to import for the past four 
years. The government provided 
mules and horses for the 8th regi- 
ment, but made no provision for a 
corral. In order to keep the animals 
the pen was built from regimental 


funds and the government would not 
reimburse the men. In the same way 
the men had to floor their own tents 
and screen them at their own expense. 
The horses and mules furnished by 
the government were unmanageable 
and the officers of the 8th only ob- 
ained gentler mounts by “tipping” 
the sergeant in charge of the corral. 

Major Elliott described the peon of 
Northern Mexico, his living condi- 
tions and profound ignorance. The 
peon has no respect for the American 
army. He believes if it were not for 
the Texas rangers Mexico could move 
over and annex the United States. 
His wholesome respect for the rang- 
er is due to the fact that the latter 
always shoots back when shot at and 
usually “gets his man.” The army 
man on the other hand is compelled 
by orders not to return fire. 

“What is needed in Mexico today 
is a firm hand in government,” said 
Major Elliott. “A campaign of edu- 
cation is needed rather than a military 
campaign, however.” 

In conclusion Major Elliott re- 
quested the men to urge upon their 
Representative and Senator in Con- 
gress the proper arming and equip- 
ment of the citizen soldiers before 
another call was made upon them.

Tue Vorers or MassAcHuserts have authorized the 
Governor by their vote at the last election to call a con- 
vention to revise the Constitution of Massachusetts. For 
many years now, the legislature has been passing laws 
and amending the original instrument and it appears de- 
sirable now to call a convention to amend the constitution 
carefully and systematically. When the work fs com- 
pleted Massachusetts will have a better working instru- 
ment and the work of the legislatures in coming years 
will be very much simplified. Many changes can be made 
that legislatures have hesitated to make. The convention 
will be made up of three hundred and twenty delegates. 
There will be one delegate from each of the two hundred 
and forty representative districts, four from each of the 
congressional districts and sixteen elected at large. The 
convention will convene on June 6, but primaries will be 
held as early as April and the elections in May. This 
convention will be an historic gathering and one that will 
be of great importance to the citizens of the Common- 
wealth. It is of great importance that the assembly be - 
thoroughly democratic and represent the many and varied 
interests of the Commonwealth. The early Constitutional 
Convention was made up of representative men from all 
walks in life that the new constitution might fairly and 
honorably represent the will and desire of the people. 
The vote at the November election was not overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the convention, but now that the con- 
vention has been called good men should be selected. 
There will be one man from this district selected and the 
voters will also have the opportunity of voting for the 
delegates from the Congressional district and for those 
at large. 


THe Errects oF Bitty SUNDAyY’s campaigns are be- 
ginning to be evident as the returns come in. On Tues- 
day, Brockton, Cambridge, Salem and Waltham remained 
in. the No-License column with increasing majorities (with 
the exception of Salem.) Haverhill, Leominster, Taun- 
ton and Fall River reversed their position on the liquor 
question and are now in the No-License column. The- 
swing which Fall River made is attributed to the lecture 
which Sunday made against “Booze.”

LATIN AMERICA 


Supjyect oF INstrRucTIVE TALK ‘tO 
MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD BY 
Rev. G. E. ALLAN. 


“The trouble with our relations 
with Mexico,” said Rev. G. Edward 
Allan, pastor of the Prospect st. 
Methodist church of Gloucester, in 
an informal talk at the Men’s 
Brotherhood, Manchester, Monday 
evening, “is that we expect them to 
reach our standard of civilization in- 
stead of assisting them to reach the 
highest type of their own civilization. 
There is too much religion and too 
much ignorance in Mexico. Mexico 
has had more than her share of 
trouble, but she is going to get out of 
it. The great need in Mexico today 
is not that the American government 
send soldiers there, but that we should 
intrust to Harvard, Yale and other 
great universities the establishment of 
a course to train young men to carry 
our American system of education in- 
to the country. Mexico needs, also, 
religious freedom.” 

Mr. Allan spent two years in Mex- 
ico and five years on the west coast 
of South America, principally in 
Iquique, at the foot of the Chilean 
Andes, where he taught in the uni- 
versity. He displayed great fami- 
liarity with the economic, political, 
religious and social life of the south- 
ern republics he had visited. 

The speaker said that the Panama 
canal was one of the greatest en- 
gineering feats in the world, but was 
the cause of widespread distrust of 
the American government on the part 
of certain of the Latin republics. He 
said that while the people distrusted 
cur government they treated Ameri- 
cans well. In seven years in Latin 
America he said he had never had an 
unkind word spoken to him. Mr. 
Allan related some amusing anecdotes 
in connection with his early attempts 
to master Spanish. His experiences 
with the customs officials of Chile 
were also amusing. Speaking of the 
currency of the southern republics, he ° 
said the system was a gamble. “You 
receive paper money from the govern- 
ment in payment of its obligations, 
but when you wish to pay the govern- 
ment in paper it demands gold,” he 
said. “ “But I have no gold,’ you ex- 
claim. ‘Well, we can sell it to you,’ 
the government replies. And you al- 
ways lose. Gambling is the curse of 
every Latin American country.” 

German and British banks control 
the business of South America, and 
handle practically al! of the shipping, 
both imports and exports. The 
American flag is seldom seen in a 
Chilean harbor, perhaps not oftener 
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than twice a year. Mr. Allan said 
that the moral standards of the 
southern republics were very low, 
sanitation in some of the cities was 
neglected and the poor were unedu- 
cated. He said great progress was 
being made in education and with that 
would come progress in other lines. 

Speaking of the social customs of 
Chile, he said there was nothing he 
had met in his travels around the 
world which equaled the sociability 
of the Chilean dinner. The meal 
often lasts four or five hours and is 
a great social event. Practically 
everyone in the country drinks native 
wine instead of water, as the water 
is often unfit to be drunk. In spite 
of this fact, Mr. Allen said he had 
never seen a drunken Chilean of the 
better class. “Only the peons and 
our people, who go down there, get 
drunk,” he said. Liquor had been the 
ruin of many a promising young man 
who had gone to South America, he 
said and he denounced whiskey in a 
manner that would have been a 
credit to Billy Sunday. 

Mr. Allan described quite graphic- 
ally the first earthquake he experi- 
enced in Iquique, but added that he 
became accustomed to them in time 
as he had gone through hundreds of 
them during his five years there. 

In reply to a question from one of 
the audience, Mr. Allan said oppor- 
tunities for young men with a knowl- 
edge of Spanish were unlimited in 
Equador, Peru and Chile, which are 
brought nearer to the United States 
by the opening of the Panama canal. 
Asked about the bill-paying habits of 
the South Americans, Mr. Allan said 
they were unquestionably honest in 
their business dealings, although per- 
haps taking longer to meet their 
obligations. 

Sandwiches and cocoa were served 
after Mr. Allan’s talk. It was voted 
to authorize the president, Rev. A. G. 
Warner, to make a reservation for 
the members at a future Billy Sunday 
Tabernacle meeting.

On account of illness she did not open her 


Break Ground For New Home of North Shore Horticul- 


tural Society 


Attractive New Structure on Summer St. 
Will be Valuable Addition to Manchester. 


At a special meeting of the North 

Shore Horticultural Society, In- 
corporated, held in Lane’s hall, Man- 
chester, on Tuesday evening, the 
building committee, which has had in 
charge the raising of the $20,000 fund 
for the new home of the society, was 
empowered to accept the bids of 
Roberts & Hoare, general contractors, 
and Robert Robertson Co. plumbing 
contractors, with the approval of the 
architects, and proceed with the erec- 
tion of the building. The committee, 
which had reported the success of its 
endeavors to secure pledges for the 
required fund at the regular meeting 
in the Congl. chapel on Friday eve- 
ning, was also empowered to author- 
ize the Manchester Trust Co. to make 
payments from the fund as they fall 
due. The building will occupy the 
site purchased over a year ago on 
Summer st. across from the railroad 
station. 

Owing to the increased cost of ma- 
terials since the bids were made, the 
building will cost the society about 
$880 more than originally estimated. 
Roberts & Hoare made no increase in 
their bid, except where it will be 
necessary to pay sub-contractors. E. 
A. Lane stood by his bid for the 
painting and G. S. Sinnicks made no 
change in his bid for the plastering, 


The committee reported that Austin 
Morley would stand by his bid for 
constructing the foundations provid- 
ing he could drive a pick when the 
contract was awarded him. The bid 
of Roberts & Hoare, which included 
all of the work, except the plumbing 
and heating, was $20,859. The bid 
of Robert Robertson Co. for plumb- 
ing and heating was $2,500. The cost 
of the electrical fixtures and the arch- 
itects’ commission were included in 
additional $1500, making the total 
estimated cost of the building $24,859. 
At the previous meeting the commit- 
tee was authorized to build a_ build- 
ing at an approximate cost of 
$25,500. 

Work of excavation for the found- 
ation for the new building was start- 
ec by Constractor Morley immediate- 
ly after the lines had been run by R. 
C. Allen on Wednesday. No time is 
set for completion of the structure, 
but it is expected that it will be fin- 
ished sometime in June. The build- 
lug committee whose energetic efforts 
were responsible for the raising of 
the fund for the new home is as fol- 
lows: Frank Foster, F. P. Knight, 
Axel Magnuson, F. J. Merrill, A. E. 
Parsons, H. W. Purington, Herbert 
Shaw, William Till and Eric Wetter- 
low, 


The plans accepted by the society © 
were prepared by the Boston firm, 
Kilham & Hopkins. The building 
will be of slap-dash finish and will 
contain a hall on the main floor 
38x60 feet—larger than the Man- 
chester Town hall. Another hall of 
the same size will occupy the base- 
ment beneath the main hall. The 
main hall will have a stage and will 
fill a long felt want for a large hall 
for public gatherings for use in sum- 
mer as well as winter, and the base- 
ment will serve splendidly for ban- 
quets, etc., as there will be a kitchen ~ 
off it. Cloak rooms, dressing rooms 
and closets will be located in the base- 
ment directly beneath the stage. The 
building will have a frontage on Sum- 
mer st. of 68 feet and will run back 
ac feet. Good sized wings on either 
side of the main floor will provide 
rooms for ladies and gentlemen and 
cloak rooms. There will be three 
doors entering the building from the 
front. Six wide steps extending 
nearly the width of the building lead 
to the doors. From the vestibule 
three doors lead to the main hall and 
others to the lower hall and a gallery 
overlooking the ground floor hall. 

That there was a well founded need 
for the new building aside from its 
necessity for the society as a place

for holding its annual exhibits is 
shown by the response to the commit- 
tee’s plea for funds.

How often are thanks offered 
at fp family meal? In too many 
homes the fires on the family altors 
are dead and cold. 

“Church evangelism is divided into 
two classes, the Sunday School and

ours. The Christian Endeavor is a 
wonderful agency among young peo- 
ple, but the trouble is we keep on 
sowing seed year after year and 
never think of the reaping. Most 
people have no troub'e about talking 
cn almost every subject under He 
sun except religion, but when it comes 
to that, they are tongue-tied. Ask 
God to loosen your tongues ; personal 
effort is what 1s needed, and special 
evangelism will fill this need.

PEACE AND PLENTY do not reign in the United States 
at this Christmas season to the degree many of our kind 
friends would have us believe. By comparison with the 
condition of the people in lands across the sea, as a whole 
we in America have little complaint to offer just now. 
But to be comfortable with the thought that there is no 
want in our land is to overlook the real conditions. Our 
prosperity of the year has been prosperity for the few. 
In many industries throughout the country wages have 
not kept pace with rising prices and plenty is not the rule. 
There will be many homes where Christmas cheer will be 
missing and want will be found. There are many organ- 
ized charities which devote their efforts to making Christ- 
mas happy for the needy. They will welcome your sup- 
port. 


Tue Nationa, ALLIED BAZAAR which is being held 
in the Mechanics building in Boston is already a success 
and will be the means of raising many thousand dollars 
to aid the Allies in their relief work in Europe. The 
Bazaar is novel, educating, interesting and commendable. 
On its board of managers are many well known persons 
on our Shore whose standing has been established and 
this alone assures the success of the Bazaar. Where 
Boston’s interests are in this great European contest is in- 
disputably shown in the alacrity with which the one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand advance tickets were sold. This 
good cause should be helped by all. 


However INTENSE the feeling may be in America 
against war and warlike preparations and the develop- 
rent of a naval program that will menace our pacific 
inclinations as a nation, one cannot but view with appre- 
hension Japan’s naval policy. Already that little nation 
has laid plans for a larger vessel than any in our navy 
now or being planned. Let it be hoped that there has 
not arisen a new naval competition between Japan and 
America. The consequences of the British and German 
rivalry are too apparent. 


Tuere May Be no reason why there should be a 
scarcity of coal in a great seaport like Boston, but what 
can a Manchester merchant do when barges are not avail- 
sble and there are days of cold weather ahead to freeze 
the bay? 


An Onto FarMER Boy some three-quarters of a 
century ago engaged in a horse-trade, a transaction in- 
volving about twenty-five dollars—and the character of a 
man who was to be instrumental in saving a nation. The 
boy was too honest to be a success at “swapping hosses,” 
but the ridicule heaped upon him because of the trans- 
action in question made him extremely reticent about his 
purposes in any undertaking thereafter. He developed a 
decided aversion to discussing his plans and became ob- 
sessed by a superstitious instinct to carry to its com- 
pletion any task he undertook to accomplish, without talk- 
ing about it. To escape from his dread of failure he 
was wont to go miles out of his way to reach his destin- 
ation, if he chanced to pass it while riding, rather than 
return over the same road he was travelling. The habit 
of refusing to turn back on an undertaking grew on him 
with age until on a certain memorable occasion, when he 
was struggling with a task which others had failed to 
accomplish, he stubbornly declared “I'll fight it out on 
this line, if it takes all summer.” The jeers of the village 
boys of Georgetown, Ohio, had more to do with General 
U. S. Grant’s success with the Army of the Potomac than 
most of us know. Ofttimes, fear of the consequences of 
failure is as great a stimulus to success as the desire to 
succeed. And, frequently, the sneers of small-minded 
enemies are better prods than the encouraging words of 
friends. 


THe GARDENERS along our Shore have been interested 
in the award of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society’s 
gold medal in the years that have passed and now a new 
award has been made. The medal is made of gold coined 
at the mint in Philadelphia. There have been five previ- 
ous awards. Two Massachusetts men have won the 
medal, Professor C. S. Sargent and Michael H. Walsh, 
a student of roses of Woods Hole. One award was made 
to a Frenchman, Victor Lemoine of Nancy. The award 
this year was made, for the second time, to an English- 
man. The first Englishman to win the award was Sir 
Harry J. W. Veitch of London, and now it goes to Wil- 
liam Robinson. Mr. Robinson is awarded the medal for 
his literary work and as an exponent of the natural style 
of planting as opposed to the old type of formal beddings 
and ribbon types. He is the author of many books on 
‘Flora and Sylva” and is a worthy recipient of the high 
honor he has received. 


THERE Is A MOvEMENT ON Foor to revise and to 
codify the automobile laws passed in the various states 
and then present the codified laws to the various states 
for their consideration and adoption. The automobile 
has become a necessity in public life today and the con- 
stantly moving machines upon the highways have neces- 
sitated the making of new laws to govern their movement. 
The automobile is comparatively new. It has been im- 
possible for any community to pass at once just and eff- 
cient laws to regulate the new traffic. It has naturally 
followed that many laws that were only experimental 
were passed. Some of these Jaws have proven to be 
valuable and others have been worthless. It will be of 
interest to all to have the motor laws passed in the last 
decade carefully considered, codified and simplified for 
the benefit of the motorists and the safety of the pedes- 
trian. This codification cannot be started too soon. 


Eccs AND Burrer are quoted as being cheaper in the 
Maine markets and the lower price is attributed to the 
boycott of these two articles by the consumers. That may 
have something to do with the price of butter, but Madam 
Hen begins to lay again in December, as usual, and fresh 
eggs should be available at lower prices. . 
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Tee Usrourry oF THE GASOLINE Moror and its suc- 
cess has over-shadowed the advances that have been made 
in the perfection of motors operated by other forms of 
fuel. In France intensive studies have been made of 
aicohol and a suitable motor has been perfected, but the 
_ superior advantages of gasoline have tended to keep this 
rotor in the background. The high price of gasoline has 
been a great factor in more recent studies of the motor 
fuel question. It has long been the hope of manufacturers 
to perfect a kerosene driven motor on the lines of the 
gasoline motor, but the difficulties of carburetion and the 
presence of so much carbon have presented difficuties that 
have been almost insuperable. The desire, nevertheless, 
has been for motives of economy to perfect a motor that 
would use kerosene oil. Some advance has been made as 
is evident by the new two-hundred and fifty horsepower 
kerosene oil burning engine that is to be the motive power 
in a pleasure craft built by a New York man. The craft 
measures 145 feet overall and 120 feet at the waterline. 
It is calculated that it will attain a speed of sixteen knots. 
Kerosene has been adapted to water transit with success. 
Whether kerosene can be made available for motors for 
automobiles is a problem for the modern automobile 
manufacturer. There is a fortune in it for the man who 
can solve the problem. 


Mr. Rozert Luce in an address at the banquet of the 
United Improvement society which met in Boston, ex- 
pressed himself in favor of the new constitutional conven- 
tion, believing that the deliberations of that organization 
should relieve the legislatures of many years of a vast 
amount of administrative legislation that comes up every 
year. The Constitution has not been arended in many 
years, during which time great progress has been made in 
the matters of state government, and a carefully revision 
of the Constitution now should provide for the affairs of 
the State for years to come. 


An INTERESTING TURN of affairs has been reported 
from Washington. It is believed that the Adamson 8-hour 
law will be repealed by the common consent of the rail- 
road managers and by the brotherhoods. It is suggested 
that a joint board of employees and managers be estab- 
lished by Congress to settle all questions concerning wages 
and hours. If the rumors, which are well sustained, are 
true then the objections made against the Adamson Bill 
are true. The bill, however, served its purpose and avoid- 
eda difficulty. It was proven to be a political expedient 
instead of a sound law. 


Tuer Recent “Mistakes” that have been made by 
German submarines have made the German relations of 
our nation somewhat embarrassing to Mr. Wilson and to 
Mr. Lansing. It is expected that the “differences” will be 
amicably adjusted. It demonstrates the necessity that 
should be incumbent upon every operator of a German 
submarine to ascertain the nature of the craft attacked. 
These recurring errors are a source of embarrassment to 
all concerned. The German Imperial Government should 
recognize this. 

Tue Spirit of RECREATION has been aroused in the 
young folk of this generation as in no other. Now Lynn 
is following the example of Beverly and Haverhill and 
will soon construct an athletic field with a good stadium. 
The outdoor sports have their value and the city of Lynn 
will find the investment worth while. 


Tue Care Cop CANAL has proven to be such a suc- 
cess the Taunton-Weymouth scheme is being launched 
again. Is there any question of what Brockton will say? 
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THERE 1s A MARKED DIFFERENCE between military 
preparedness and universal military service. There are 
those who feel that the time has come for some legisla- 
tion compelling every male to serve in the army. Major 
General H. L. Scott, Chief of Staff, has precipitated a 
campaign along those lines. It is to be expected that the 
military powers within the nation will favor such an en- 
terprise on the part of the nation. There are, however, 
insurmountable difficulties in the way; the pacifist and 
those who are not prepared to go that far will oppose the 
measure. The citizens should watch the progress of the 
bill. There is danger in it! 


WHILE THE NO-LICENSE QUESTION has appeared to 
be the issue in Massachusetts during the last three weeks 
and will be uppermost in the minds of the people of Bos- 
ton on next Tuesday there is considerable activity in 
Washington. Prohibition legislation appears to have the 
vantage point in the Senate where Senator Shepard pre- 
sented a bill to prohibit the manufacturer and sale of 
liquors in the national capital. The effort to make the 
District of Columbia “dry” will be followed by a contest 
for legislation to submit a prohibition amendment to the 
national constitution for ratification by the states. Pro- 
hibition has the floor. 


THe Income Tax has given many people much 
anxiety. Even after individuals have carefully consid- 
ered the national law they have been confused by the de- 
mands made by the state. Every taxpayer should care- 
fully consider both the state and national income tax 
provisions and govern himself accordingly. One of the 
erroneous ideas that has been current among taxpayers 
is that all income under two thousand dollars is exempt 
from taxation. This is true as far as the provisions of 
the national law are considered, but under the state in- 
come tax even the smallest income from certain sources 
is taxable. 


Tur HaArvArD CORPORATION has voted to authorize 
a committee to raise funds for the erection of a suitable 
memorial in honor of the men of Harvard who have 
given their lives in the present world war in Europe. 
Such a memorial will be worthy of the men of Harvard 
who give and a just tribute of honor to the valiant men 
who have or who will have laid down their lives before 
the war is ended. The fund will not be slow in growing. 


THE SALVATION ARMy in Boston spread an abundant 
feast for the boys and girls of that city on Thanksgiving 
day and at Christmas it will provide an afternoon of 
wholesome sport with a Christmas tree and a Santa Claus 
and presents for all. The Salvation Army has a place in 
the life of a modern city and it is doing its work efficient- 
ly.

GAVE 


INTERESTING TALK ON WEsT- . 
ERN COUNTRY. 

Sayre Merrill, the elder son of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. J. Merrill, Manchester, 
who has been in the West engaged 
in railroad construction since his 
graduation from Tech. some two or 
three years ago, has returned East. 
Last Saturday evening he gave an 
informal talk before the members of 
the Manchester club on the western 
country, speaking particularly of the 
north western part of Utah, through 
which a line for a new railroad was 
being run. 

In the locality where Mr. Merrill 
has been working for several months 
the climatic conditions were unusual. 
The nights are so cold water freezes 
nearly every night the year around, 
but the days are warm. There was 
little rainfall within radius of 75 
miles and crops were poor, except at 
the point where Mr. Merrill’s party 
was located where conditions were 
better. Transportation was mostly 
by four and six horse teams, although 
some automobiles of better makes 
were used. Gasoline sold for 50 
cents a gallon. 

The beauties of Los Angeles, 
Calif., and of Salt Lake City, Utah, 
were described by Mr. Merrill. Salt 
Lake City he declared was one of the 
most beautiful cities he had ever visit- 
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ed, the streets being laid out on an 
excellent plan and the temple and 
and tabernacles of the Mormons be- 
ing edifices of remarkable beauty. 
The temple is reserved for the high 
Mormons, but the tabernacles are for 
common use and frequently are put 
to sectarian uses as well as religious. 
Each ward of the city has a church 
which is open seven evenings of the 
week, for religious, social or recrea- 
tive purposes. Dances open with 
prayer and close with a benediction. 
Tt is the belief of the Mormon that 
it is a good thing to know where the 
boys and girls are every evening ; con- 
sequently amtisement is provided for 
them at the churches. 

Missionaries are established in all 
foreign countries and at present are 
securing large numbers of converts 
from the Scandinavian countries and 
from Great Britain. An annual in- 
come tax of 10 percent is levied upon 
male church members with the result 
in some cases that members have left 
the church. These are excomunicated 
and are known as “Jack Mormons.” 
Lists of the excomunicated members 
are published in the Mormon daily 
paper. 

The Mormon church, Mr. Merrill 
said, is losing its grip in Utah. Its 
strength has been largely in its sup- 
pression of the education of its mem- 
bers, but with more enlightment among 
them the church has lost strength. 
Mr. Merrill declared that if the “Gen- 
tiles” get control in politics, there is 
a great future for Utah. 

In Los Angeles, Calif., Mr. Mer- 
rill found the heart of the moving 
picture industry. The city of 600,- 
000 population does little manufac- 
turing, but has countless moving pic- 
ture firms, and unusual and_hair- 
raising stunts are common sights at 
any hour of the day.

Mr. Walker said that a plan for the 
proposed improvement was drawn 
which had seemed to meet all require- 
ments, but did not receive the ap- 
proval of many abutting property 
owners. He said they were entitled 
to their view, but he was still of the 
opinion that the straightening of the 
lane would be a great improvement. 
He thought the entrance should be 
widened anyway. Mr. Walker agreed 
to deed to the town the land at the 
entrance, which he recently purchased, 
in event of the improvement being 
made. 

Raymond C. Allen, town engineer, 
who drew the proposed plan of wid- 
ening from lines suggested by Mr. 
Walker, said that the changes pro- 
posed would not in anyway affect the 
land of Mrs. Blake. John Jaffray 
appeared as proxy for Mrs. Robert 
C. Winthrop. He promised to report 
the extent of the change in the line of 
the lane to Mrs. Winthrop, but de- 
clined to comment upon the improve- 
ment except to formally protest on 
Mrs. Winthrop’s behalf. 

Charles J. Allen, who appeared for 
Mrs. Crosby, looked over the plan 
and could see no objection to the 1m- 
provement. He remarked that it was 
evidently not the one Mrs. Crosby 
had seen. Percy Anning appeared 
for Mrs. Blake and protested on her 
behalf. He promised to report that 
the plan submitted would not affect 
Mrs. Blake’s land. 

Chairman Knight explained that 
the meeting had been advertised ac- 
cording to law and that due notice 
had been given to all concerned. An 
adjournment had been taken from 
two weeks previous in order to give 
the interested parties a chance to be 
present.

INCREASED DEMURRAGE PENALITIES. 

The New England Demurrage 
Commission, A. G. Thompson, Com- 
missioner, with office at 845 Old 
South Building, Boston, announces a 
material change in the car demurrage 
rates which our readers who load or 
unload freight cars will be interested 
in. The increased rates have been 
approved by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, to be applied until May 
Ist, I917, as one means of increasing 
the number of cars available for ship- 
ping, so much in demand by all ship- 
pers. The railroads of the whole 
country are now issuing tariffs, effec- 
tive about December 11th, providing 
for the increased rates. 

Heretofore one dollar per car per 


day after forty-eight hours of free 
time has been the general rate. The 
tariffs now being issued provide for 
the same free time of forty-eight 
hours, and the same allowance for 
weather interferences as formerly, but 
the new rate is one dollar per day for 
the first day after the free time, two 
collars for the second day, three dol- 
lars for the third day, and five dollars 
per day thereafter. 

The so-called average rule, under 
which some of our readers may be 
working, is also changed to corres- 
pond to the increased rates.

TER WOMEN ON CHINA. 
“You Americans have a false idea 
of what China of today is like,” said 
Woon Young Chun to the members 
of the Manchester’s Woman’s club at 
the Tuesday afternoon meeting. 
“China has. been misrepresented to 
you by the character of our people 
who have come over here to live. 
They have been the lowest type of 
Chinese—the people of the slums, and 
I don’t wonder that their actions have 
given you a poor opinion of the 
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Chinese. Your missionaries have 
also. misrepresented conditions in 
China. In order to secure support 
for their work they have dwelt upon 
the worst of life in China and have 
enlarged upon the dark side. 


“China has a recorded history of 
40 centuries. China was a nation be- 
fore Babylonia and Assyria. While 
these nations have failed and dis- 
appeared with the ages, China. still 
endures. When your ancestors in 
the British Isles were running wild, 
written language had been invented 
in China. Before Rome was invaded 
by the Goths the first history of China 
had been compiled. No foreign in-

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vasion was needed .to make China 
build good roads—no. Norman in- 
vasion was needed to bring her cul- 
ture. The high ethical standards of 
the Chinese kept them from moral 
decay. 

“Why, then, is China only a third 
class nation at the best? The first 
factor of national greatness is geo- 
graphical location. China is cut off 
on one hand by lofty mountain ranges 
which have prevented her coming in 
contact with Hindoo culture. To the 
east the great Pacific has cut China 
off from the world. Until the inven- 
tion of the steamship, she has not had 
the benefit of contact with other peo- 
ples to keep her up with the progress 
of civilization. No nation of Europe 
has become great of itself. America 
is great because to her has fallen the 
heritage of the accumulated thought 
and knowledge of all ages. China 
owes to herself alone all that she has 
of civilization. 

“The second factor which has kept 
China from growth as a nation has 
been the ideals of her people. We do 
not place so much importance upon 
the material side of life as other peo- 
ples. We believe in the building of a 
quiet, sane life. We neglect inven- 
tion for the development of the soul.” 

The speaker described the homes of 
the wealthy Chinese as very luxuri- 
ous. The homes of the peasants, 
while simple, were comfortable. He 
compared them to the huts of the 
peasantry of Ireland and Scotland. 

“The high cost of living has struck 
China,” he continued. “I have a let- 
ter from my sister bemoaning the fact 
that eggs are now 10 cents a dozen 
and that a three-pound chicken now 
costs 40 cents whereas 25 cents was 
once the price. . Marketing in China 
would interest you. You run no 
chances of getting cold storage poul- 
try. The poultry is brought to mar- 
ket alive, you pick out the bird you 
wish and it is killed before your eyes. 
Fish are brought to the market alive 
in tanks and sold in the same way. 

“A Chinese girl lives like a boy un- 
til she is 12 years old. She plays with 
the boys until that age and is then 
taken away and trained in domestic 
affairs. We are criticized because we 
do not educate our women. The rea- 
son is that the Chinese education is 
too technical. To graduate from a 
Chinese higher institution of learning 
under the old system a nian must be 
about 45. He would be in school up 
to that time. It would be unfair to 
demand a woman to spend the better 
part of her life in this way. The 
women of wealth are educated in mu- 
sic, embroidery, etc. Until very re- 
cently there was no compulsory edu- 
cation in public schools. Wealthy 
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men in certain districts provided 
Is. Under the old system the 
‘education was very impractical and 
nsisted chiefly of memorizing the 
Chinese classics. A student was as- 
signed a lesson and returned to his 
desk to memorize it by reading it 
aloud. Imagine a school with 300 
puvils all studying aloud. You could 
‘tell a school 3 miles off by the noise. 
_ “Today we are dismantling our 
‘temples and the relics of centuries 
are being removed to give way to the 
charts and modern paraphernalia of 
the school room. 
“Parents in China do all the hard 
work of matchmaking. The vitality 
of the race is due to that custom. 
“Marriage is the most serious step of 
life and the Chinese feel that it should 
not be left to the whims, caprice or 
emotions of youth. The parents have 
been through the mill and can choose 
better mates for their children. Love 
begins with marriage in China and 
does not end with marriage as in 
many lands. The marriages are not 
among strangers, but among young 
people of the same circle. Trust a 
Chinese young man to know of every 
eligible girl in his circle. 

“You have been told that Chinese 
mothers kill all their baby girls. 
Cases of infanticide are very rare. 
although there are cases in times of 
famine when the mothers prefer to 
drown their young to letting them 
starve. Every person who spends 
three weeks in China has to write a 
book about it and they enlarge upon 
the unusual to get an audience. 
When you stop and think that of all 
the marriages in China fully one-half 
the participants are women you 
must wonder where the girls come 
from.” 

The speaker read a number of 
Chinese poems written in the first and 
second century. One, an humorous 
poem, he had been told, was abomin- 
able verse. “Some people expect a

In conclusion he read a number of 

centuries-old proverbs taken at ran- 
dom from inscriptions upon articles 
about the house: 

“Riches adorn a house, virtue a

“One more good man on earth is 
worth more than another angel in 
Heaven.” 

“A little study shows the need of 
more”—from an inkstand. 

“May these two great lands on 
either side of the Pacific,’ he con- 
cluded, benefit mutually by interna- 
tional trade and may they ever be at 
peace. May their friendly relations 
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lead to an understanding that we all 
belong to the great Brotherhood of 
Man. Hasten the day ‘when man to 
man the world o’er will brithers be!’ ”

ONE OF THE TRAGEDIES of the war is the undoing of 
the work of years of peaceful progress. Laborers in 
Canada are tearing up miles of railroad, needed for the 
proper development of the country, to be shipped to 
Furope for military purposes. The world has become 
used to the losses caused by the war. While only inci- 
dental the destruction of American railroads is a tragic 
illustration of the far-reaching results of the war. 
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WHILE TEACHING IN THE CLAssroom Professor 
Hugo Munsterberg was stricken and died. Professor 
Munsterberg has held a position of influence as a psychol- 
ogist and has been among the leaders in the teaching of 
that science and in the pursuit of psychological experi- 
ments. As a teacher he won the friendship and admira- 
tion of his pupils and the respect of the philosophical 
world. For his work in this important branch of science 
alone he achieved a position of wide influence and power. 
In more recent days he has been a storm center because 
of his loyalty to his fatherland, Germany. A teacher in 
an American institution he never renounced the claims 
which his fatherland made upon him. The outbreak of 
the war aroused his soul and was the beginning of days 
of stress and anguish that eventually caused his death. 
He was a faithful German and strove in every legitimate 
way to gain the sympathy of the American people in the 
German cause, but his work was in vain. As a patriot he 
was placed in an uncomfortable position, hating war, 

val to Germany and loving America—a difficult place 
for any man, but he acquitted himself honorably. He 
believed that Great Britain, Germany and America should 
understand each other and have codperated to the end 
of obtaining for the whole world the advantages of cul- 
ure and progress in the ways of peace. The tragic days 
following the attack upon Belgium and the declaration of 
war by Great Britain and the almost immediate turn of 
sympathies in America to the Allied cause undid all that 
he had vainly hoped for during a lifttime of patient and 
faithful industry. The war once on, he used his pen and 
his voice to stem the tide of opposition in America against 
Germany, but without avail. 

THE Cominc ConstiTuTIoNAL CONVENTION has 
aroused considerable interest since the election deter- 
mined that it was the will of people. The vote for the 
convention was close, showng a very decided tendency to 
leave the constitution alone. The majorities, however, 
now prevail and the convention will be held, but it will be 
interesting to note the results of its deliberations. In 
1853 after a session of careful discussion the voters re- 
jected all of the amendments submitted to them. In 
New York state the same turn of events caused a waste 
of the entire expense of the convention. The same re- 
sults may obtain when the new Constitutional amend- 
ments are presented to the people. The progress of this 
important work will be watched with interest. 


Tur Epucation oF THE PEOPLE in the laws of 
hygiene and health is one of the objects of the committee 
on sanitation and safety of public buildings and convey- 
ances, of the Women’s Municipal League of Boston. 
Mrs. Godfrey L. Cabot of Cambridge and Beverly Farms 
is chairman of that committee. One of the far-reaching 
plans put in operation the last summer through Mrs. 
Cabot’s efforts is the placing of Healthgrams—a poster 
about a foot square—in conspicuous places about Boston 
—in railroad stations, subway stations, car barns, fac- 
tories, schoolhouses, department stores, etc. These are 
issued once a month.

TaLK ON ALASKA BY J. WILDER 
FarRBANKS At MEETING ON 
Monpay EVENING. 


J. Wilder Fairbanks, who earlier 
in the season lectured on “A Ride 
for an Empire,” gave an instructive 
lecture on “Alaska” before the mem- 
bers of the Men’s Brotherhood in the 
Manchester Baptist church vestry on 
Monday evening. Nearly 70 were 
present. In the absence of Rev. A. 
OS. Warner, Arthur Walker, the vice- 
president, presided. 

“Since the purchase of Alaska by 
the United States,” said Mr. Fair- 
banks, “the sun has not set on Amer- 
ican soil. The city of Seattle is tne 
real geographical center of the United 
States. It is equi-distant from East- 
port, Me., and the tip of the Aleutian 
Islands. We purchased Alaska from 
Russia in 1866 for $7,200,000 as a 
favor to the Russian government. 
Russia was our only friend during 
the Civil War. When England and 
France stood ready to recognize the 
rebelling states as a republic Russia 
had fleets of gunboats waiting off 
the harbors of New York and San 
Francisco to lend aid if we needed it. 
As a return Secretary Seward took 
Alaska off Russia’s hands at a sum 
which seemed enormous in those 
days. He was severly critized for 
the step, but previous to the discovery 
of gold in the Klondike Alaska had 
exported to the United States $84,- 

60,000 in products of the territory. 
tn the 10 years following the dis- 
covery of gold in the Klondike 
$250,000,000 in gold alone was taken 
from the ground.” 

Mr. Fairbanks’ lecture was_illus- 
trated by stereopticon views. He be- 
gan with a sketch of country along 
the route of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, showing views of Winnipeg, 
the great shipping center of the grain 
and cattle district of the Northwest. 
The grain fields of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta were shown and the city of 
Calgary, Alberta, was the subject of 
a brief sketch. Mr. Fairbanks took 
his audience on a trip up the side of 
ene of the immense glaciers, which 
he said “even Dr. Cook could not 
scale.” ; 

The speaker said that previous to 
1840 Daniel Webster had declared in 
the U. S. Senate that there was not a 
harbor on the Pacific coast. He ex- 
hibited views of Seattle harbor and 
of Puget sound. He declared that 
all the shipping of the world could be 
sheltered in Puget sound at one time. 
The port of Seattle is located 150 
miles from the Pacific on the sound. 
While San Francisco may. remain the 
financial center of the Pacific coast,

If all the inhabitants 
of the globe were to move to Alaska 
to live there would be less than 30 
people to the acre. There is just as 
much gold there as ever, but to get 
it you have to do just what you do 
anywhere else—work hard for it. 
The majority of people are better off 
here in New England than they 
would be up there.”

DREN,” SUBJECT OF TALK ‘TO 
MANCHESTER FoLuK WEeED- 


NESDAY EVENING. 


“Tf a good fairy were to drop in 
here tonight and give my greatest 
wish, it would be that. I might tell 
stories to children. Let someone else 
paint the great pictures, let someone 
else write the great books or make 
the great orations, but let me tell 
stories to children,” said Mrs. E. M. 
Varney of Medford, vice-president of 
the National Congress of Mothers, in 
addressing the Manchester Parent- 
Teacher association in Price School 
hall on Wednesday evening on “The 
Value of Story Telling to Children.” 

“The important aim of story telling 
is.to stir the child to a desire for 
goodness. Of course story telling 
aims to stir the imagination, to in- 
crease the vocabulary and to impart 
information, but its chief aim should 
be to stir the child to a desire for 
goodness.” 

Mrs. Varney told a Thanksgiving 
story intended to make the child ap- 
preciate the value of what he has. 
Other stories were told to show a 
moral. Mrs. Varney always ends 
her stories without drawing a con- 
clusion. The listeners seldom miss 
the point. She said children like ani- 
mal stories best because they are like 
animals themselves. Stories that 
appeal to the imagination are good, 
she said, because imagination enables 
one to put ‘himself in another’s place 
and to build castles in air. Her little 
story of the child who turned her 
work into play by use of her imagin- 
ation moved the audience to applause. 

The speaker said children liked 
stories rythmic in form, those with 
frequent repetition. “Later,” she 
said, “the fairy stories and the hero 
tales are excellent. Parents have a 
wonderful opportunity to influence 
children by story telling in the home. 
Every little accident or misbehavior 
presents the opportunity for a story. 
The teacher also has a_ splendid 
chance to stir the conscience of the 
child by story telling. Christmas 
presents a fine opportunity for story 
telling that will make the child realize 
the real meaning of Christmas.”

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NEW INCOME TAX 


SomMEerHING Asout THE NEw Law 
Wuicu Gors INto OPERATION 
JANUARY I. 

The Massachusetts Income Tax 
goes into operation January I, I9I7. 
Below we give a summary of the new 
law furnished the Brerze by Joseph 
E. Perry, Income Tax Attorney of 

the Tax Commissioner’s office. 

The new law leaves unchanged 
such parts of our present tax system 


as the local. assessment of real estate 


and tangible personal property; the 
taxation of corporations, inheritances, 
polls, and the various license and 
similar taxes. In the future, as in 
the past, shares of stock in Massa- 
chusetts corporations, deposits in 
Massachusetts savings banks, mort- 
gages or real estate taxed in Massa- 
chusetts will be exempt from taxation 
as will be also the income derived 
from such property. 

The new law taxes the income from 
certain classes of property, the net 
income from earnings, and the net 
profits from the purchase and sale of 
securities. It exempts from further 
taxation the property from which 
such taxed income is derived. 

It differs from the Federal Income 
Tax in that it taxes only income from 
certain sources and not from all 
sources, and it has only flat rates in- 
stead of progressive rates which in- 
crease with the size of the taxed in- 
come. It differs also in the details 
of its deductions and its administra- 
tion but in adopting the calendar 
year as the taxable period and in the 
forms of returns required and in all 
other ways, it follows the Federal 


system so far as is possible so as to 


cause the minimum of additional in- 
convenience to the taxpayer. 

The new law was designed to cor- 
rect certain evils which have devel- 
oped in the present system. The rate 
of taxation is uniform throughout the 
state, thereby removing the chief in- 
centive, as far as evasion of taxes is 
concerned, for the wealthlv people to 
colonize in a few towns with low tax 
rates. The new law is to be admin- 
istered by the state in a centralized 
manner insuring uniformity of assess- 
ment and collection, and removing the 
possibility of understandings between 
local assessors and wealthy residents 
which have usually resulted in gross 
undervaluations and inequality of 
justice. The new rates compare 
favorably with those of surround- 
ing states and should check the 
alarming emigration of capital from 
the state. The new law substitutes 
just and reasonable taxation in place 
of previous confiscation. It puts a 
premium on honesty instead of deceit.

It provides for compulsory returns 
and backs up that provision by severe 
penalties and by obtaining informa- 
tion at the source. It abandons April 
first as the sole test of taxable citizen- 
ship and taxability. Instead, the tax 
is measured by the income received 
during the entire calendar year next 
preceding, and makes taxable every 
person who is an inhabitant of Mass1- 
chusetts at any time during the first 
half of the year. 

Perhaps most general interest 1s 
attached to the tax of one and one- 
half percent on the excess above two 
thousand dollars of the net income 
derived from _ professions, employ- 
ments, trade and business. The law 
provides in detail the method by 
which such net income shall be com- 
puted and requires a return to be 
made by each person whose gross in- 
come exceeds two thousand dollars 
even though by exemptions and de- 
ductions the net may be reduced be- 
low the taxable limit. For those 
with dependents the exemption may 
be as high as three thousand dollars. 

The same rate is applied to income 
from annuities. 

A tax of three percent is imposed 
on the profits from the sale of securi- 
ties with directions for determining 
the amount of the profit. 


A tax of six percent is levied on 
the income from bonds, shares in 


corporations and partnerships, money: 


at interest and other debts due the 
taxpayer with exceptions which may 
be stated broadly by saying that no 
such income is taxable which is de- 
rived from sources which heretofore 
have been non-taxable, except in the 
case of partnerships having trans- 
ferable shares. Under some condi- 
tions, a small exemption may be ob- 
tained- as to income from annuities 
and as to income taxed at the six per- 
cent rate. 

Partnerships, minors, estates of 
deceased persons and in general all 
persons or organizations, except cor- 
porations, receiving taxable income 
are. taxable, and all are entitled to the 
provisions relating to abatements and 
appeals. 


Chief interest centers in the re- 
quirements that returns are compul- 
sory and must be made within the 
first two months of the year—i. e. on 

before March first. In case of 
persons becoming inhabitants after 
March first, or by reason of absence, 
etc., being unable to make the return, 
other provisions apply. 

Returns may be made at the State 
House or to the Income Tax Assessor 
or Deputies in the district where the 
inhabitant lives. The division into 
districts, the names and office ad- 
dresses of the Assessors and Deputies 
will be announced later. Blanks for 
the returns will be available on appli- 
cation to the Tax Commissioner or 
any of his Deputies, or from bank- 
ing institutions throughout the State. 

Returns as to real estate and tan- 
gible personal property should be 
made to the assessors of each city or 
town as heretofore, and if a taxpayer 
fails to make such return, he will be 
obliged, in addition to his state tax, 
to pay locally not less than he paid 
last year. 

Tax bills will be sent out and the 
tax payable October 15, 1917. The 
proceeds will be distributed back to 
the various cities and towns and the 
latter are guaranteed to suffer no loss 
of revenue. 

The new tax is expected to reach 
nearly five billions of property which 
kas heretofore escaped taxation, to 
produce more revenue, and to be ad- 
ministered at a cost of less than one 
percent of the revenue produced.

Mr. Barrett described in dramatic 
language the announcement he heard 
made from the stage of the Gaiety 
Theatre in London of the coming of 
2 fleet of 20 Zeppelins. The picked

Leonard Wood 
claims that the mobilization was a failure and showed up 
the unpreparedness of our State militia and the general 
unpreparedness of the nation. All this may be, failure 
or not, the America people face now a serious deficit of 
nearly fifty millions of dollars for the operation. But 
‘hen it was worth it 1f that maneuvre kept us out of war. 
It was worth that for insurance. 


CONGRESSMAN GARDNER was right and found the 
line of distinction between preparedness against -war and 
preparedness for war when he said, “Preparation against 
war will not necessarily save us from war, but it will 
assist us in avoiding war, and likewise it will give us a 
“hance to make a fight worthy of our history should war 
break out.” These are the words of a prophet and not 
of a ranter. No one desires war or a military prepared- 
ness for military reasons. Peace may best be secured by 
being always ready to meet the situation which the sum- 
mer of 1914 taught everyone may be imminent at any 
time. 


MassAcuusetts Is to Have another legal holiday 
on Monday—New Year’s. For years the holiday season 
has been extended and New Year’s day has taken on 
many of the festivities of the earlier days of the holiday 
season. Custom has at last made a law to make the fes- 
tive day a legal holiday. Boston and Massachusetts 
have never taken so enthusiastically to New Year festivi- 
ties as has New York City, but the new holiday indicates 
an awakening interest in the observance of the day. 


THe HoripAy SEAsoN and the inclement weather 
have made traveling difficult and train operations a task. 
The railroads have had hard problems to solve and on 
the whole the trying days before Christmas the railroads 
did well to keep their service up as well as they did. 


Hore, ‘MEN AND Business MEN generally in New 
England were interested in the campaign, fostered by the 
publicity department of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce in the spring of 1916, to bring to the attention of 
the American public the desirability of New England as 
a section in which to spend the summer vacation. <A 
criticism made by many who declined to codperate in 


adding their contributions to the fund fora national adver- 


tising campaign was that the project was undertaken too 
late to be of any real service in influencing vacationists. 
The criticism was justified. By the time those behind the 
movement had made a start in “advertising New Eng- 
land” the majority of vacationists had already decided 
upon their summering place for 1916. The lesson of 
1916 should bear fruit early in 1917 and the new year, 
now at hand, should see the launching of the proposed 
“million dollar” publicity campaign. The winter resorts 
of the south and the Pacific coast profit by codperative 
publicity campaigns which bring new thousands to their 
vacation grounds annually. And their campaigns for 
winter are under way almost before ours have closed for 
the summer. If New England is to be properly advertised 
in 1917, funds should be raised and the campaign well 
under way long before the first stirring of spring. 


THe Stare of New York spent nearly a million 
dollars to revise its constitution and rejected the creation 
of the Constitutional Convention by an unmistakable 
vote. In 1853 the same fate befell the careful work of 
the Massachusetts Convention. What is there to assure 
that the work of the incoming convention will be received 
with any more enthusiam by the voters? There has been 
a growing feeling that the voters can more readily con- 
sider amendments singly as proposed from time to time 
than when submitted in a “lump” as the work of a con- 
vention for revision. It will be much easier to defeat a 
convention’s work than accept it because of the accumla- 
tive negative votes aroused by undesirable amendments. 
The people have decided that it should be done, however, 


and there is nothing left but for the men of the state 


to go to it. 

Ture Autromositist will not receive so much in 
number plates for his money this year as formerly. The 
Highway Commission has been able to cut down expenses, 
but the plate shows it. There is a marked improvement, 
however, in the visibility of the numbers. The “Bury” 
system of numbering used so successfully on freight cars 
will be used. The new system is simple and a glance wi!l 
make it much easier for the observer to read, correctly, 
the number of a passing car. The need is apparent and 
there is no doubt that the new plates will prove advan- 
tageous to all concerned. 


THE Monroe DocrrinkE may never be defined by the 
United States, but somehow one appreciates that, essen- 
tially, it means that America is determined that the cares 
and vexations incident to the quarrels among nations in 
Europe shall never mar the life in the American nations. 
This is an ideal worthy of attaining. America desires 
to make material progress, but not at the expense of 
freedom, liberty and the finer virtues of national life. » 


WHATEVER LANSING’s Excusk may be for that un- 
fortunate “on the verge of war” sentence there is no 
doubting the disastrous effect that it had in commercial 
circles and the discomfort caused to many who rightly 
enough on the face of the statement felt that in his 
position Lansing knew more than the layman did of the 
situation. It was an unfortunate statement that was re- 
tracted none too soon. 
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In A Letrer recently published in the Boston 
Record, Dr. H. S. Jelalian declares “Wealth” to be one of 
the most abused terms in literature, “because, 98 times 
out of 100, people associate it with hard cash.” He adds, 
“| do not deny that material possessions in any form 
constitute wealth, only, I claim that material possessions 
are not the only form of wealth. There are moral and 
mental riches, which, by their higher value and lasting 
influence are far superior and more uplifting.” This, 
and more, in introduction to the classification of the 
sources of national wealth. Labor he places in the lead: 
“One of the noblest 2oth century conceptions of life has 
been the dignity allotted Labor. One of the first im- 
pressions that a newcomer receives in America is the strong 
social position of the laboring classes. There is no other 
country where the laboring classes live in such a comfort- 
able environment as they do in Ameirca. | believe there 

> over 650 millions of dollars in the savings banks of 
Massachusetts, which are almost exclusively owned by 
the labor classes. But, as concerning wealth so concern- 
ing labor there are popular misconceptions that need 
correction. Labor does not signify the labor of the hand 
alone. Intellectual labor is as great a factor in the pro- 
duction of national wealth as the labor of the hand.” 
Continuing he says, “The second source of national 
wealth is Health. It is a source of wealth, because it is 
the only capital the poor man has. The measure of his 
»roductive ability is absolutely dependent upon his health. 
It is the patriotic duty of every citizen to be healthy, not 
for himself alone, but also for the nation. The third 
source of national wealth is a. moral character. Those 
nations grow in national prosperity and international 
good-will that enjoy a deserved reputation for honesty in 
business. The fourth source of national wealth is intel- 
lectual attainments—an ignorant business man cannot be 
a broad minded citizen. The fifth and the last source of 
national wealth is a favorable environment. This is a 
condition in America which the immigrant feels more 
keenly than the native-born. A favorable environment 
implies equal social opportunities to all the people. This 
is the genius of the American Republic which inspires 
hope to the humblest member of the community.” 


Tue AMERICANS have always been an ingenius and 
inventive race, but who would have thought that our 
Federal department created to grant patents has accum- 
mulated nearly eight million dollars after paying all ex- 
penses? This is the one department of our efficient fed- 
eral departments that shows a profit. The Yankee inven- 
tive spirit is making money for our government in more 
than one way. 


DesPITE THE CONSTANT DRAINS upon the purse of 
the giving people in New England the responses to for- 
eign appeals have been phenomenal despite the demands 
at home. The Armenian Relief Fund has already reach- 
ed a creditable sum, and the French Wounded Fund as 
well. America has acquitted herself generously.

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THE PROGRESSIVE COMMITTEE on the initiative and 
referendum are busily at work on a state-wide propa- 
ganda.’

CHRISTMAS CELEBRATION 


CoMMUNITY TREE ON MANCHESTER 
CoMMON UNDER AUSPICES OF 
ARBELLA CLUB. 


Christmas hymns rang out on the 
frosty air Saturday evening of last 
week from the throats of several 
hundred people of Manchester, old 
and young, who were gathered upon 
the common in front of Town hall.
